And now comes the Cataſtrophe of their own Tragedies, wherein every one of theſe Ma- * 
lefactors receives condign puniſhment for their ſeveral offences. 

La Palma is condemned to be hanged and burnt ; LaYerdure to be brokenon the Wheel, « 
and his body to be thrown into the River Lignon ; and Mortaign, though the laſt in rank, yet 
firſt in offence, to be broken on the Wheel, his body burnt, and his aſhes thrown into the ayr :

his foul; and ſoafter a learned and Chriſtian-like ſpeech, as well for the inſtructionof the UVIOg, 
as the conſolation of Alibme, CEN die, he pronounceth , that 
his execrable murther committed on his own Merilla, he ſhould hang till he were dead : 
and fo befought the Lordrto be merciful ro his ſoul. 

And now 15 ebb again returned to his priſon, but ſtill remaineth obſtinate and erſe, 
aftirming to all the world, thar, as he hath lived, ſo he will dye innocently : But God will not fuf- 
fer him to dye, without confefling and _—_ this his bloody and unnatural murther. 

Theſe his grave and religious Judyes, out of aft honourable and Chriſtian charity, ſend him 
Divines, to prepare his body to the Death of this world, and his ſou] tothe life of that tocome : 
they deal molt effeftually, powerfully, and religiouſly with him in priſon ; and although they 
found, that the Devil had ſtrongly enſnafed and charmed him, yea, and as it were, his 
heartto his perdition ; yet, God out of his infiniteand ineffable mercies, addeth both powerand 
grace to their ſpeeches, and exhortations, ſoas his eyes being opened, and heart pierced and 
mollified, they at laſt ſoprevail with him, that being terrified with Gods Juſtice, and incou- 
razed and comforted with his mercies, he with tears, ſighs, and groans, confeſſeth this murther 
of his Wite, andnot only bitterly repents it, but alſo doth thank theſe Godly Divines for their 
charity,care,and zeal for the preſervation aud ſaving of his ſoul,and doth upon his knees belſeech 
them to pray unto the Lord to forgive him. | 

We have feen Akbins murther his Wife Aferilla ,, we have ſeen his apprehenſion, impriſon- 
ment, trial, convittion, and condemnation, for this his execrable a loody fat : wherein 
we may obſerve how the Juſtice of God ſtill rrinmphs o're the temptations and malice of the 
Devil ; and how murther, thoughnever o ſecretly ated, and concealed, will at laſt be detected 
and puniſhed. What reſteth there now , but thatafter we have hereby made good uſe of this 
example, we fee Alibins fetched from his Priſon, and conveyed to the place of Execution ;

Whiles this news is generally divulged in Avignion, Daulphine, Provente, and Langue and 
nonews atall to be had or gathered © elle Tl Fes agg. ſhined with as mb 
as Laxrieta was obſcured with Vices, out of compaſlion and Chriſtian c . ſome three 
weeks after, viſiteth Zaxriera in Priſon , although ſhe partly believedand knew thar ſhe never 
affefted or loved her ; when aiming to add conſolation to her afflitions; as God would have it, 
Laxrieta ut of her ignorance or folly, returns Le Palaifiere this unlooked for anfwer : That 
her (elf was as ihnocent of Bellwile's death, as ſhe was of Poligny's. Which wotds being over- 
heard by ſome curious head of the Company ; were inſtantly.carried and. reported to Cri- 
minal Judges, who inſtantly cauſe La Palaiſere to be apprehended and brought before them , 
whom they examine upon Poligny's death, which doth no way affright or afflift her, becauſe 
her conſcience was untainted, and her ſelf. as innocent as innocency her felf thereof.

This bloody Tragedy, ated on ſo brave a Gallant, in the very bowels and heart of Rome, 
doth extreamly amaze and draw all the Spectators to lamentation and mourning; and his 
two Servants, who walked by his Horlſe-fide, are fo buke in lifring him up and rubbing the 
templesof their dead Maſter, as they forget to re-ſcarch and enquire for his Murtherer : but 
the aſliltants and the ſtanders by, hearing the report of the Piece, and not only ſeeingthe ſmoke 
inthe Window and air, but this noble Gentleman dead 'in the ſtreer, they aſcend the houſe, and 
find the Petronel on the Table, but the ſhooter fled away upon a ſwift Spaniſh Gennet, by the 
back-door ; they of the houſe affirming, with tears in their eyes, That they knewnot the 
Gentheman that did it, neither was it in their powers to ſtop of prevent his eſcape. 

{ This fatal and mournful news, diſperſed and ſpread o're rh&Cirty of Rome ; the Serjeants and 
Captains Guard are buſie to find out the Murtherer, who by this time they know to be Sergmier 
Bertolini, but being gallantly mounted, he Tpeeds away thorow the ſtreets amain; andis fo far 
@om deſpair, as he makes no doubt but to recover the Lateran Gate; and to eſcapethis his ſe- 
cond danger, as fortunately as he did his fuſt, by flying into the Kingdom of Naples : but his 
$ ſhall deceive him; for-if he bought Brellr;'s Murther at an cafe rate, God hath now or- 
danced and decreed, that he ſhall pay dear for this his ſecond, of Sears : and Io here tho int- 
petuous ſtorm of God's juſt revenge and indignation now befalls him when he tealt fears or 
thinks thereof. The manner thus. | 
- As he was ſwiftlygalloping thorow de Fnogo (the publick place where the Pope(rhat 
Antichriſt of Rome ) burns 'the children of God for the protethon of his glorious Goſpel Y and 
being at the farther end thereof, with an intent to draw rowards the back-ſide of rhe 
behold, two Bricklayers, building of a Houſe, upon a Scaffold two ſtories high 'in the ſtreex, 
ms Bertolin: —_— the Scaffold and the two BrickJayers fell down upon him: andbis 
horſe, andſo bearthem borh +0 the ground : but as yet the news of Staw's Murther was TIOr 
wrived thither ; ſoas danger and fear making Bereolins forget the hurt of 'his fall, he again ri- 
ſeth up, and calls for his horſe, which was ſpeedily brought him ; ſo leapiag'ints the Saddle, 
he ſpurs away with as much celerity as his Gennet could poſlibly drive under him. But if he 
have eſcaped this firſt Judgment of God, he ſhall not the ſecond : for having paſt the Capitol, 
and the Amphitheater, his Gennet, *twixt that and the Larreren, fell under him ; which putting 
his ſhoulder out of joynt, the poor afflicted Beaſt could not riſe with his Maſter, who by this 
time is more afflicted and grieved, than the harmleſs Gennet he rides upon. Whereupon being 
amazed, and fearing that the ſearch would inſtantly follow and furpriſe him, he leaving his 
Horſe, betakes himſelf to his own heels, and ſo with much terror both of mind and conſcience, 
be knows not whither to go, or where to hide himſelf : but at laſt conſidering, that -the great- 
eſt Gngers have need of the leaſt diſtrattion, and molt diſcretion, he thinks to lie oa-his right 
hand to Horro Farneſ, or the Gardens and Orchards which belong to that Illuſtrious Family : 
but then again, fearing to meet with a wooden face, inſtead of finding an open door, he leaves 
that reſolution, and( asfaſt as his legs and feet can bear him ) flies on his left hand up towards 
Nero's Tower ( fo famous for that Emperor's infamy, in ſtanding thereon when hedelighted 
to ſee all Rome on fire )and here in the ruins and demolitions of an infinite number of Palaces, 
Churches, and other ſtupendious Buildings, our murtherous Berrolins hides and huſheth up him- 
ſelf, hoping if the day were paſt, to eſcape, and recover ſome ſecret Friends houſe, by night. 

But is to0 juſt to let this his cruel fact paſs unrevenged, and this bloody Murther un- 
uniſhed ; for he hath ſcarce been there half an hour, Hut he is known there, found out, and 
emm'd in of all ſides by the Captain's Guard, arm'd with Partifans and Piſtols. Here Bertelin 

conſidering himſelf a Roman Gentleman, would fain have made ſome reſiſtance with his Ra- 
pier : but ſeeing their numbers to increaſe, and himſelf alone; as alſo, that it would farther 
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augment his crime, and exaſperate his Judges againſt him he ar their firſt ſummons deliver- 
eth up his Rapier, and yields, and rendereth himſelf into their hands, who preſencly convey 
him to priſon, where he thall have bur little time tothink of his hainous and bloody Murthers, 
ere we jhall ſee him brought forth and arraigned before his Judges: but, in the interim, all Rome 
is polſdſed and informed hereof. 52 

So the ſecond morning Of Berro/ins his 4. — he is fetchr before his Judges, where 
at firſt the Devil is ſo itrong with him, as he once thought to have denied this Murther of 
Stxrio: but God prov:ag more merciful to his foul, he, upon his Judges grave and Religious 
Remonſtrances, with many ſighs and tears freely conteſleth it, humbly ſeeching them to 


' take pity of his young years, and that it was only the heat of youth, and the vanity of his am- 


bitious honour, which had thus berrayed and ſeduced his ſoul to perpetrate this cruel and im- 
pious Murther : and for the which, he extreamily and bitterly repented himſelf. 

But the arrow of God's wrath and revenge, is now fully bent againſt Berrolinz, as his bullets 
were againſt Stwrio: ſo as his Sacred Majeſty, cauſing his Judges to reſemble themſelves, they 
ate deaf to his requeſts, and tell him, It is not his youth, or his ambition, but the Devil that 
hath ſeduced and drawn him to perform this bloody Murther : and fo, for expiation thereof, 
they, in conſideration he is a Komay Gentleman, nobly deſcended, will not hang him, but ad- 
judg his two hands to be cut off before the houſe where he ſhot at Sexrio, and then after- 
wardsto be beheaded at the common place of Execution, at the foot of S. Angelo's Bridze z his 
Head to beſet upon a Pole over St. John de Lateran's Gate, and his body to be thrown into T3- 


ber: which the next day was accordingly executed in preſence of many thouſand of 
both Sexes, and of all Ranks, notwithſtanding the importunate ſolicitations which his Father 
made to Cardinal Bergheſe, ( the Pope Panlinus Quintus Nephew ) to the contrary; who was too 


nobleand to aſſiſt him in ſo baſe and ignoble a Murther. 

And theſe were the lives and deaths of theſe three unfortunate Roman Gentlemen, Brellari, 
Sturio, and Bertolins;, and of that beautiful, chaſt , and ſorrowful Lady, Paxline. And here w 
conclude and ſhut up this their mournful Hiſtory, I have been informed, That the curious 
Wits of-Rome made many exquiſite Epitaphs the deaths of Stario and Paxiina ;, as allo, 
that Bertolins made a Religious and moſt Chriſtian Speech at his end, of which I muſt con- 
feſs 1 was not ſo happy to recover the ſight or copies of either ; fot if I had, I would not have 
failed to have inferred and placed them at the end of this Hiſtory, to have ſerved as a 

and ornament thereunto, in interlacing my Proſe with other Verſes, for the better de- 

and recreation of my Reader. Burt I muſt ( juſtly ) crave excuſe herein : for my curioſity 
them, though my unfortunacy found them not.

which in the iniquity of theſe our times, and depraved manners, not only moſt inſenſiby 
s into common Soldiers and Commanders, but alſo into all Armies, and into 
Eſtates and Kingdoms, ſtill to the diſparagement of their glory, and ſometime to the pricegf 
their ruin, and peril of their ſubverſion ; he began to let his Colours hang duſty, and his Pike 
and Partizan by the walls, and to frequent the company of Ladies; which the old Coun 
cellor, his Father, obſerves with joy ; hoping that in the end he ſhall draw him to affett and 
marry La Frange : but theſe hopes of his I vain, and this his joy will ſoon be exchay 
ged into ſorrow, and metamorphoſed into affliction and miſery ; for that his Son is partly re.

their names, as e Heſdamoyſelles de Marſy, La Preverte, and La Hay, all famous for their beaw- 
ties, andindeed for their pureneſs and excellency thereof, juſtly reputed and held the prime 
Birds of the City, and yet the p_ of them, La Hay, was the Phenix of all the Three : for 
ſhe was ſo ſweetly fair, and fairly ſweet of complexion, as ſhe drew all eyes to do homage to 
hers; ſoas it was almoſt im le for any man to look on her without loving her, or to | 
on her, without deſiring her : for her Body was ſo ſtraight and ſlender, and the Roſes of her 
Cheeks fo deliciouſly gracing the Lillies, and the Lillies the Roſes, that the greateſt Gallant 
either of the City or , held himſelf not only happy, but honourcd with the felicity 
of her preſence and company.

To this Monſ@xr de Saulange's Houle, the Beauties of his three Daughters, but eſpecially that 
of 1a Hay, and withal her pleaſing and trattable affabillity, iavites many young Gentlemen, 
and the eminenteſt Citizens, who there paſs their time in courting and converſing, in dan- 
cing, linging, and the like ; whereunto the Youth of Frerce, more than any other people of the

Bur fith De Salez will bear no more reſpect to his Father, 
nor affeftion to La Frange, leave we therefore his Father Argentier*s paſſions, and La Franze's 
lexities, to be appeaſed and qualifhed by Time, or rather by God, the Author and Giver of 
ime ; who out of his All-ſecing Providence, and Sacted Pleaſure, only knows in Heaven how 
beſt to diſpoſe and manage the aCtions of earth ; and ſo come we to other unexpected occur- 
rents andevents, which like ſo many interjecting and intervening points, are contained with- 
in thecircumference of this Hiltory. 

I have ſo long inſiſted on the affeftions of De Salez and La Hay; as ( but to the judicious and 
temperate Reader ) it would ſeem to appear, that the Baron of Yawmartin hath wholly forgot- 
tento remember his to his Lady La Frange : But to put that doubt out of queſtion, and this 
—_— out of doubt, we ſhall ſee him return too too ſoon, to att a part not ſo religions and 

nourable, as bloody, upon the Theater of this Hiſtory : For by this time both his Credi- 
tors and his Debts are grown ſo clamorous, and his Reputation and Land 6 near forfcited, for

herein to prevent his defires anddefigns. In which Helliſh ratiocination, he, as devoid of Rea- 
ſon, as thar is exempt either of Grace or Piety, thus reaſoneth with himſe]}f : De Clugny hates 
me, for ſeeking ro marry his Daughter ; and that me niay remedy for me : but, which is 
worſt of all, ſhe loves De Salez, ſeeks and deſires to marry him; and this I muſt remedy 
intime, if lever expeCt to obtain or enjoy her ; and fo reſolves to make him away ; but is, as 
yet@itreſolute how to perpetrate, and in what manner to finiſh ſo execrable a buſineſs. But 
this is not only the voice of his malice, but the fentence of his revenge, that De Salez muſt dye, 
Wre Vaumartin, unworthy to bear the name of a man, mnch ſeg ofa Baron, but leaſt of 
all, ofa Chriſtian; in that, becauſe De Salez hates La Frange, and ſhe loves him, that therefore 
thoy Wilt not love but hate him ; or becauſe ſhe loves him, and not thy ſelf, that therefore thou 
wile kill him, that ſhe may love thee. See, ſee, raſh and inconfiderate Noble-man, how trea- 
cherotly the Devil hath hood-winked, yea, inveigled thy judgment, and beſotred thy ſenſes to 
kill one that loves thee ; to kill I fay, a Gentleman who hath not offended thee, bur is every 
way Foy itiend, no way thine enemy : or if thou think it wiſdom, that covetouſneſs muſt re- 
deem thy farmerprodigality ; alas, alas, ! canſt thou yet be fo cruel to think it either lawful or 
religious, that future Murther ſhould either occaſion or authorize it ? Bnt the Devil hath 
{far prevailed with his impious reſolutions, that again he reſolves De Salez. muſt dye: 
and'yet thou think poyſon as unworthy of him, as he is worthy of thy Sword : ſo, had 

an been anſwerable to thy firſt, aſſure thy ſelf thou hadſt made thy ſelf more 
Happy nat fo miſerable : for,- as poiſoning was the invention of the Devil, and is pra- 
by none but his Agents ; ſo this diſhonourable point of honour, to fight Duels; was never 
Thitiruted by God, nor profeſſed by thoſe who really profeſs his Goſpel; yea, it is nor only, 
truly to diſhonour God, in ſeeking falſly to preſerve our own Honour and Reputation, but we

=_—_ and pleaſure, it many times terminates in Repentance, bur {till in true lafamy and 
liſery. 

But Vaumertia's Faith being ſo ſtrong with Satan, and ſo weak with his Saviour, he will not 
takea Law from Religion, to give to his Envy ; but rather, takes one from hisEnvy, to giveto 
his Religion; and ſo very prophanely and ralihly, by his Lackey, La Roſe, ſends De Salez. this 
Challenge.

and virtues had paralle'd hers, or if the candor and fincerity of her affection had nor juſtly 
tranſported her thoughts and heart from him, becauſe ſhe had formerly fixed and ferled them 
on another Gentleman, younger of years than Albemare, but in all other reſpects, as well of 
Nature, as Fortune, every way his Superiour, named Seignior Al ſus Baretano, a Gen- 
tleman of one of the nobleſt Families of Millan, of lome eighteen years old, whoſe Father 
was lately deceaſed, and had left him ſole heir to many rich Lands and Poſleſſions ; but ( with- 
all ) exccedingly entangled in Law, and engaged 10 many Debts and Mortgages, whereunto the 
vanity and prodigality of his youth had deeply precipitated and ingulphed him .

In the mean 
time, whiles Barcraro entertains Clars with Letters, ALemare doth with words : wherein he 
uſeth his beſt Rherorick and Oratory, todraw herto his defires ;and withal, tg liſten and 
out, if there palle any pailages of Letrers, or other correipondency, berwixt them. Which al- 
' though Clara her atfeftion ro Baretano vow, and herdiicretion to her (elf reſolve, to conceal 
and obſcure from Albemare ; yet lo, here fails our a finilter and unexpected accident , which will 
diſcover and bewray it ; yea, and of all fides, and to all parzies produce grief, ſorrow , choler 
and repentance, which in effect ( brieily ) is thus. 

Clears had reaſon, in her former Letter ſent by the Pilgrim, to term this her ſequeſtration

OW falſly, ndy, how impioully do we term our ſelves Chriſtians, when under that 
rious and fanifhed Title, we ſeek to prophane and deface the glory of Chriſt, in cracihy 
murtheting out Brethren his Members ? Effects, not. of Zeal, but of rage; not of piety, but-of 
madneſs; invented by the Devil, and perpetrated by none but by his Agents: lamentable effects} 
yea, I fay, bloody and infernal crimes, which ſtyl ruin thoſe who contrive; and confomid 
thoſe who finiſh them. For, Tet us but look from Earth to Heaven, from Satan to God, froi 
Nature to Grace, and from our Hearts to our Souls ; and we ſhall aſſuredly hnd ir very difficulc 
fot us to'define, whether Charity be a ſweeter Virtue, and Malice a fouler Vice ; whether that 
be more fecute, or this pernicious, fatal, and dangerous; , whether that -be a -more 
teſtimony of God's ſaving-grace towards us; or this of our own inevitable perdition aadreprod 
bation.

The Lacquy comes toOrr2ro, and finds out Fidelia, to whom ( with much care and ſecrecy ) 
he delivers his Maſters Letter, and commends, and requelteth his anſwer. Fidelia receives the 
one, and promiteth the other ; bur ſhe is perplexed and troubled in mind. Here her thoughts 
make aſtand, and conſult whether ſhe ſhall open this Letter or no. Her conſcience hath here- 
tofore yielded tothe death of her Father ; and now Religion begins to work upon the life of 
her Conſcience , which indeed 1s that of her Soul. Had ſhe perſevered in this courle of piety,her 
repentance might have pleaded for her &fobedience , and her contrition redeemed her crime ;

What a fearful Letter is this, either for Fidekato ſend, or Carpi toreceive : But her diſtem- 
peredand diſtracted ſpirits can afford no other ; and therefore ſhe diſpatcheth away the Lac- 
TY with this. And now ( as if her thoughts tranſported her to hell ſhe cannot be alone; for 
the Devil is ſtill with her, he appears to her in the ſhape of an Angel of Light, and profers her 
Mountainsof Wealth;and Worlds of Honour,f ſhe will fall down and adore him. To rebel againſt 
God is a fin : But to perſevere in our rebellion, is not only a contempt, bat a treaſon in the 
higheſt degree againit God. The beſt of Gods people are commonly tempted ;, but thoſe are, 
and prove the worſt, who are overcome with temptation.

anda charity worthy of fo honourable a Lady as her ſelf: and in regard whereof, Ihe 
it fie,ro give her remembrance and namea place inthis Hiſtory. AW Naples, yea, thewhole King: 
dom rings of thiscombar ;the Baron of Caps and Alcaſero are ( jointly ) highly commended 
extolled for the ſame, the laſt for, his affection and zeal to his dead Father ; the firſt for grvitiz 
Alcaſero his life when it was in his power and pleafure to have taken it from him.

We have ſeen this execrable ſon ſo bloody hearted and handed, as with a devilliſh rage, and 
inhuman infernal fury, to drown his own dear and tender Mother , and with as much. cruelty 
45 ingratitude, to throw her from the World into a Well, who with many bitter gripes and tat 

( to the hazard and peril of his life )threw him from heg Womb into the World; and 
the providence and. juſtice of God will not tead the curioſity of the Reader far, before we fe 
this miſcrable*miſcreant overtaken with the impetuous ſtorm of God's revenge, and the fiery 
guſts and tempeſts of his juſt indignation for the ſame, notwithſtanding that hus fubcil n_ 
and icious ſubtilty, have ſo cunningly contrived, and ſo ſecretly ated 


con it with the Devil, that no earthly perſon, or ſublunary eye can any w 
accuſe, much leF convidt him thereof ;, as mark the ſequel, and it will briefly and truly inform 


thee bow. 
"As ſoon as he bath buried his Mother, his black mourning appard doth in his heart and aCtians 


Ft poor and weak effects of repentance and ſorrow for her untimely death, as where 


rs lament and grieve, he contrariwiſe rejoyceth and triumpheth thereat, and by hex 

ing now becgme Lordand maſterofall, he like a graceleſs villaun,fallsagainto his old 

companious.and vein of drankenneſs, wherein he takes ſuch'fingular delight and glory,s 

it not. only his exerciſe by day, but his praCtice and recreation by night. And 8 

infinite and ways to ſcourge & revenge the enormity of ights and.crimes, 

ſhalt ſhactly for our inſtruftion, and obſerve for our reformation, that this ungodly and 
vice of e$ of his, which is his moſt ſecret, boſom and darling fin, will int 

yea raycnons vulture todevour,6 a fatal Serpent to eat out the bowels, Fcft of his wealth & 

ity, then of his life; for it not only takes up his time, bur his ſtudy ; infomuch, as i 
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truly aver to my grief, as affirm to his ſhame, that, he levelleth at ngthing more, than to 
make it his felicity : which ſwiniſh exceſs and intemperancy, ( as a puniſhment inſeparabl 

incident and infallibly hereditary to that fin ) doth within rhree moncths make him ſell 
away all his lands, yea, and the greateſt part of his plate and houlhold-ſtut: fo his drun- 
kenneſs firſt, bur rhen chiefly GoY's . jaſtice and revenge puriving his foul and inhumane 
crime of drowning his Mothcr, makes him of being left rich by her, within a very ſhort 
time become very extream poor and mi'crable, fo as he runs deeply into debts; yea, his 
debts are by this time become ſo exceedingly urgent and clamorous, as contrary to his 
hopes and fears, when he lealt dreams thereof, he 1s impriſoned by his Mercer and Draper, 
for the blacks of his mothers funeral, to both whom he is indebted the ſum of three hun- 
dred crowns, which is far more than either his purſe can diſcharge, or his credit and eſtate 
now fatisfie. When, abandoned of all his friends, his means ſpent and conſumed, and no- 
thing left him to exerciſe his patience in priſon, but deſpair; nor to comfort him, but the 
terrours of his bluody and guilty conſcience, he is clapt into a ſtinking vault or dungeon, 
where ( in harror and deteltation of his bloody crime ) the xlorions Jan of Heaven, the 
Sun, diſdains to ſend his radiant and glittering beams to comfort him; fo as he who was 
before accuſtomed to fare deliciouſly, and, as it were, to {will and drown himſelf in the beſt 
and moſt curious wines, now he mult content himſelf only wich coarſe bread and water ; 
and yet his miſery is ſo extream, and that extremity of his ſo miſerable, as he hath hardly 
enough to maintain and ſuſtain life : But we ſhall ſee that this ficit alfliftion of his, will 
inſtantly be followed and overtaken by a ſecond. 

Whitſunday being arrived, ENS his Goaler ( for that day ) to have the liberty 
ofthe yard, and the freedome of the air, which 1s granted him, when at night deſcendin 
the ſtairs, 2gain to be pent up in his obſcure dungeon, his foot (lips, and he reccives a fearfu 
fall, wherewith the bone of his right arm is broken in two pieces, and having no Chirurgeon 
to look to it, it putrifies and rots, as for the preſerving of his life, he within fifteen days 
is enforced to have it cut off a little below the [houlder ; and this was the very fame hand 
and arm which threw his Mother into the Well. A ſingular at of God's revenging juſtice, 
and juſt revenge ſhewn herein, O that it may be deeply imprinted in our hearts, and en- 
graven in our ſouls, that the Reader hereof, of what Sex or quality foever, may as it were 

amazed at the conſideration of Afawrice his impious fin rowards God, and of God's due 
and true revenge and requital thereof in his juſt judgment and affliction towards him. 

But this is not enough for Maurice to ſuffer, nor for God to inflict on him for this his 
bloody and inhuman crime, in murthering his mother z nor to ſay the truth, it is but the 
prologue to the deplorable, yet deſerved puniſhment, which is immediately ready to ſur- 
prize and befall him. For to the end, that the truth may inform our curioſity, and our curi- 
ality us, of the Cataſtrophe of this Tragedy, we mult underitand, that it was the pleaſure 

providence of God, that the breaking and cutting away. of Afawice his atme, proved 
the break-neck of his patience, and the cutting away of his content and judgment. The De- 
vil cauſed him moſt inhumanly to drown his mother, the which he might have refiſed 
to perpetrate, but would not ; and now God in expiatioa thereof ſends him Rage for-Rea- 
ſon, Deſpair for Comfort, and Madneſs for Sobriery, the which he would fly and eſchew, 
but cannot, He hath committed this execrable crime beyond the rules and laws of Na+ 
fure ; and therefore God hath ordained, that he ſhould feel many degrees of puniſhmencs, 
and this is not only the law, but the rule of Grace. Of all degrees of afflitions, madneſs 
is the moſt to be pitied ; and the worſt ro be cured, fith it makes.a man,go far beyond rea- 
ſon, and therefore to come too far ſhort of himſelf : it is held by ſome to be a ſicknes of 
the Liver, of others, an over-fuming of the blood, and of others a debility to the brain ; 
But in this our execrable wretched Mawrice, it was the infeftious malady of his ſoul, which 
God ſent ſely into his brains, to be revenged of his heart, for, fo inhumanly drown- 
ng his Mocker. For although his Divine Majeſty hath inhnjte more ways to puniſh mur- 
ther, than man hath to- commit it ; yet that. he might make: the deteftion ofthis wretch-. 
ed Maxrice, as ſtrange as the complatting- and finiſhing thereof was cruelly inbumane, 
inhumanly cruel, he purpoſly ſends it him; for although fince his. impriſonment, hun-

rings Yes that whoſoever heard of faw him, he might joſtly conceive / and. affirm, that

under in his rongue, and lightning in his eyes * For his crime made this affliction, 
E e and 
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and frenſie of his ſo miſerable; ſo impetuous, as he ſpake nonſenſe perfetly, and looked 
rather like a Fury than a man: yea, his foul conſcience and and polluted foul rung him fomg. 
ny Panick fears and terrours of deſpair, as he was afraid of all things, and angry with him- 
ſelf, becauſe he could be no more afraid of himſelf; ſo as the dungeon which could impri- 
fon his body,, was not capable to contain his thoughts, much leſs ro immure his fears, and 
in this miſerable plight and perplexity, he remained for the ſpace of ten days and ni bs, 
without any incermitficn or hope of remedy, which infinitely diſturbed his fellow-prifor. 
ers, but chiefly his Goaler, whoſe cars had never been accuſtomed to hear ſuch diſcordant 
tunes, much leſs to be taken up with ſuch diſtaſtfol and fearful melody. 

He acquaints the Common Council of the "Town hereof, aud importunately ſolicites 
thens; that they will remove this diſtrafted prifoner Aauwryce to ſome more firter and more 
convenient place : Who remembering what AMawrice had been, and now conſidering and 
ſeeing what he is, they who heretofore would not be fo charitable to relieve his poverty, 
are yet now ſo religiouſly compaſſionate, as they pity his madneſs; fo they command him 
from a dungeon to a chamber, from his pallet of ſtraw to a feather-bed, from his bread and 
water, to wholſfome meats and broths, but all this will not ſuffice; and to ſhew them- 
ſelves not only- good men, but good Chriſtians, they to reſtore him to his wits and ſenſes 
make yet a further progreſſion in charity. They caule him to be conferred with by ntany 
good Divines, who are not only eloquent, but powerful to perſwade him to pray: often, 
and to practice other Chriſtian duties and offices ; but his cries are ſo outragious, and his 
ravings ſo extravagant, as he is as uncapable to relliſh their reaſons, as they are.to under- 
ſtand his rage : When the very immediate finger arid providence of God, make them yet 
fo ſenſible of his unparallel'd miſery, as they are tefolved to remove him from his priſor 
toan hoſpital, thereby to take the benifit of the air in the gardens, walks, and fields, hoping 
chat they might prevail with him, to recall his wits, and re-ftabliſh his ſenſes in their pro- 
per ſeats of underſtanding, and ſtations of judgment : when here, (oh here ) 1 conjure 
thee, Chriſtian Reader, to ſtand amazed and wonder with me, at the ſacred and fecrer jn- 
ſtice of the Lord, expreſſed and demonſtrated in this accident : For as his under Goalet 
$7 the Magiſtrates command ) takes him by the hand, with an intent to condutt him front 

e priſon to an hoſpital, his bloody crime ( like ſo many Blood-hounds ) purſuing his guik 
ty conſcience and foul : his thoughts ſo enformed his — and his knowledg to to 
confirm his belief, that the ona of his mother 1s detefted, and that they now draw 

- kim from his rifon to the place xecution, to ſuffer death for the fame, Which ap- 
rehenfion and fear, God putting into his conceits and heart, in deſpight of His madnefs, 
e wanting at Accufer, lo here he himſelf both accuſeth and condemneth himſelf for the 
fame. For the very image of that conceit redoublirig his fear, 4$ his fear did his phrenſſe 
and matneſs, he in the mideſt of thoſe fits, and the height of that agony and anxiery, cries 
out with a lend voice, I have drowned my mother ju the Well, I have drowned my mother in thi 
Well, God will have me confeſs it, before he Jeffers you to bang me}, I ſpeak it on trath, and by ry 
por Heaven , what 1 now confeſs is tries. Which words no ſooner eſcaped his tongue but 
inſtantly returns again to his our-cries of phrenfie and madyeſs, his Goalers and the 
reſt are amazed at theſe fearful 2 es, and bloody confeſſion of his ; which notwith- 
ſtzhding that they attribute to maUneſs, yet they lead him to the hoſpital, he (fl raving 
and crying as he paſſeth the ſtreets: But oh / Let us here farther admire with wonder, 
and wonder with admiration, at the providence and mercy of God here again miraculouſly 
made apparent atid manifeſted in this execrable wretch Aſazrice, for he who ontragiouſl 
cried in priſon, and licentiouſly raved in the ſtreet, is no ſooner entered into the Holoiral 
but the pleaſure of God hath fo ordained ir, as his madneſs fully falls from him, and he abſo- 
tately recovereth again his wits and ſenſes, in fuch firm and fetled manner, as if he had ne- 
ver ortnarly been ronched or afflicted therewith. | & 

His Gaolers make nor to the Magiſtrates, firſt of his confeſſion of drowning his mo- 
ther, a1d then of his fudden and miraculons recovering of his perfect memory, jadgment 
and ſerifes, as ſoon as he ſet foot within the Hoſpital : Wherenpon they as mich aſtoniſhed 
at the one, as wonderingat the other, do inſtantly repair thither to him, and there arraigft 
and accofe him, for that inhuman and bloody fat of his, whereof his own evidence ane 
cotifeffion hath now made him guilty. But they take him for another, or at leaſt, hewill 
hot be the fame man : he denies this horrible and bloody crime of his, with many oaths and 
affetetations, which they maintain and affirm he hath confeſſed, fays, that they either heard

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. Butthe Magiſtrates are deat to his apology, and in conſidering the- violence of his madaeſs 
dy md wap abandoning him, as alto 'his. free and vninforced cogfeſſion of drowning 
his er, they conceive that God's providence and juitice doth ſtrongly operate, in--the 
detection of this foul and inhuman murther , and therefores cont his: reqyelts and 
oaths ( in the vindication of his innocency ) they cauſe him-to be referched from the Ho- 
ſpital to the Priſon, and there adjndge him ro che Rack, when although his heart and foul 
be terrified and affrighted with his apprehention and accuſation, yet the Dbvil is fo ſtroag 
with him, as he cannot find in his heart to relent, much les ro repent this foul, and-mhu- 
mane crime of his; but conſidering that he acted it fo ſecretly, as all the world could not 
am bh witneſ5 againſt himſelf, except himſelt, he vows ro be fo impious and propbane 
his may and courage, as to diſdain theſe his torments, and co look on them and- his 
Tormentor, With an eye rather of contzmpt than, fear : But God will be as propitious and 
indulgent to him, as he is rebellious and refractory to God; for here we ſhall ſee both- his 
conſcience and reſolutions taght another rule, and preſcribed a contrary Law ; yea, here 
we ſhall behold and obſerve in him, that now Righteouſneſs ſhall triumph over Sin, Grace

The Divines, who are given him for fortifying and aſliſting his ſoul in this her flight and 
tranſmjgration from Earth to Heaven, have religiouſly prevailed with him, ſo as they make 
him ſee the foulneſs of his crime, in the —_— of his contrition 4nd repentance for 
the ſame; yea, he ls become ſo himble, and withal fo forrowful, for this bloody and dege- 
nerate offence, as I know not whether he think thereof with mare gricf, or remember it 
with deteſtagion and repentance: Art his aſcending the ladder, moſt of his Spectators can- 
- not refrain from weeping ; and the very ſight of their rears proves the argument of his, as 
his remembrance of murthering his mother, was the cauſe. 

He tells t he grieves at his very ſoul, for the foulneſs of his fact, in giving his Mother 
her death, off whom he had received his- life.

is ſhameful death ; and although he could not prevent the laſt, yet that he heartily and 
ſorrowfully repented the firſt. He prayed God to be merciful'to his ſoul, and then beſought 
the world to pray unta God for that mercy ; when ſpeaking a few words to himſelf, and 
ſealing them with many tears and far-fetched fighs, he laſtly bids the world farewel ; then 
inviting the Executioner to do his office, he is turned over. |

From whence they fend her Man Ararea, inall poſſible poſt haſt to 
$antarem, to acquaint his Maſter and her Father-it-Law Don [diaques with the lamentable death 
of bis Daughter-in-Law eMarſilliz,and to pray him to repair ſpeedily thither to them to take 
order for her burial; Andres is no ſooner departed for his Maſter, but theſe rwo Corigadors 
confult on the fatality of this accident, and very profitably conſider for themſelves, that the 
horſe who killed her, and all her apparel and jewels, by the cuſtome and royalty of their City, 
were revolved and forfeitedto their juriſdiction ; to which effect they cauſe her Rings, Chains, 
andBracelets to be taken from her, and then her pockets likewiſe to be carefully ſearched for 
Gold and Jewels; fo as murther cannot long be concealed or undetefted.

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fore that this her late deplorable and difaſterous end, was only a blow from God, and the'y 
true fore-runner, and undoubted Harbinger of his own ro come. When reſolving to ſeize and 
impriſon /4;aques as ſoon as he ſhould arrive thither to Cormbra ;, they huſhing up this Letter 
and buſineſs intheir own boſoms, do then hold it fit ro ſend for Marſillia*s foot-man Piſcarer to 
come to them, which he ſpeedily doth; Th carefully enquire of him, If his dead Lady had 
not ſometimes a waitinz-Gentlewoman named AMathuwina, he anſwered them yes, and that ſhe 
was lately murtheed in the ſtreets of Same Szviours, and that her murtherers were as yet un- 
known : They demand of him again whoſe Daughter ſhe was; he informs them that her Fa- 
ther is a Gentleman who dwells in Saint Seviours, and that his name is Sezgmior Pedro de Caffells : 
which being as much as they ſought for; purring their ſervants towatch over this foot- that 
ke might not eſcape to give the leaſt inkling of their demands to his old Maſter /4:aques, they 
preſently ſend away Polt to Saint Saviours for Caſtello, and ( in honour td Juſtice ) theſe rwo 
Corigadors, as Chriſtian Magiſtrats, having put all things in order for the vindicationof the 
truth of theſe deplorable matzers, that very night /diaques arrives at Coimbra,and deſcends from 
his Coach to the houſe of one of theſe Corigadors,where the dead body of his danghter Marſilla 
lay ; at whoſe mournful ſight, as ſoon as his paſſionate grief and ſorrow had cauted him to ſhed 
and facrifice many rivolets of tears, when he leaſt dreams or thinks thereof, theſe two Coriga- 
dors cauſe him to be ſeized on , and inſtafitly commit him cloſe priſoner, without acquai 

him with the cauſe hereof ; where all that night his guilty heart and conſcience ( as ſo many 
Fiends and Furies ) aſſuring him that it was for poyſoning of hisvwn Lady Honoria ; their hor- 
rour and terrour, grief, arid deſpair, and angmſh, do acttheir ſeveral patts upon the Thea- 
tre of his ſoul. 


The next morn Ceftells ( Mathurina's Father ) likewiſe arrives at Coimbra, 'to whom the 
Corigadors communicate this Letrer of Don Juan to his wife, which he ſent her from Spain, 
wherein they tell him the murther of his Daughter Mathurina ſeems - ably and ſtrongly to 
reflect upon /diaques, arid his Daughter-in-Law Aſarſillkia, when the farther acquainting him 
with her tragical death, as alſo with his impriſonment, Czftello ( with a world of tears and 
cries) exclaims, that undoubtedly they were the anthors, if not the aftors of his Daughters' 
hmentable murther, and fo very paſſionately and forrowfully caves juſtice of them on [d:aques 
for the fame, which they are as willing to grant and perform, as he to defire : So afterdinner 
in the publike Tribunal of Juſtice, they ſend for [4iagzes legally and juridically there to ap- 
oo before them ; where this ſorrowful Father, with ninch paſſion, ahd more tears, doth 

rongly accuſe him for the marther committed and perpetrated on his Danghter Matharina ; 
the which [diaques with many high and ſtout anſwers denieth : He alledgeth many oily words 
and ſugred and ſilken phraſes, to juſtifie and Apologize his innocency : Which theſe Coriga- 
gors, led by the finger of God, hold rather to be far more ayrie than folid, and far more 
plauſible than real or true ; fo they, ſtill remembring his Son Don Juan: Letter to hif Wife 
Marſilia, do, without regard to his quality or age, adjudg him to the Rack. The which 
Idiagues, fearing, infinitely more the murther of his own Lady Honoria, than that of Marhu- 
rina's, endures the tortures and torments thereof with a fortitude and reſolution far beyond 
his ſtrength and age, and with an admirable conſtancy ſtands firmly to the denial gf this fact 
and accuſation ; ſo ſeeing the Rack raken away, and himſelf from the Rack, he is therefore 
very confident and joyful, that his danger is likewiſe o'repaſt and o'reblown : But theſe vain 
hopes of his will yet both deceive, and in the end betray hint; for as yer his conſcience hath 
not made peace with God. For the gricfs and forrows of this mournful Father for this lamen- 
table murther of his Daughter, have now made him both induſtrious in thi ſolicitation, 
and religious in this his proſecution againſt Jdiaques towards ' theſe Corigadors : to 
whom again he becomes art earneſt, and - yet at hurtible Petitioner, that they will

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give maght ore time more to fortific his accution, and that all that time he may till re. 
Tnain . Priſoner, without Bail or Surcty ; which they finding reaſonable, and conſonant to all e- 
quity and law, they freely grant him. When Cafello having God for his Counlellor, and w 
in a fmall time Idragzes ſhall find for his judge, calling to mind ſome words of his 
Daughter touching the jay 9 of poyſoning her old Lady by her Husband, to make way for 
this match with Der Jun, he doth no more accuſe him for murthering of his Daughter «Ms 
thaying , but ſome two days after,he frames and preſents a new Inditementaud ac 100 to his 
Judges againſt him, for poyſoning his old wife the Lady Honoria. Which theſe Judges admi- 
ng; they then partly, nay almoſt congdencly believe, that there is ſome 
crime, and foul da adm ors ac Idjagues, Which God will in fine detedt and bri 
tolight, by the ſalicitationand i of this honeſt poor Gentleman Ceftells. So they ad- 
it again of his ſecond Inditement againſt him, and by vertue hereof convent him before them

| underſtanding hereof, his guilty conſcience now denounceth ſuch thundering peals 
amazement to his ap heart and trembling foul, as they will give no peace ei- 
cher to himſelf or to them, and the Devil, who had ever heretofore promiſed him his beſt aid 
aſſiſtance, now flies from him, and leaves him to ſtand or fall to himſelf : And here it is that 
is courage begins to fail him, and that his fear and ſhame is almoſt reſplved and ready to pro»

That as they have not the will to accuſe him, ſo they have not the means or power to excuſe 
him, far being ( at leaſt )acceſſary to both, or cithsr of theſe miurthers, of his Lady Honeris, 


or AMathburina; that the ſudden death of the firſt, and the violent and untimelyone of the 
the volun abſence of his Son Don Juan in Spain, with his killing of Perez. there, 
now the feartul and lamentable end of his -in-Law eAHarſilke,( whole body is yet

That he could caſt nomiſt of deluſion before Gods eyes, though he 
ificially endeavoured and laboured to caſt a veil before theirs; that the ſhedding of inn» 
nt blood was a crying Sin, which deſpight of ſorcery and of hell, would ( in Gods due time ) 

wdown bg <a to Earth from Heaven on their Authors. That if he were guilty of his 
accuſation, he had no better then confeſſion, nor ſafer remedy than repentance; That 
cantrition is the true mark of 4 true Servant of God, and though we fall by Nature to fin as 
being men, yet we ſhould riſe again to graceand righteouſneſs as being Chriſtians. Thar to 
deny our crimes, isto augment them, and conſequently their puniſhments, both in Earth, and 
in Hell; and that he was not a Chriſtian, but an Infidel, who would attempt to fave his life 
with the loſs of his ſoul, with many other religious exhortations concurring and looking that

But all this notwithſtanding, 1d5aques his Faith and Conſcience, was yet ſo ſtrong with 
Satan, and therefore ſo weak with God, that heleft no excuſe, policy or evaſion uninvented 
to blear the eyes of theſe Corigadors, and fo to make his innocency to-paſs current with them. 
But his eloquence and aſleverations canngt prevail with the ſolidity of their ] nts, for 
God will not ſuffer them to be led away with words, nor ſeduced or deluded with ſhadows: 
Bot from the circumference of circumſtances, they now flie to the centre of truth, and to the 
Author and giver, yea to the life and ſoul therof, God. So they again adjudg hin to the rack 
for bis ſecond accuſation of Murther, as they formerly had done to* him for his firſt. At the 
Aronouncing of which ſentence, If we may judg of his heart by his face, he ſeemed to be 
much aAicted, appalled and daunted, which his Fadges perceiving, beforethey expoſe him to 


his tormeats,@hey in honour to his Age and quality, but far more to Truth and Juſtice, 
( whom they know to be two Daughters of Heaven ) they now hold it a point of Charity 
Piety- to ſend him two Divines to his Priſon to work upon his Confci

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which they do: and God in the depth of his goodneſs, and the richae6 of his mercy, was fo 
mercifully propitious and indulgent to him, that he added ſuch efhcacy to their per ſwakons,nnd 
power to ir Exhortations, as at the very ſight of the rack, he with tears in his eyes, then:

ht of one of the Chalices found in Lorenzo's, Trunk, and alſo upon his confeſſion of having 

away the other, and likewiſe the Crucifix of gold, they condema him to be the 
_ next day for the ſame. aLorenzo ( bitterly _up_y and fuming at this his diſaſter ) doth 

humbly fue and petition the Lord Cardinal his Maſter to beg his life of the Pope, who 
enſidering him to be a baſe Companion, and no Gentleman, and his fact ( during this his 
krvice ) to be very foul and ſcandalous. He is too Noble and wiſe to attempt or undertake 
t, and therefore becomes deaf to his requeſts ; Whereupon Lorenzo is that night returned

Thenext morning he is brought to his death, at the common place of execution at the

the world, being the night before prepared by a Fryer, ir his ſouls joarney towards Hea-

maſo Lorenzo over hearing ) he preſently burſt forth into tears, and very paſſionately and 
forrowfully crys out, that this man on the Eadder is his own Father ; and that Fermia Moreh 
was his own Mother, and therefore he with a world of fobs, ſighs, and tears prayeth the 
Officers, and then the Executioner of Juſtice to forbear, and leave the priſoner for a ſmall 
while, which accordingly they do : When at the deſcent of his Father from the Ladder 


Thomaſe ( in preſence of all that huge number of people who were preſent ) throws himſelt 


at his feet, and ſeeming to drown himſelf in his tears for ſorrow, confeſſeth himſelf to he 
his Son, and acknowledgeth Fermia Moron to be his Mother, and therefore prays him to for. 
give him this his innocent ingratitude towards him, in —_ his death of whom he had 
received his own life : And although the conſideration of his Mother's lamentable murthe 
doth pierce him to the heart with grief, yet knowing him likewiſe to be his Father, and him- 
ſelf his Son, he freely and willingly offers the —_— of Rome, and the Judges all his Effate 
to ſave his Father's life, but this his robbery is ſo foul, and that former murther of his ſoin- 
human and lamentable, yea, ſo odious to God and the World, and fo execrable to Men and 
Angels, that none will ume to dare to ſpeak in his behalf : So the next day Lorenzs is 
hanged, having firſt freely forgiven his Son Thomaſo, and intreated him likewiſe to forpite

But curſed the name and memory of that miſerable and covetous wretch his Father in La 
Moron, whoſe unkindneſs and cruelty he faid had occaſioned and brought him to all this 
ſry. But he ſpake not a word of his grief or ſorrow for having murt his wife Fermi 
eFforon; Only he faid and believed that this his untimely death was a juſt revenge at 
puniſhment of God to him for the ſame. |

But this is not all 3 tor we ſhall ſee more blood ſpilt upon the Theatre of this 
Hiftory, betore we (ee the Cataſtrophe thereof, Theſe two unnatural young Gentlewomen, 
having thus ſwapta bargain with the Devil, todiſpatch their Siſter Jaquints, they now conſult 
aathe manner . nn; whether or no they ſhould perform it with Ponyard or Poyſon 3 bur at 
kk they upon poyſon, bue diſagree which of them ſhall adminiſter it toher, and if there 
any {park ot grace remaining in cither of theſe two bloody- minded Siſters, it was in Amas 
rexths z for (he cannot tind in her heart or conſcience to doir, and yet ſhe is ſogracele(s and 
ous , 4s ſhe freely gives w2y to the pertormance of this bloody Fa: fo in the end, they 
all upon this ungodly reſolution, that lots muſt decide it': thus the Devil holds, and they as his 
internal Factors and Agents, draw them, and it falls to Boptiftins todoit. BuPhere ere they 
proceed farther in the progreſs of this lamentable buſineſs, and how to execute-it3.-. they are now 
afailed with a doubt and dithculcy of no mean importance, for as they hold it requiſrte for them 
1s murther in Florence , ſo they know not how to eſcape trom their watehful Govers 
Malevols trom Cardwrs : But they are Women apd therefore they will be induſtrious in their 
malice 3 they are Ladies, and therefore they will be ſwift and ſubeil in their revenge 3 for having

day or two wis'paſt over, then their hypocrifie and diſlimulatipn'was ſuch each-to other, az

ſiets,:then now-they wtres fo artificially couldallot them overveil their malice; and focus 
ningly could,:they conceal their. different intentions, thereby the better to compoſe theit 
countenances and ſpecches. But when Jequinta again perceives that the gallants of Florenth 
do :afxc{h repair and flock to her Father's hogſe,; purpolcly to arglect her, andto admire and 
adore the excellent. beauties: of theſe her two younger lifters; then ' her old jealouſic revive 
ahd inflates ber new malice ; towards. them 3 ;@ aq with all hex power and arr, ſhe again {e- 
exetly tampers-with her Father, either to return them again to Coardara, orto'contratt and 
ſpouſe thern to a Nunnery, that ſhe might thereby ciumph alone/at her plcaſure, and being rhe 
folc Hcir to all his Lands and E fate, might wed. Her (clt to the greater fortune and nobler hug 
band, and ſhe wanted neither fighs nor tears to draw him to this her earneſt deſire and refoli 
tion. | 0 
This is not ſo ſecretly born. betwixt their Father and Siſter Faquints, but Raptiſtina and Amb 
rantha have preſent and pregnant notice hereot, -the which firongly and fully roprevenr, thi 
now (encouraged and animated by the devil  xefolye to reduce, and draw. their bloody cons 
templation into ation, and fo (with more halte than good (pecd:). todiſpatch their filter for 
heaven, becauſe they loved Florence, diſdained Gardzrs, and above all ( trom their hearts and 
fouls) inknitely deteſtcd to ſpend and end their dayes in a Nunnery 3 when ncither having the 
fear. of God in their hearts, nor is Juſtice or Judgements before: their eyes, Amarantha buys 
the poyſon, and; Baptiſtins adminiſtereth it to their filter Faquinta in a Lemmon Poſicr, which

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to. murther, and (q to gallop inſtead of pacing to helland deſtruction, ſhe neverthelcſs determi- 
zately reſolves to emulate and imitate the ations of her dead Sitter Faquinta,towards her living 
one Amarantha z and yet fo to wreak hexgmalice and revenge on her, ascloſcly to infinuate, and 
under-hand ſurrcptitiouſly to prevail with her Father, that the be ſpecdily cclipſcd, and again ſene 
away to Cardara, under the guard and cuſtody of Malevola, the which (he cttecually and briefly 
obtaincth of him 3 fo our young and fair Amaranths (though infinitely againtt her will) is now 
enforced to leave F lorence, and ſuddenly (when ſhe leaſt thought or dreamed thereot) is again 
confined and baniſhed to Cardzrs : notwithſtanding all her Goſs tcars, and prayers to her Fa» 
ther to the contrary,

time ſeems {o irkſome to her, and her ſtay in Cardura {o infinitely long and tedious, as if hours 
were years, and days ages, that ſhe often —_ to ſteal away from thence to Florence, cither 
< ſoot or horſe-back, and ſo to have put her ſelf into ſome diſguiſed apparel, that none ſhould 
know thereof, before ſhe came to her Fathers houſe and preſence : But at laſt conſidering, that 
her reputation and fortune might ſuffer much in this ation, ſhe holds it not amiſs, rather conve- 
rent, Grſt to write to her Father and Siſter, toſee if her Letters may prevail with them for her re- 
tum, the which the doth, and ſends them to them to Florence by hcr old truſty ſervant Bernardo, 

Her Letter to her Father bewrayed theſe paſhons.

thir ( undeſerved ) cruelty towards me who out of ber pride, ambition, and malice, ſtrives to be

wdy hereof is every way worthy of you, as yout are my F ather, and of my ſelf, as God and Nature

Bernardo being, thus charged by his Lady Amarantha, for the ſafe and ſpecdy delivery 
theſe her two Letters, asalſo to procure her Father's and Siſter's Anſwers to them, he ridesz. 
way to Florence, where he isno ſooner arrived at Streni his houſe , but mecting with th 
young, Lady Baptiſtina, and thinking to deliver her Letter (whether it were out of haſte, 
misfortune, or both) he delivers her her Fathers Letter, inſtead of her own, the which & 
well obſerving, ſhe haſtily and purpoſely breakes up the Seals thereof, and filently reads itt 
her ſelf ; whereat growing firſt red with choler, and then again pale with envy, ſhe fol 
it up, and committing it to her pocket, turns to Bernardo, and demands him for her filter 4. 
marantha's Letter to her (elf 3 'for (quoth ſhe) that which IT have already rcad and peruſdd, j 
hers ro my Fatherz when Bernardo (as much 'amazcd at his error, as afflicted at his fool 
ſimplicity ) reading the direQon of the ſecond Letter, and hnding her ſpeeches and his 
ſtaking true, he then gives her her own Letter, and defires back the other for her Father, x 
alſo both their anſwers thereunto, for his Lady and Miſtreſs Amarantha 3 whereunto, wha 
ſhe had peruſed her own Letter, ſhe ( with diſdain in her looks, and malice in her eycs ) tas 
her Father's Lettcr before Bernardo's face, and then rcturns him this bitter Anſwer : Tell the 
proud Girl thy Miſtreſs from me, that it is my Fathers pleaſure and mine, that ſhe fhall ſtayin Candy 
ra and not ſee Florence till ſhe recetve other order from us; and for any fierther anſwer, either fromar 
Father, or my Self, it is both a vanity and a folly for ber toexpet: And ſo (in much choler al 
indignation ) ſhe flies from him, and violently throws fatt the door againſt him. Bowed 
not expecting ſuch ſharp and cold entertainment, and ſecing it now wholly impoſlible in 
him to have any acceſs to Streni, or anſwer from Baptiftina, he leaves Florence, and ſpeed 
returns to Cardwrs to his Lady Amarantha, to whom he punctually and fully relates the be- 
tcr reply, and ſharp and proud anſwer, which herfiſter Baptiſtina had given and ſent her, al 
leaveth not a ſyllable un-rehearſed , but only filenceth his miſtaking, in giving of her ks 
Father's Letter inſtcad of her own, as right now we underſtocd.

O that ſo young a Lady, ang fo ſweet a beauty 
make her {clt acceſſary and guilty of fo foul and inhumane crimes; but this I may write ® 
her ſhame, and the Reader may pleaſe to obſerve it to his comfort, and retain it to his it 
ſtruction That had ſhe had the grace to have been formerly forrowful and repentant i 
her tirlt Murther, 'ſhe had then” never proceeded fo far, as tohave made her ſelf guilty 
contriving, and rcſolving a fecond. | 

Faptiſtina hath'a Chamber-maid named Pieria, of ſome twenty four years old, who ws 
far more fait than rich, as being htir to much beauty, though to no lands, or eſtate 3 andÞ# 
ving hcretotore for, ome trivial reſpects, ſometimes incurred the anger and diſpleaſure © 
her Lady, and for the fame received many a ſharp word, and bitter blow from her, as bell 
a freer Gentlewornan of her hands, than of her purſe : She now accidentally chancing ® 
break a fair rich Leooking-glaſs of hers, her Lady doth riot only exceedingly beat her, ® 
alſo without pity or humanity draws and drags her by the hair about her chamber, 
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then again and again kicks her with her foot.Pieria's heart is not fo ill lodged,nor her extraQtion 

and quality ſo contemptible, but char.ſhe is very ſenſible of this her diſgrace, as holding, her 

faulr tar intcriour to her corrcction : and therefore difdaining any longer to ſerve fo cruel a Mi- 

ſtreſs, ſhe very privatly packs up her apparel, leaves Florence, and flics' to Cardura, forfakes 

Baptiſtina, and fo rclolves hencctorth to live and die with her younger lifter Amaranthz : Burt 

as there arc many ot both theſe places, who report that it was only her hatrcd to Baptiſtinz, and 

her affection to Amarantba, which drew her to this refol:ition 3 yet there are divers others both 

of Flor:nce, Cardura, and Piſtoia, who (better acquainted with Preriz and her f{icrets ) have 

ſolidy athrmed to me, that it was wholly affection to Bernard?, which was the trueſt reaſon, 

and flxongelt motive thereot, andthe event and iſſue of this Hiſtory will confure the tirft, 

to confirm this ſccond opinion of theſe her deliberations and reſolutions 3 For , for the 

term of at lcaſt three or tour years heretofore, Pieria was known to be paſſionately in love 

with Bernardo, and (hc had i:nploycd many tricnds towards him, to perſwade and draw him to 

marry her 3 but he was {till as averſe, as the forward in this fute: For although he were ena- 

moured of her bcauty, and loved her tall and ſlender perfonage, yet he hated her poverty, and 

(becauſc of ſome ſmall Lands and means he had) as h#thought himfelt roo good to be her hus- 

band, fo ſhe in regard of her beauty, youth, and chaſtity, both highly and inhnitcly diſdained to 

be his ſtrumpet 3 and indecd the paſſage and proceſs of theſe their affections was not trom time to 
time unknown to Amarantha, Pieria is as welcome to Amarantha, as Baptiſtina is ſorrowful 
for her departure 3, and the youngeſt fifter now entertains her with as much courtchie, as the eldeft 
formerly rctaincd her with cruelty : As for Bernardo, he inwardly delights,though outwardly will 
not ſeen to rejoyce in her campany, and fo gives her his eyes, though not his heart ; And for 
Pieria, hcr carrizge was ſo modeſt, and yct withal fo retpecttul to him, as it the endeavoured to 
make it her chicteit ambition and glory, that her vertues and chaſtity ſhould make as true and as 
perfect a conque!t of his heart , as her beauty þad of his eycs : As for Baptiſtinz (her quondam- 
Lady) fhc is now angry with her (elf, as ſoon aFſhe knew ot hcr departure trom her 3 But when 
ſhe underitands that Pieriz is fled to Cardura, and lives with her diſcontented fiſter Amaranth , 
then (unger hand) ſhe makes ſtrong means for her return again to her (-rvice, intimating to 
her, that ſhe is ready to redeem her former diſcourteſie towards her, both with acknowledgment 
and rcquital. But theſe her hopes will deceive her, tor ſhe will hnd,that errours are not fo ſoon 
repaircd as committed, and that her wont of kindneſs to her Chamber-maid Pieria may in the 
end (perchance ) prove cruelty to her ſelf. Pieria is deat to all thete herrequeſts, and endea- 
vours rathcr to tic her ſelf to Amaranths her new affection, than to Baptiſtina her old unkind- 
neſs, as preterring the courtelic of the firlt ro the choler and indignation of the ſecond, On the 
other fide, Amaranthz is glad of this reſolution of her new maid Pieriaz for the Devil being 
ſtill ar her elbow, he continually ſets fire to her malice, and ( as an internal Incendiary ) perpe= 
tually blows the coals to hcr revenge agaialt her fiſter Baptiſtinez yea, and now he (0 captivateth 
her ſoul, and cxtinguilherh her devotion and zcal rowards heaven, that I write it with pity and 
forrow, 2nd not with patſion, but compaſſion, ſhe had neither the power to pray, nor the hap- 
pincſsor grace, ciher to ircquent the Church for Gods fake, or to dehire Gods preſence and ailt- 
itance for hcr own: No, no.Such thoughts of piety were far from her prophane thoughts and mind;

azrd), and dearly defircd and wiſhed him for her Husband , and that he hath ever affe- 
Cted her, but only diſliked her poverty 3 Wherefore b:lieving that ſhe would do much for

_ marricd, if ſhe will conſent with him to undertake and performher requett : Which prof. 
fers and promiſes of her Lady do ſound ſo ſweetly in poor Pieria's cars, and work ſodeep an im. 
ron in her heart, eſpecially that ſhe ſhall hereby enjoy Bernardo tor her Husband, whom ſhe 
——_ far dcearcr than her own life, that being wholly vanquiſhed with the contideration thereof, 
asalſo inchanted with the ſweet melody of her Ladie's ſugred perſwahons,ſhe without any fear or

Ar thirfi Ber 
wondereth and liaggercth at the hearing of this cruel and lamentable project.as amazed and afiv- 
niſhed thcreat, as it he were now ſo good a Chriſtian, that Grace triumphed above Nature in 


his heart, -and God above Satan-in his ſoul 3 but at laſt, being deeply enamourcd of Pieris's de» = 


licate yoath and beauty,which he likes well,and of this yearly fum of gold for their maintenance 
in Marriage, which he loves dearly, he —_— himſelf, and which is-worle, God 3 without 
any further rubsor rumination,gives his Lady Amarantha his tree conſent and promiſe to perform 
both her requeſts, as well of the murther as marriage. Whereupon ſhe carries him to her Cloſet, 
and there calls for Pieris, and acquaints her with her and herBernardo's concluſion 3 fo in her 
ſence, they (by joyning oft hands) contrat thgmſeclves cach to other, and then they all / ns 
do ſeveraily and joyntly ſwear ſecrefie, as alſoÞunttually to accompliſh this which they have

with repentanec. So in the midſt of theſe good thoughts, though vain deſires and wiſhesef 
hers, ſhe yet ſtill fAatters her (elf with this poor hope, that iF her man Bernardo be living, then 
her promiſed annuity tohim, written with her owo hand is ſtill ſure, and therefore tacitd 
dead in his cuſtody 3 and that both he and Pieria cannot any way wrong her, without inf» 
nitely wronging themſclves , and endangering their own lives: So albcit her Judges have 
matterof ſuſpition, yet they can have no cauſe of death againſt her 3 or if peradventure they 
have, yet that the power of her Fathers greatneſs and tricnds are fo prevalent in Florence 
and Twſcany, that it ( the worſt fall out ) he and they canobtain at lcaſt her Reprival for the 
| —_— if not her pardon for the future, But '( contrary to all theſe weak and trivial 

pes ) the very next morning ſhe is ſent for before her Judges to a private examination, who 
(atter they had made a grave and —_— ſpecch to her |) they demand her, tirſt, If ſhe em» 
ployed not her ſervant Bernardo, and Pieria to murther her filter Baptiſtine , the which the 
firmly and conſtantly denies : Secondly, If ſhe had not => an annuity of 150 Duckatoons 
during his life to marry Pieris, the which ſhe likewiſe denies 3 then they produce and ſhew 
it her undcr her own hand-writing,, whereat ( they meafuring her heart by her counters 
nance ) ſhe ſeems to be ſo much perplexed with forrow , and amazed with fear , as ſhe 
cannot refrain from giving them leſs words , but more tears z Of which her Judges con» 
ceiving a good opinion and hope, and therefore deeming themſelves now to be in a fait 
way , _ a dire courſe to obtain the whole truth of this lamentable buſineſs from 
her }) they bethink themſelves of a policie , thereby to effect and compaſs it , which s 
every way worthy of themſelves and their offices , of their diſcretion and juſtice. They 
tell Amarantha, that in regard of her youth and beauty, and of her Fathers age and nobi- 
lity, they deſire and intend to ſave her, if ſhe will not wilfully caſt her ſelf away 3 That 
her ſafety and life now confiſteth ir her plain confeſhon, and not in her perverſe denial and 
conteſtation, of being acceſfary and conſenting to the murther of her ſiſter Bzptiſtina. Thut 
they have proofs thereof, as clear, and as apparant as the Sun : And that they having 
cauſed Pieria to be executed for the ſame this imorning, ſhe confeſſed it to them at her death, 
yea and dycd thereon. At which ſpeeches of her Judges, and contefion and death of Preris,

chis wretched and untortunate Lady Amarantha ( lecing her (elf (o palpably convicted of this her 
bloody and inhumane crime ) being wholly vanquithed either with fear towards her ſelf, ov 
holex towards Pieria, (he falls on her knees to her Judges feet, and ( with a great thower of 
tears). makes her felt (by her free conteſſhon ) to be the prime author of her litter Buptiſting's 
murther 3 That ſhe had hircd Bernardo and Pieria to pertorm it,and given him an Annuity of 1506 
Duckatoons fer Ana and tocach of then 50 Duckatoons more in hand to that cffect,conce21- 
ing 10 point or part thereof, as we have already formerly underſiood : When ( contrary to the 
expeRation of her Judges) ſhe moſt bitterly exclaimed on the name, memory, and ingfatitude 
of this baſe wretch Pieria ( for fo ſhe then termed her) in that ſhe could not be contented to 
Jic ber (elf, but alſoas much, and as maliciouſly, as in her power, to think likewiſc to hazzard 
her own life with her. And now our cholerick, and yer forrowtnl Amarantha ( berween theſe 
two different extreams of hope and fear) layes hold ot her Judges late promiſc and profer'd 
courtelic to her, to ſave her, and then there ( with many reverences, tears, and wringing of her 
tands ) moſt humbly beſeecheth them for Gods fake, and for honours cauſe, to be good unto 
her, and to give her her lite, alchough ſhe conteſſeth ſhe is moſt worthy of death, in being (© 
te and bloody minded towards her own Siſter. But they ( having by this commenda- 
flemeans, and artihcial policy, drawn this worm from Amarantha's tongue, 1 mean this truth 
fromher mouth _) are exceeding forrowtul, and as much deteſt this her barbarous fact, as they 
ity her deſcent, youth and beauty 3 kut well knowing with themſelves, that God is glorihed 
io the due and true execution of juſtice upon all capital Maletactors, and eſpecially on Murther- 
ers ( who arc no leſs than Monſters of Nature, the diſgrace of their times, and the very butch 
ers of Mankind ) and that the greatneſs of their quality and blood doth only ſerve but to make 
theſe crimes of theirs the greater : Therefore (I lay) theſe wiſe and religious Judges prove deaf 
to her requeſts and blind to her tears 3 and fo having firſt cauſed her to lign this her conteſhon, 
indthen confronted her with Pieria, who now to Amaranths's tace contirmed as much as ſhe 
herſelf right now confeſſed and afhrmed, they now in expiation of this her cruel murther, 
aludge her likewiſe to be hanged the next day, at the common place of Execution, in com- 
of Pieria, although her aged ſorrowtul Father Seignior Strexs (being well nigh weighed 
- to his grave with the extream griet and ſorrow of theſe his misfortuncs and calamities } 
free the Judges and the Great Duke, the greateſt part of his Effate and Lands, to fave this 
eſt, and now his only Daughter Amaranths : But his labour proved loſt, and his care 
and ion vainin this his ſuit and ſolicitation, becauſe thoſe learned Judges, and this prudent 
adnoble Duke, grounded their reſolutions and pleaſurcs vpon this wholeſom and true maxim, 
That Juſtice is one of the greateſt Colofſus's and Rtrongeſt columns of Kingdoms and Common- 
welths, and the trucſt way and means to preſerve them in flouriſhing proſperity and glory; and 
caſequently, that all wilful and premeditated murtherers cannot be either too ſoon extermina- 
ted, or too ſeverely puniſhed, and cut off from the world. So Amaranths with more choler than 
ſarrow, and Pieria with more fear than choler, are now both ſent back to their priſons 3 and 
that night Streni ſends his Daug htcr, and the Judges ſend Pieria ſome Friers and Nunns to pre- 
rate their ſouls for Heaven, but (in honour of the truth) I muſt athrm with equal griet and pi- 
ty, that both theſe two female Montters had their hearts fo ſealed, and their fouls fo feared up 
vithimpiety, that neither of them could there be perſwaded or drawn either to think of repen- 
tance, or of God. 

Whiles thus Florence reſounds of theſe their foul and inhumane crimes, as alſo of their juſt 
andemnations, the next morning about ten of the clock, they are brought to the deſtin'd place 
of Execution, there to receive their condign puniſhments. for the ſame. Pieria tirſt mounts 
the Ladder, who made a'ſhort ſpeech at her death, to this effect 3 that her defire to obtain 
beards for her Husband had chiefly drawn her to commit this murther on her Lady Bap- 
tifins, and that it was far more her Siſter Amarantha's malice to her, than her own, which 
keduced her to this bloody reſolution 3 and that this her own ſhanietul death was not half 
grievous to her, as the unfortunate endof her Lover Bernardo , whom ſhe there affirmed to 
the world, and took it to her death, that ſhe loved a thouſand times dearcr than her own lite, 
vith many other vain and ridiculous ſpeeches tending that way, and which favoured more 
of her fond affeQtion to him, than of any zeal or devotion to God 3 theretore' I hold them 


. erery way more worthy ot my ſilence, than of my relation : And fo the was turn'd over. To 


ſetond whoſe unfortunate and ſhameful end , now our, bloody and execrable Amuranths 
(with far more beauty than cuntrition, and bravery than repentance ) aſcends the Ladder : 
who (to make her intamy the more famous) had ſely dighted and apparelled her ſelf 
na plain black Sattin Gown, with a filver lace, and 2 lace Cambrick Ruff of a very large 
St, with her hair unvailed, and decked with _ Roſes of lilver Ribband : At her aſcent 
S1{ 2 her 
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her extraction, beauty and youth, begat as much pity, as her bloody and unnatural crime & 

deteſtation, in the eyes and hearts of all her ſpectators , When, after a pauſe or two, ſhe (vip 

ly compoſing her countenance, more with contempt than fear of death ) there, to a world 
ple, who flocked from all partsof the City and Country to ſee her die ( with a 

ldneſs) confeſſed, That ſhe Fad not only cauſed her faid Siſter Baptiſtins to be ſtifled in her het 
by Bernardo and] Pieriss, but that her Siſter Baptiſtins and her ſelt had formerly poyſoned the 
elder Siſter Faquinta, and that it was only their imperiouſneſs and pride towards her, whi 
drew her to this reſolution and revenge againſt them both 3 the which ſhe affirmed, ſhe cou 
now as little repent, as heretofore remedy, and that ſhe more ſenſibly lamented, and grievedfy 
the ſorrows of her Father's life, than for the ſhame and infamy of her own death : When withoy 
any ſhew of repentance, Without any ſpeech of God, or which is lefs, without ſo much asons 
looking up towards Heaven, or inviting or praying her ſpectators to pray to God for her ſoul 
with a graceleſs reſolution, and _ ane boldneſs, conjured her Exccutioner (pecdily to pe. 
form his office and duty, which, by the command of the Magiſtrate, hetorthwith did. $0 the 
wretched Amarantha was hanged for her ſecond murther, and then by 2 ſecond decree and & 
rence of the criminal Judges, body is after dinner burnt to aſhes tor her hit ; who likewks 
in honour to Juſtice, and to the glory of God, do alſo cauſe the dead body ot Bernardo ( fortm 
whole days) to be hanged by his feet in his ſhirt at the ſame gallows,and then to be caſt intoth 
River of Arno, And here the Judges alſo,to ſhew themſelves,themſelves,were once of opiniogy 
have unburicd Baptiftins, and likewiſe to have given her dead body ſome obrious puni 
ment,for being accefſary with het fiſter Amaraztha to poyſon their elder Siſter Zaquinta; but hu 
ing no other cvidencec or proof hereof, but only the teſtimony of her condemned dying Siſters 
rantha, whom it was more ble than impoſſible , ſhe might ſpeak it more out of male 
than truth, as alſo that had already afflited a deplorable end and puniſhment to he, 
they therefore omitted it, And thus was the deſerved ends, and condign puniſhments of the 
wretched and execrable murtherers 3 and in this manner did the juſt revenge, and facred juftie 
of God meet and triumph over them and their bloody crimes. 

And now here fully to conclude and ſhut up this Hiſtory in all its circumſtances : The gri 
and ſorrows of this unfortunate old Father was ſo great and infinite, for the untimely and deply- 
able deaths of all theſe his three only daughters and children, that although Picty and Rcligin 
had formerly taught him, that the 2Mictions of this life are the joyes of that to come, yet being 
wholly vanquiſhed and d ed with all theſe different bitter crofſes and calamities, he kt 
Florence, and retired himſelf to a ſolitary life in Cardura, where he not long ſurviv'd them, bu 
died very penſively and mournfully, 
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Martino poyſoneth his brother Pedro, and nuertbereth Monfredo in the ftreet : He afterwards grows 

. mad, andin confeſſion reveals both theſe bis muerthers to F ather Thomas bis Ghoftly Father, who after- 
wards dying, reveals it by bis letter to Ceciliana, who was Widow ts Monfredo, and ſiſter to Pedro 
and Martino, Martino hath firft bis right hand cut off, and then is banged for the ſame. 


&d and exccrable one to finiſh and perpetrate it 3 for to kill our Chiriſtian Brother, who 

hguratively bears the image of God, 1s an at fo odious, as Nature cannot excuſe, and 
and fo diabolical, as no Clemency can pardon : And yet this Age, and this world is but too plen- 
tiful and fertil of ſuch bloody Tigers, and inhumane Monſters, and Butchers of Mankind, as it 
they had not a Conſcience within them to accuſe them, a God above them to condemn them, 
and a Hell below them to puniſh them , or as it they had not the ſacred Oracles of Gods eternal 
Word, I mean the Law and the Goſpel, and the bleſſed precepts, and the doQrine of the hol 
prophets and Apolilesz yea, of Chriſt Jeſus himſelf, the great Shepheard and ſacred Biſhop 
our Souls, to teach us the rules of mercy, meekneſs and long ſuffering, whiles we live in this 
vale of miſery here below, and that we muſt embrace and follow peace and charity with all men, 
it ever we think to participate of the true felicity and joyes of Heaven above :> But nevertheleſs 
( yea diredtly contrary hercunto) this enſuing Hiſtory will produce us one, who though ſuffici- 
ently inltructed in therxules of Piety and Charity, yet he wiltully abandoned the firſt, and con-

- May we read 
this Hiſtory to the glory of God, and the inſtruftion of our ſelves, | 
The Scene of this Hiſtory is laid in Spain, in the famous Province of old Caftile, and in the 
fair and ancient City of Burges, where lately dwelt a noble and rich old Gentlewoman, termed 
Dona Catherins Autwnez, (a Sixname much known, and tamous in that City,Province and King- 
dom) who had by der dedeaſed Husband Don Roderigo de Ricaldo, two Sons, Don Pedro, and 
Don Martino, andone ter named Dona Cecihtians. Her eldeſt Son Don Pedro was a gal- 
lant Cavalicr, of ſomecight and twenty.years of age, tall and well timbred, by complexion 
and hair black, and of iwart and martial countenance, whofor the ſpace of ſeven years, (er- 
ved as a voluutary Gentleman under that wiſe and valiant Commander Don Gonſalez de Cords. 
vs in Germaiy, and againſt the Lords States of the Netherlands, and ſince in the Valtoline and 
 Millane, againſt the Griſons 2nd French; in both which wars he left behind him many memora- 
ble teſtimonies of his proweſs, and purchaſed divers honourable trophees of true valour and ge- 
__—_ for any other intclleQual cn tsof the mind: he was no ſcholar, but of an. 
ind! capacity, yet very honeſt, bu , and affable, particularly to his Friends, and 
generally to all the world. ,. HisBrother Don Martino was of forme four and twenty. years of * 
age, ſhort of ſtature, very ſlender but crook baded, of an Auburn hair, a withered face, x © 
ſquint cye 3 of inclination extreamly ſullen, and of diſpoſition and nature envious and reven 
full, as defirous rather toentertain'a night quarrel in the ſtreet, than a day combat in the field; 
but.as God is many times pleaſed to countervail and reward the detects of Nature in the body, 
with ſome rich gitts and perfeQtions of the mind; fo though-not by profeſſion, yet by education 
he was an excellent ſcholar, of an aftive and ſharp wit, a fluent tongue, and fingularly able < | 
ther to allure or divert, to perſwadle or diſſwade, according as the fircam of his ditterent paſſions 
and affeftions led him': Vertues enough relucent and excellent to build a fame, and ſuffcient to ' 


raiſe an eminent fortune, if'his vices do nottoo fatally ecliple the one, and deface the 
any.” Their Siſter Cecilians ( aged of ſome twenty years ) was of an indifferent height, but 
growing to corpulency and of a black hair, an aimable brown complexion, of a big 


rolling eye, and the air of her countenance rather beautifully amorous, than modeſtly beau- 
tiful : She was of a nimble wit, of humour pleaſant and facctious, yet fo reſerved in the external 
dembnſtration thexeof, that through her Mothers pious and auſtere education of her, ſhe (in all 
outward reſermiblatice ) ſeemed rather to be fit for a Nunnery than a Husband, and more proper 
to make a Saint than a Wiſe 3, but as the face proves not {till a true index of the heart, nor our 
looks and ſpeeches ſtill a true Sybil of our ſoulsz ſo how retired ſoever her mother kept her from 
the company of men, yet her wanton eye conſpiring with her laſcivious hears, made her the 
more deſirous thereof: and far the more licentiouſly, in regard ſhe was ſtrifthy forbidden it 3 (6 
as ( not tocontradid or diſſemble the eruth ) Iam here catorced to relate and athrm, that ſhe 
imparteth her favours upon tworor three young Gentlemen of that City,of her private acquain- 
tance, and is more familiar with them, than modeſty can well warrant, or chaſtity allow of, 
But there is a young Gallant of this City likewiſe ( more noble by birth than rich in eſtate and 
means ) named Don Balthazar de Monfredo, who (deeming Ceciliana as famous for her Chaſtity 


* as for her bcanty ) bears a fingular affeCtion, to her 3 yea, his heart and thoughts are fo fer- 


vently intangled in the ſnares of her delicious beauty, that in publick and private, in his dclires 
and wiſhes, and his ſpeech and aQions, he proclaims her to be his Miſtreſs, and himfelt her fer- 
vant 3 and if he affect and defire Cecilians for his Wifc, no leſs doth ſhe Monfredo for her huſ- 
band 3 fo that they many times by ſtealth meet and confer privately in remote Churches and 
—_—_— it being rather a prophane, than a religious cultome of Spain ( wherein Heaven is too 

made to ſtoop to cartb, and Religianz@ impicty ) for men to court their intended wives, 
and ( which is worlc) many times their Courtizans and Strumpets, Cecilians ( oftentimes war- 
ranted by her Mothers indiſpoſition) can no ſooner take Coach, to enjoy the pleaſure and bene 
of the frelh air abroad in the fragrant helds, but Monfredo aſſuredly meetg her, where leaping 
from his Coach-into hers (and leaving his Page to accompany her waiting-Gentlewoman in his 
own) they at firſt familiarly kiſs and confer, and in a tew of theſe meetings at laſt effeQtually re- 
ſolve to give themſelves cach to other in the facred bonds of mairiage, fo he gives her a rich 
Diamond Ring, and (he pg any, returns him a pair of gold Bracelets, in token of marriage, 
and they then and there ( calling God to witnels) very ſolemnly contract themſelves man and 
wite, yet for ſome ſolid reaſons, and important conſiderations, which conduce to the better ac- 
complilhing of their defires, they for a time conclude to bear it ſecretly and tilently from all the 
world 3 wo is concluded and agreed between them, that a month after, and not before, he 
ſhall attempt to-ſeek her publikely in marriage, both of her Mother the Lady Catberins, as allo 
of her two broghers, Don Pedro, and Don Martino, Q 
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So when this month is paſt over (which to theſe our two Lovers ſeemes, to bh: many-ages) 
Menfredo very fairly and orderly ſecks her of hex mother inmarriage, and likewiſe (in terms 
ht for him to give, and them to receive) acquaints: her two brothers with his (uit and afecir 
on tothcir lifter, and with his belt art and eloquence endeavoureth (on honourable terms) 
to gain and purchaſe tacir conſents thercunio,. As for her mother , the ( preferring 
wealth to honour, and riches to content) contidering the weaknels -of - Monſredo's cliate;, 
the dcath of his Parents, whescby the ſees him deprived of all tuture hope to raiſe his far> 
tuncs, doth abſolutely deny to beſtow her daughter on him in marziage 3 and the more to bewray 
her cxtream diltaltc of this his fuit, and diſlike of himſelt, ſhe (with much obfiinacy and.cho> 
Jer) forbids him her daughter's company, and (with more incivility and indignation) conjures 
him to leave and forbear her houſe, telling him ſhe hath already tirmly ingagedber word and 

romiſe to Don Alonſo Delrio, that he ſhall ſhortly e{poule and marry ber. Now atthough this 
harp ar {wer of hcrs ſeem to nip Monfredo's hope.and defircs in their bloſſoms, yee xglying 
more on the affetion and conſtancy of the daughter, than on thepower or reſolutzon of the mo» 
ther, he again and again ( with a moſt reſpeCtive and honourable irpportunity;;): foliciteth hes 
conſent 3 but he ſees it loit labour, becauſe ſhe is xefolute that ' her firſt (hall be: her laſt anfiver 
to him hercin. As fox her brother Don Pedro, he loves is fifter ſo perfectly, avd her content 
ſo dearly, that he finds him toſtand well affected to their affeftions, and in regard of his love 
toher, and reſp<& to him, that he utterly contemns the motion and mention of Delrio 3 and 
therefore faithfully pxomiſeth Monfredo his beſt affiftance towards his mother for the effecting 
«of thcir defires. But for her younger brother, Don Martino, he tinds a contraxy nature and 
dilpolition in him 3 for he never loved, but hated his lifter Cecrliana, and theretore hates Maya 
fredo for her fake, and loves Delrio, becauſe he hears ſhe hates him, and ſo animates his motties 
againftthem 3 and thus he gives Monfredo cold anſwers, and (the fooner and becter to convert 
lus hope into deſpair ) tells him plainly that Delrio mult and ſhall marry his fifter, and none but 
he. Thus Monfredo departs, as glad of Don Pedro, his love, as he is forrowtul for his mother 
and brother Don Martino's hatred. And here (toobſerve the better order in this Hiltory, 
and likewiſe togive the curioſity of the Reader the tuller ſatisfaction) it will not beim 
per, rather pertinent, for us to underſtand, that Don Delrio was alſoa well deſcended Gen- 
tleman of the ſame city of Burgos, rich in lands and monies, but at feaſt fifty five years old, 
having a white head and beard, of a hard and ſowr favour, agd exceeding}y Baker-legged 1 
yet, as old as he was, he was ſo paſſionately cnamoured of the freſh and ſweet beauty of Ceci+ 
bans, that he thought her not too young to be his wife, nor himſelf tooold to be her husband 3 
but, led more by his luſt than his $udgment, and encouraged by Dona Catherins her mother, 
for that his great lands and wealth wholly inclined and weighed down her affection to- 
wards him, he often vifitcth her daughter Ceciliene, and with his beſt oratory and power 
ſeeks and courts her affcion in the way of marriage : But ſhe having her heart hxed on Man» 
frede's youth , and comely feature, ſhe highly flights Delrio's txozcn age, and diſdained to 
make her {elf a May to this December, becaule ſhe — knew, and pertecly believed, 
that he was every way fitter for his Grave, than for her Bed forit was Monfredo, and only 
Monfredo, whom her heart had elected and choſen for her ſecond elf and Husband : And ſup» 

ſe (quoth ſhe) that Monfredo be not ſo rich as Delrio, yet all Caſtile, yea all Spain, well 
_—_ that by deſcent and generoſity he is far more noble 3 and that there is as great an Anti- 
thelis and diſparity between the vertues of the firſt, and the detects and imperfections of the 
laſt, as there is between a Clown and a Captain, a Peaſant anda Prince 3 thergfore let my 
mother ſay what ſhe will, Delrio what he can, or my brother Martino what he dare, yet they 
ſhall ſee, and the world know, that I will be wite to none but Monfredo, and that cither he, or 
my grave ſhall be niy husband, 

But the Lady Catherins her mother (notwithſtanding her daughters averſeneſs and obſtina+ 
 ) laycs her charge and blcifing upon her toforſake Monfredo, and take Delrio, urging to 
her the poverty of the one, and the wealth of the other, what delights and contentments the 
laſt will give her, and what aflitions af miſery the firſt do threaten her : But the affection of 
Ceciliana is (till fo firmly tixcd , and ſtrongly ſettled and coemented on her Monfredos, that ſhe 
isdeaf tothcle requlits, and blind to theſe reaſons of her mother, in ſeeking to diflwade her 
from him, and in conlenting and perſwading her taaccept of Delrio tor her Husband 1, and al- 
though her Mcther follow her in all places as her ſhadow, and haunt her atall timesas her 
Gholt, todraw ber hcrcunto 3 yet ſhe till finds her daughter as reſolute to deny, as the is im 
portunate to requeſt it of ber, vowing that ſhe will rather wed her felt to a Nunnery , than to 
Delrio, whom the ſaith (he cannot affect, and therefore peremptoxrily diſdaineth to marry. Her 
mother ſeeing her daughter thus conſtantly and willfully to perſevere in her obſtinacy againli 

hey 


her deſires, the (with much choler and grief) relates from point to point to her ſon Don Mar. 
tine, what had paſt between then, whomiſhe knew did as much love Delrio, and hate Mon 
Fred, as her eldeſt fon Don Pedro, hated Delrio, and loved Monfredo tor their filter in mar- 
riage. Martino takes advantage of this occaſion and opportunity, and thinking to give two 
blows with one ſtone, by croſſing his ſiſter in her affection, and his brother in his detigns and 
wiſhes, doth now more than ever incenſe his mother againſt her, alledging that it would be a far 
greater honour, and le(s ſcangal to their name and houle, that ſhe were rather marricd to a Nun. 
than a Beggar ,and with many powertul reaſons, and artificial perſwahons, {trives to make 

her inclinable to his projet, and able to this reſolution of his, as indeed in a little time he 
doth: For the mother being thus wedded to her will and therein now confirmed by the lie poli. 
" ty; and fortified by the ſubtile in{inuation of her fon Don Martino, ſhe hereupon conſtantly 
reſdlvesto betake and-give her daughter to God and the Church, afhirming that ſhe ſha!l never 
reap any true content in her thoughts, nor-peace in her heart, before ſhe ſee her cloyitered up 

eſpouſed to a Nunnery. But this _— of theirs is not fo cloſely carried between them 
but the vigilancie of Don Pedro (whoſe affeftion and care aims to give Monfredo and his filter 
content) hath perfect notice and intelligence hereof, the which for a time he holds fit to conceal 
from them both; when firmly purpoling to prevent it, and fo tocrols his mother and brother, 
who herein delight and glory to croſs him, he bethinks himſelfot an invention {worthy of hin» 
ſelf ) how and which way to effe&t it. He ſends for Don Alonſo Delrio to the Cordeliers 
Church, and there relates him the friendſhip he bears him, that he will not ſee him run himſelf 
into an errour, in ſteking his- ſiſter Cecilians in marriage, whom he knows he cannot poſſibly 
obtain 3 ſhe (tohis knowledg) being already firmly contracted to Monfreds, notwithſtanding 
all that his mother and brother Don Martino have faid, or can do to the contrary. Delrio hearti- 
ly thanks Don Pedro for the expreſſion of this love to him, the which he affirms he ſhall ever 
hind him ready both to deſerve and requite 3 when meaſuring the time future by the preſent, 
and of Cecitiana's blooming youth by his weather-beaten and blaſted age, he vows to Don Pe 
dro, that he will henceforth no more defire or ſeek his liſter in marriage, not yet ſpeak with 
her, or come near his mother or brother 3 fo that buſineſs is for ever daſhed, and receivesan 
end, almoſt as ſoon as beginning. Thewhich Don Martino (ont of hisdeep reach and politick 
pate) underſtanding, Ind knowing that this falling off of Delrio, from farther ſceking his 
lifter in-narriage, proceeded wholly from the ſecret undermining of his brother Don Pedr, 
he is extreamly in choler againſt him for the ſame 3 and (o ( with more paſſion than diſcretion) 
goes and chargeth him herewith : Whereupon theſe two brothers fall at great contentionand 
variance, and many bitter words and outragious ſpecches Yere interchangeably paſs between 
them, the repetition whereof I think good to bury in ſilence, becauſe it matters not much to 
give it a place in this hiſtory 3 only ( todeal on generals ) I muſt fay that Don Pero 'was hi 
and Don Martine hot, ard that the firtt ſpake not fo much as he dared, and that the laſtdared 
potſomuch as he ſpakc. But this Tongue-combate of theirs was {o violent and bluſterous, 
as the iſſue thercot redounding to Don Pedro's glory and generoſity , and to Don Meartino's 
lhame and baſtnefs ; and Martino finding that he had more will than power to be now revenged 
hercot on his brocher, he is inflamed with choler and revenge againſt him tor the ſame, as, con- 
ſulring with Satan, not with God, he his ſo revengeful and inhumanc, as he wiſheth his aid 
brother in Heav<n, and from thenceforth plotteth with himſelf how to finiſh itz reaſonin 
thus uncharitably and damnably with himſelf ; That he being dead , and his filter penc ind 
mewed up in a Nunnery, he ſhall then be ſole heir and Lord toall the lands and eſtate which his 
Fathcr letc him. 

Thus in the heat of his choler, and the fumes of his revenge againſt his brother Don Pedrs, 
he repairs to his mother, intorms her how it is he and his policy which hath beaten off 
Delrio trom ſeeking, his lifter Cecilians in marriage, and that through his cloſe treacherous 
dealing, he hath prevailed with him for ever to abandon her 3 yea, he here leaves no inver- 
tion unaſſayed to incenle his mother againſt his brother, nor means unattempted to inflane 
her againſt his ſiſter, by (till putting herin mind of his raſhne(s towards Delrio, and for het 
diſobcaicnce towards hcr ſelt ; and here ( he remembring his own avaritious end ) doth again 
modettly pcr{wade, and then again importunately pray his mother to conſtitute her to a Nun» 
ncry > whereunto ( as we have tormerly undetficnd ) he knowes ſhe is already reſolutely bent 
and reſolved : When the (being vanquiſhed with her owndefires, and his importunity) pro- 
maſcth him vcry ſhortly to ſed it, Bur hrſt ſhe ſends for her ſon Don Pedro, and in a languag* 
ot cthundcr, rebukes and checks him for his double crime, in diſſwading Delrio ſo ſudden- 
ly to tor{ake his lifter, and in perſwading her {© ftrongly to affe&t Monfreds : adding withal, that 
notwithſtanding his treachery and policy, and her ingratcful diſobedience to her, ſhe - -

Letter ) am fully confirmed that my ſaid Mother and Brother have ſome undeſerved deſign againſt me, 
and my content , and although my poor beaxty and filly wit no way deſerve thoſe excellent praiſes of 
your Pen, yct my heart ſhall conſielt with Don Pedro how to bear my ſelf in this ſo weighty and important .: 
buſineſs, whereon ( although the cauſe be malice and the pretext Religion) I know depends either my future 
content or affliction, my happineſs or my miſery. In the mean time I will pray for thoſe ivbo victanſly bate 
we, and bonour thoſe who vertuouſly affett and hono:rr me. Of which laſt number, I ingenuouſly and grate- 
fully acknowledge, that your generoſity, not my merits, hath condignly made you one.

When ſhe had diſpatched this Letter to Delrio, then Monfredo by her conſent, and the advice 
of her Brothcr Don Pedro, hold it very requiſite now once again to ſound the affeion, and to feel 
the pulſe of thcir Mother Dona Catherins's reſolution towards him, to fee whether yea or no the 
will pleaſe to give him her Daughter in marriage 3 and it is agreed of all ſides between them, that 
at the very time and hour which he goes there, that ſhe and her Brother Don Pedro will parpoſely 
abſent themſelves, and ride abroad in their Coach, to take the air, which they do. To this et- 
fe&t Monfredo takes his Coach, and goes directly tothe Lady Catherins's hoiiſe, and ſends up his 
hame to her, as deſiring to have the honour to ſalute her, and kiſs her hand, but ſhe is ſo enraged 
and tranſported with choler at his arrival and meſſage, as ſhe ſends him down a flat and emp- 
tory denial, That ſhe will not ſce him, and as formerly ſhe prayed, fo now ſhe commands him to 
depart, and cver hereafter to forbear her Houſe, An Anſwer ſounkind and uncivil, that Monfre- 
——_ not whether he have reaſon to digeſt it with more choler or laughter, ſo returning her 
anſwer by her Waiting-Gentlewoman, that he will obey her commands, and no more trouble ei- 
ther hcr houſe or her patience, yet that he will till remain her moſt humble ſervant, and although 
ſhe refuſe to ſce him, that he will ever pray tor her long lite and proſperity : Don Martino is now 
at home and laughs in his ſleeve as a Giptic to ſee what brave entertainment his Mother gave 
Manfredo : hc expedts alſo that he ſhould vitit him, but becauſe his Mothers ftomack is fo high, 
therefore he cannot deſcend 40 low, as owing him no ſuch duty and ſervice, and fo takes Coach 
and away : and knowing where Don Pedro and his Miſtreſs Ceciliana were in the helds, he drives 
away preſently to them, and very pleaſantly relates them the whole long ſtory of their Mother's 
ſhort entertainment to him, which adminilireth matter of laughter to them all, and far the more, 
in regard ncither of them expected leſs; fo Monfredo ftaying an hour or two with them in the 
helds , and thcn bringing them to the Gates of the City, they for that time take their leave each 
of other, and all appoint to meet the nuxt day after dinner, in the Garden of the Augnſtine Friers, 
and there to provide and reſolve for cher affairs, againſt the diſcontent of their Mother, and the 
malice of their Brother Don Martino. 

The next morning, the Lady Catherinz (ſtorming at Monfredo's yeſterdays preſumption 
and boldneſs) ſends for her Daughter Cecilians into the Garden to- her as being Elly reſolved 
to deal eficftually with her for ever to forſake Monfredo 3 or it the cannot, then tocommit her 
to a Nunncry. She comes, when (in great privacy and efhcacy ) ſhe layes before her the pover- 
ty of Monfredo, the which ſhe affirms will bring her to more miſery than ſhe can expe or 
think of, or indced which the deſerves 3 at leaſt it the be not fo wilful coruin her ſelf and her 
fortunes, as ſhe is to preſerve them, Ceciliana now ſeeing her Mother bent to play her prize 
aainſt the mcrits and honour of her 'Monfredo, and therefore againk the content and felicity 
which ſhe expcds to enjoy by enjoyingof him, ſhe no longer able to brook or digeſt it, cuts ber 
off with this reply, that (her duty excepted) it is in vain for her, either to ſeek to diſparage 
Monrfredo, or any way of the world to attempt to —_— her affection from him 3 and there- 

re with much obſcrvance and reſpe& prayes her to affect and honour him, if not for his 
own {ake, yet for hers. Her Lady-mother weeps to ſee her Daughter thus obſtinate (ſhe might 
have ſaid, thus conſtant) in her affe@tion to Monfredo, and theretore (with frownsin her looks, 
and anger in hcr cyes) ſhe thunders vut a whole Catalogue of diſpraiſes and recriminations 
againſt 
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againſt him and becauſe yet ſhe deſpaireth to prevail with her hereby, lhe now (thinking it 
high time) reſolves to divert and change the fiream of her cffection from him to God, and ſoat 
laſt to mew and betake her to a Nunnery, whereon herdefires and intentions have fo long rumi- 
nated, and her wiſhes and vows aimed at : To which end calming the ſtorms of her tongue, and 
compoling her countenance to patience and picty, ſhe with her beſt art and eloquence ſpeaks to 
her thus 3 That in regard ſhe will not accept of Don Delrio tor her Husband, with whom ſhe 
might have enjoyed proſperity, content, and glory, but will rather marry Monfredo, from whom 
ſhecan, and muſt cx nothing but poverty, grief, and repentance 3 She therefore (out of 
her natural regard of her, and tender affection to her) hath by thedir&tion of God, bethought 
her ſclf of a medinmberwcen both which is to marry neither oft them, but in a religious and (an- 
ified way to eſpoule her ſelf to God 2nd his holy Church 3 when(thinking to have taken time 
by the forclock) ſhe depainteth her che felicity and beatitude of a Nuns profeſſion and lite, 6 
plcaſing to God and the World, to Heaven and Earth, to Angels and men : When her Daughter 
Ceciliana being tircd and diſcontented with this poor and ridiculous Orationvt hers, ſhe liftin 
up her eycs tohcaven, with a modeſt boldneſs, yet with a bold truth 3in terrupts her mother thus, 
That God hath inſpircd her hcart to cffect Monfreds fo dearly,and to love him fo tenderly, as ſhe 
will rather content her ſelf to beg with him, than tolive with Delrio in the | ar proſperity 
which cither this lite or this world can _—_ her 3 that although ſhe had no bad opinion of Nuns, 
yet that neither the conſtitution of her body, much leis of mind, was proper for a Nunnery, or 
a Nunnery for her 3 in which regard, ſhe had rather pray tor them than with them, and honour 
than imitate them: When the Lady her mother not abte tocontain her ſelf in patience,much lef;, 
in ſilence, at this audacity (and , as ſhe thought) impiety of her Daughter, ſhe with muck 
choler and ſpleen demands of ;her a reaſon of theſe her exorbizant ſpeeches. When her Daughter, 
no way dejeQing her looks to Earth, but rather advancing and railing them to Heaven,requites 
her with this anſwer 3 That it is not the body, but the mind, not the fleſh, but the ſoul, which 
is chiefly requilite and required to give our {elves to God and his Church ; that to throw, or 
(which is worſe) ro ſubmit our ſelves to bethrown on the Church through any cauſe of conſtraint, 
or motion of diſtaſte or diſcontent, is an act which ſavoureth more ot prophancneſs than picty 
and more of Earth than Heaven 3 that as Gods power, ſohis preſence is not to be confined or 
tycd to any place, tor that his Center is every where, and therefore his circumference no where, 
that God is in Agypt as well as in Paleſtine or Hicruſalem, and that Heaven is as near us, and 
we Heaven, ina Manſion houſe, as in a Monaſtery or Nunnery ; that itis not the place which 
fanRifeth the heart and ſoul, but they the place 3 and that Churches and Cloylters have no pri- 
viledgeor power to keep out fin, it we by our own lively faith, and God by his all-Caving/grace 
donot. Which ſpeech of hers as ſoon as ſhe had delivercd.and ſeeing that the Lady her Mother 
was more capable to anſwer her thereunto with ſilence than reaſon, ſhe, making her a low reve- 
rence, and craving her excuſc, departs from her and leaves her here alone in the Garden to her 
{clt and her Muſes, 

Her Mother having a little walked out her choler, in ſeeing her Daughter's firm reſolution not 
to become a Nun 3, ſhe legves the Garden and retires to her Chamber, where (ending for her ſon 
Martino, ſhe relates him at full what conference had there paſt between his Siſtcr and her (elf, 
who likewiſe is much perplexed and grieved hereat,as putting their heads and wits together, they 
within aday or two, vow to provide a remedy tor this her obitinacy and willfulneſs. As for Ce. 
lima, ſhe likewiſe reports this verbal conterence , which had paſt between her Mother and her 
{cIf, to hcr Brother Don Pedro, and Monfredo, when (according to promiſe) they met thataf- 
ternoon in the Argutines Garden, who excecdingly laught thereat 3 and yet again fearing leſt 
the malice of their Brother Don Martino towards them, might cauſe his Mother to uſe ſome vio- 
lence or indurance to her, and ſo to niake torce extort that from her will, which fair means could 
not, they bid 1cr toaſſumea good courage,and becheartul and generous,promiling her that if her 
Mothcr attemptcd it, that Monfredo ſhould ſteal her away by nigit,and that he, as he is Don Pedro 
her Brother, will affiit her in hcr cſcape and flight; whereon they all reſolve with hands.and con» 
clude with kifſcs: Neither did their doubts prove vain, or their fear and ſuſpition deceive them 
hereinzfor her inccnſcd mother being reſolute. in her will, and wiltul in her obſtinacy,tomake her 
Daughter a Nun, ſhe ſhuts hcr up in her Chamber, makes it no leſs then her priſon. and her brother 
Don Martino her Guardian,or rathcr her Gaoler.Poor Cecilianznow exceedinlgy weeps and grieves 
at this cruelty of her Mother and Brother Don Martino, which as yet her dear Brother Don Pedro 
cannot remedy, by pcr{wading or prevailing with them to releaſe her he acquaints Monfreds 
with it, thcy both conſulting, hind no better expedient to free her from this domeſtical impriſon- 
ment than counterfeitly to give herMother tounderitand and believe,that her daughter hath now 
changed her mind, and that (by Gods direction) ſhe is fully reſolved to abandon Monfredo, 
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jury to ſpend and end her days in a Nunnery 3 but contrariwiſe, they reſolve to fetch her 


away by night, and without delay. Accordingly hereunto Ceeilizana aGts her part well, and + 


etends now to this ſpiritual will and reſolution of her Mother, as bcfore ſhe was diſobedi- 
ent, Her Mother infinitely rejoyceth at this her converſion, and no lcfs (or rathcr more ) doth 
her Brother Don Martino, who, to fortihe and confirm her in this her religious reſolution, 
they ſend ſome Friers apd Nuns to perſwade her to appoint the preciſc day tor her entrance 
into this Holy Houſc and Orders which with her tongue ſhe doth, but with her heart refolves 
nothing lc{s, or rather directly the contrary, The Mother now acquaints both her Sons with 
this reſolution of their Siſter, which is, the next Sunday, to give her felt roGod and the 
Church, and to take holy Orders; when Don Pedro purpoſcly very artihcially ſeems as 
ſtrongly to oppoſe, as his Brother Don Martino chearfully approves thereof, now extolling 
her devotion and picty as far as the sky, if not many degrees beyond the Moon 3 fo the day 
appointed for her entrance and reception drawing near, the Lady Abbeſs is dealt with by 
her Mother, her Cell provided, her ſpiritual Apparel made, all her Kinsfoks and chict friends 
invited to a ſolemn Feaſt, to celebrate this our new holy-Sifter's Marriage to God and the 
Church. But whiles thus Dona Catherina the Mother, and Don Martino her Son are excced- 
ly buſie about the preparation and ſolemnity of this ſpiritual buſineſs, Don Pedro and Mon” 
fredo reſolve to run a contrary courſe, and fo to fieal away Cecilians the very night before 
the perfixed day of her entrance intothE Nunnery, as holding that Saturday night the hierelt 
time, and moſt voidot all ſuſpition and fear, whereot (both by tongue and letter) they give 
her exact and curious notices which ſtriking infinite joy into her heart and thoughts, the 
accordingly makes her (clt ready, packs up ll her Jewels and Bracelets in a ſmall Casket, 
and acquainting, none of the world therewith, for that her Brothers Don Pedro's Chamber 
was next to hers, and heas vigilant and watchful as her felt, for Monfredo's coming about 
midnight, which was the appointed hour for his Rendevonz, Whenat laſt both their foveral 
Watches (in their ſeveral Chambers) aſſuring them that it was near one of the clock, it be- 
ing the dead time ot the night, none of the houſe ſtirring, but all huſhed up in filence, as if 
every thing ſeemed to conſpire to cher cſcape and flight, theo, I ſay, Don Pedro iſſues forth of 
his Chamber to hers, where the dogr being a little open, and her candle put out, he finds his 
Siſter ready, when conducting her by the arm, they ſottly deſcend the ſtairs, and foto a Pos 
fern door of the Garden 3 where they find Monfredo (joytully ready to receive the Queen 
regent of his heart) aſliſted with two valiant confident Gentlemen his friends, who were 
well mounted on excellent Horſes with Swords and Piſtols, and for himſelf and her, a Coach 
with fix Horſes: When briefly paſſing over their Complements and Congees each from 
other, they (with a world of thanks) leave Don Pedro behind them, and fo away as (iwift as 
the wind, who ſceing them gone, ſecretly and ſoftly returns to his Chamber and Bed, filent- 
ly hutting all the doors after him, whiles Monfredo with his other ſelf, and his two friends, 
drive away to Valdebelle, a Mannor-houlſe of hi ſome cight leagues from Burgos. 

Don Pedro lics purpoſely long in his bed the next morning, thereby the better to colour 
out his ignorance and innocency of his Siſter's clandeſtine flight and eſcape : So his Mother 
about tive, or ncar fix of the clock, lends Felicia her Dayghter's Waiting-Gentlewoman to 
ber Chamber to awake ar apparel her tq receive many young Ladies and- (Zentlewomen, 
who were come to viſit her, hu ou take their leaves of her before her entry into God's houſe : 
but Felicia ſpeedily returns to her with this unlookt-for anſwer 3 That her Lady's Chamber 
door is faſt locked, whereat ſhe hath many times called and knock'd aloud, but hears po 
ſpeech. The Mother is amazcd herecat, and no leſs, (rather more) is her Son Don Martino 3 (6 
they both run to her Chamber and knock and call aloud, but hearing no anſwer, they force 
open the door 3 where they find the Neſt, but the Bird flown away 3 whereat the Mother in- 
fnitely weeps, and her Son Don Martino doth exceedingly rage and ſtorm, at this their affront 
and ſcandal, he tells his Mother he will engage his lite, that his Brother Don Pedro is acce(- 
fary to his Siſicr Ceciliana's flight, and gone with hers fo they both run to his Chamber, bur 
find him in his Bcd faſt flceping and ſnoring, as he pretends, and they believe, their out-cries 
awake him 3 but they ſhall hind him as ſubtil and as reſerved in his policy towards them, as 
they were in their malice to his Siſter 3 ſo he hears their news, puts on his apparel, ſeems to 
be all in tire and choler hereat, proffereth his Mother his beſt endeavours and power to reco- 
ver his Siſter, and to revenge himſelf on the Villain who hath ſtoln her away. But his Bro- 
ther Don Martino is fo galled and n*tled at the eſcape of his Sifter, and theſe words of his 
Brother, as he tells him to his face, in the preſence of their Mother, that his ſpeeches and prot- 
fers are counterfeit, and himſelf a diſſembler, and that it is impoſſible but he aſſiſted and fa- 
vouxed her eſcape and departure 3 for which uncivil and toul language of one ay to 
another, 
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another, Don Pedro gives him the lie, and ſeconds it with a Box on the Ear, and then very 
cunningly betakes himſclf to confolate and comfort the Lady his Mother, who is nota lit. 
tlc grieved and angry at this her ſecond affliction, and the more in regard he did it in her 
preſence 3 ſo Don Pedro recondutting her to her Chamber, and leaving her weeping in com- 
pany of many of their ſorrowful Kinsfolks and Neighbours, he then calls for his Horſe, and 
under colour to find out his Siſter he rides to Valdebelle,to her and Mpnfredo, itays there ſome 
cight day's, where being excceding careful of the preſervation of his Siſter's honor and re. 
putation, he, before his departure, ſees them ſolemnly, but ſecretly married; where leavj 
them to their Nuptial joyes, and pleaſares, he again retains to Burgos, and tels his Mother it 
is impoſſible for him to hear any news of his Siſter, 

And now what doth the return, ſight, and preſence of Don Pedro do here in his Mother's 
houſe at Burgo?, but onely revive his Brother Don Martino's old malice, and new choler and 
revenge againſt him for the lie and box on the Ear, which he fo lately gave him ? For the 
remembrance thereof fo inflames his heart and thoughts _ him, that he forgetting his 
conſcicnce and ſoul, yea Heaven and God, as he-afſumes and gives lite to his former bloody 
reſoluticn to murther him, and thinks no ſafer nor ſurer way for him to cfect it, than by 
poyſon, that ingredient of Hell, and drug of the Devil. But Don Martino is reſolute in his 
rage, and execrable in his bloody malice and revenge againſt this his generous and noble 
Brother Don Pedro ; ſodiſdaining all thoughts -of Religion, and conſiderations of Piety, 
he procurcth a pair of poyſoned perfumed Gloves, and treacherduily infinuating them ins 
to his Brother's hands, and wearing the fatal invenomed ſcent thercof in leſs than two daies 
poyſoneth him, ſo he is found dead in his Bed: When Don Martino the more cloſely to over- 
vail this damnable fa& of his, purpoſely gives it out, that it was an Impoſtume which broke 
within him, and ſo he dicd ſuddenly thereot in his bed, there being no ſervant of his own, 
nor none elſe that night near him, or by him to aſſiſt him, and this report of his pafſeth 
currant with the world 3 fo the Lady his Mother and himſelf cauſe him to be buried with 
more filence than ſolemnity, and every way inferior to his honourable birth and gene- 
rous vertucs, becauſe ſhe till affefted and loved Don Martino far better than him : fo his 
death did not much affli&t or grieve her, and far leſs his Brother Don Martino, Burt for his 
Siſter Ceciliana, as ſoon as ſhe ſtood and heard hereof, the is ſo appaled with grief, and 
daunted with ſorrow and deſpair, that ſhe ſends a world of ſighs to Heaven, and a deluge of 
tears to Earth for the deathof this her beſt and deareſt brother. Her Husband Don Monfreds 
(for henceforth ſo we mult call him), ſikewiſe inhnitely laments Don Pedro's death, as ha 
ving loſt a conſtant friend, and a dear and incomparable Brother in law in him ; and yet all 
the means which hecan uſe to comfort 'this his ſorrowful wife, hath will, but not power 
enough to cffet it 3 for ſtill ſhe weeps and ſobs, and (till her heart and foul do prompt, and 
tell hcr, that it is one Brother who hath killed another, and that her Brother Don Martino 
is infallibly the murther of his and her Broth&r Don Pedro 3 but ſhe hath only preſumption, 
no proofs for this her ſuſpition, and therefore ſhe leaves the deteCtion and iflue hereof to 
time, andto God, | 

Now by this time we muſt underſtand that Dona Catherina hath perfe& news, that it is 
Monfreds who hath ſtoln away her Daughter Ceciliana, and keefF her at his houſe of Valde. 
bel/e, in the Countrey. but as yet knows not that he hath married her ; wherefore being 
deſirous of her return, not for any great affe&tion which ſhe now bore her, but only toac- 
compliſh her former defircs, in fruſtrating her marriage with Monfredo, and in marrying 
her to a Nunnery, ſhe again ſtill provoked and egged on by the advice of her Son Don Mar- 
tino, ſends him to Valdebelle to crave her of Monfredo, and fo perſwade and hafen her re- 
turn to her to Burgos, but writes to neither of them. Don Martino arrives thither, and having 
dclivercd Don Monfredo and his Siſter Ceciliana his Mother's meſſage for her return to Burgos, 
he then vainly preſumes to ſpeak thus to them from himſelf, He firſt ſharply rebukes her of 
folly and diſobedicnce, in flying away from his and her Mother, and then (with more paſſi- 
on than judgement.) checks him of diſhonour to harbour and ſhelter her 3 that this was not 
the truc and right way to make her his Wife, but his Strumpet, or at. leaſt to give the World 
juſt cauſe to think ſo 5 and if he intended to preſerve her foovuy and honour, and not 
to ruin it, that he ſhould reflorehis Mother her Daughter, and himſelf his Siſter, and no lon- 
ger retain her 3 but ſpeaks not a word of his Brothers Don Pedro's death, much leſs makes 
any ſhadow to mourn, or ſhew to grieve or ſorrow for it. His fiſter Cecilians (at his firſt 
fight ) is all in tears for the death of her brother Don Pedro, and yet extrearmly incenſed with 
him tor theſe his baſe ſpeeches towards her and her Monfredo, ſhe once thought to have gi- 
ven a hot and cholcrick reply, but at laſt conſidering better with her felt, (as alſo to pre- 
vent 
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vent Mpnfredo, whom ſhe ſaw had an itching deſire to fit him with this anſwer) ſhe then in ge= 
ncral terms returns him this thort reply 3 That ſhe is now accomptable to none but to God 
for hcr actions, who belt knows her heart and refolutions, and therefore tor her return to her 
Mother at Brrgos, or her ſtay hcre at Valdebelle, the wholly refers it to Don Monfredo, whoſe will 
and plcaſure therein ſhall aſlured!y be hers, becauſe the hath and (till finds him to be a worthy 
and honourable Gentleman : when ( before ſhe concluded her ſpeech to him) the tells him, 
that ſhe thought his coming had been to condole with her for the dzach of their Brother 
Don Pedro, but that with grict the is now enforced to ſee the contrary, in regard his ſpec- 
chcs and actions tend r to aftiict not to comfort her, and trather to be the argument of her 
mourning , than the cauſe of her conſolation. But Monfredo, being tcuched to the quick 
with chc{c ignoblc 2nd baſe ſpeeches ot Don Martino, both to himſelf and Cecilianz, he is too 
generous long to digctt them with hleace, and therefore preterring his affection to her, b:«- 
tore 2ny other carthlyzreſpect, and her reputation and honcur dearer than his lite, he, com- 
poling his countenance to dilcontent and anger, returns him this anſwer : That it any other 
man but hini{clf, had given him the leaſt part of thoſe unworthy ſpeeches, both againſt his 
honour, 2s alloagainit that of his Siſter Cecilians, his Rapier, not his Tongue, ſhould have 
anſwered him 3 that his affection and reſpects to her, are every way vertuvus and honoura- 
Nlez and that ſhe is and ſhall be ſafer here in Valdebelle, than the lite of his noble brother Don 
Pedro was in his Mother's houſe at Burgos, that as the young Lady his Siſter is pleaſed to refer 
her ftay ox return to him, fo 1( reciprocally to requite her courtefie) doth ic to her 3 and for 
his part, he is fully rc{olved not to perſwade, much lefs to adviſc her to put her ſelfe into her 
Mothcr's proteCtion, or his courtehie 3 for that he is feartul it not conhdent in this belief; thac 
the one may prove pernicious, and the other fatal and ruinous to her. And fo with cold en- 
tertaininent, and ſhort ceremonies, Don Martino is entorced to return to Burgos to his Mo- 
ther, without his Siſter, where as ſoon as he is arrived, he tells his Mother of his Siſter Cecilia- 
xs's conſiant reſolution, from whence he thinks it impoſſible to draw or divert her, becauſe 
be finds Monfredo of the ſame opinion : but whether he have marricd her or no, he knows nor, 
neither could he inform hini{clt thereof. | 

And here yet Don Martino is {o cautious to his Mother, as he ſpeaks not a word or ſyllable 
of any ſpeech or mention they had of the death of his Brother Don Pedro, But as ſoon as 
he had left his Mother, and retired himſelf to his Chamber, then he thinks the more there- 
of; yea, than he again and again remembers what dangerous ſpeeches he publikly receiy- 
> from his Siſter Ceciliana and Monfredo, concerning that his ſudden death, whereby they 
filently meant, and tacitcly implicd no leſs than Murther : Wheretore heis (o helliſh and 
bloody-minded, that he reſolves ſhortly to provide a plaiſter for this fore 3 and he knows, 
that to make their tongues eternally ſilent, he cannot better nor ſafer pertorm it, than by 
nurthering them, whereof he ſayes the reaſon is apparantly and pregnantly true : for as 
log as that ſuſpicion livcs in them, he therefore can never live in fatety, but in extream 
danger himſelf, But becauſe of the two , Monfredo ſeemed to intend and portend him the 
greateſt choler, and the moſt inveterate rage, therefore (as a Limb of the Devil, or rather 
252 Devil incarnate himſelf ) he reſolves to begin with Monfredo firſt, and as occaſions and 
accidents (hall preſcnt, then with his Sifter Cecilianz after, without ever having the grace 
w think of his Conſcience or Soul, or of Heaven or Hell, or without once conhfidering, that 
our own malice and revenge doth more hurt us than our Enemies3 that anger is a ſhort 
nadncis, and that it is a molt aſſured happineſs for us rather to torget offences, than to re- 
venge them 3 and which is more, that (in a manner) it is but right now that he came from poy- 
foning of his own Brother, whole innocent Blood is yet hardly cold in his untimely;grave, but 
ſtill crycs aloud tor vengeance from Heaven on his head, for that cruel and daminable Fac. 

But this ſhame, this monſter of Nature, Don Martino, who fears none Icfs than God, and 
lbves none more than the Devil, will not thus forſake his cruel malice, nor abandon his exe« 
cable revenge : But underſtanding that Monfredo ſometimes ( though ſecretly) leaves Valde- 
bele to ſee Burgos, he hearkens out therefore for his next coming thither : when being aſſu» 
red that he was now in the City, he waiting for him as he iſſued forth his houſe, which he 
dd between cleven and twelve at night, he with kis (mall Target and dark Lanthorn in his 
left'hand, and his Rapier drawn in his right, runs him twice thorow the body therewith, of 
which two mortal w ounds he preſently fcll dead in the Street : his misfortune being thenſs 
great; as he had no Servant norFriend preſent to affilt him, and his fear and care of himſelf 
© (mall, as he was killed before he could ſee his Enemy, or have the leaſure to draw his 
lword in his own-defence and aſſiſtance, ſo herte and ſudden was Martino's rage and malice, 
amurthering of this haraſs 2nd innocent-Gentleman 3 the which as ſoon. as he had per- 
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formed, he ſecretly hies home to his Mother's houſe, and ſpeedily betakes himſelf to his bed, 
where the Devil rocking him a ſleepin ſecurity, he, as his infernal Agent, and bloody FaQor, 
nothing cares what God or man can do unto him. The next morning at break of day, this 
breathleſs body of Don Monfredo is found in the Strect : So all Burgos rcſounds of this his 
lamentable Murther, but no mortal eye hath ſeen, or tongue as yet can tell who the Mux. 
therer ſhould be. But God (in his Divine Juſtice, and for the cxaltation of his ſacred Glg. 
ry) will ſhortly bring both it and him to light, by an accident no leſs ſtrange than remarkabl, 


Dona Catherina hcars hereof, and is ſo far from grieving, as ſhe rejoyceth thereat, no way 
doubting, but, Monfredo being dead, ſhe with much facility ( according to her deſires and wi. 
ſhes) (hall now, of two reſolutions, draw her Daughter Ceciliana to embrace and follow one; 
that is. either to marry Delrio in carneſt, or a Nunnery no more in jeſt. The next day af 
ter Dinner, the Relation of this deplorable accident arrives at Valdebelle, and conſequently ty 
the knowledge of our Cecilians, whoſo pititully mourns and weeps thereat, as for mcer grief 
and ſorrow ſhe tcars her hair, bolts her {elf into her Chamber, and there throws her (ef 
down on the floor, and neither can nor will be comforted, no, nor permit any one to admj- 
niſter it to her, or, which is leſs, to ſee or ſpeak with hes, So although Monfredo's Kinsfolks 
and Friends do infinitely lament this his unfortunate death, yet all their ſighs and tears pat 
together, are nothing in regard of thoſe of his young Wife , and now Widdow, Ceciliang, 
who ( out of the immoderate excels of this her anxiety and affliction) is now become ſo re 
fonleſs and deſperate, that firſt the Murther of her dear Brother Don Pedro, and now this of 
her ſweet Husband Monfredo, is both a griet to her thoughts, and a torment to her heart and 
mind; yea, to her very ſoul z For ſtill the remains confident in this opinion, that her Bro 
ther Don Martino is infallibly the Murtherer of them both; and from this ſuſpicion pf her, 
ſhe cannot, ſhe will not be diverted 3 yea, her living aftction to their dead memories, is 
extream and fervent, that to be aſſured whether it be him, or who clſe that hath murther 
them, it leads her mind toa reſolution, to prove an Experiment, which though prophane@» 
riofity in ſome perſons ſometimes ſeems to allow and practice as tollerable, yet ſacred Re 
gion muſt and doth for ever, both reje&t agd contemn it as Diabolical, She diſguiſcth he 
{elf in her apparel, and very carly in the —_— rides to one Alphonſo Sanchez, a famou 
reputed Wizard or Sorcerer, who dwelt at Arena, fome ſix Leagues off from Valdebelle\, and 
giving him the two Pictures of her murthered Brother and Husband, as alſo a perfe&t Not 
of their age, and horoſcope of their Nativities, ſhe prayes him to diſcover, and ſhew herin 
a Leoking-glaſs, the true pictures and repreſentations of their Murtherers z When, to hare 
him diſpatch both it and her (elf the ſooner, ſhe gives him ten Duckats, upon the receipt 
whercot hc promiſeth her his beſt * Art and Skill, makes her ſtay till almoſt dark night, and 
then tools hcr off with this flam, that he hath effeCtually invocated and raiſcd his Spirit, 
from whom he could get no other anſwer, but that God for that time would not permit hin 
to thew her theſe Murtherers Pictures in a glaſs 3 whereby this Wizard proving himſelf mar 
a cheating Knave than a Sorcerer, and more a true Impoltor , than a Chrittian, he herein 
nuakes a tool of his ſorrowful young Lady, in thinking to make her know that which it 
both a foul ſhame, anda ſhameful ignorance for any Chriſtian to be ignorant of, (to wit) 
That it is not the Devil or his Agents, but only God, who (in his Divine Pleaſure and Providence) hath 
power to reveal Murtbers and Murtherers, both when, where, how, and by whom it ſeems moſt agreeable 
and pleaſing to bis all-ſeeing and ſacred Majeſtie. 

Ceciliana returning home, more loaden with doubts than gold, from this Monſter of Men, 
C becauſe in cfle& he makes it his proteſſion to be leſs a man than a Devil ) ſhe is aſhamed of 
her ignorance and impicty herein, and ( for meer grief and forrow) weeps to ſee that the 
foundation of herFaich ſhould be ſo weak and realing, as not conſtantly to rely upon the 
Providence and Juttice of God, but to repoſe her foolith curioſity and belief upon thi 
phane and fottith Sorcerer, for the detection of theſe Murtherers. But leaving her [uf 
while in her diſconſolation and ſorrow at Valdebelle, I come now to this wretched Villain, 
Don Martino, her Brother in Bxrgos, who having thus committed theſe two cruel and k- 
mentable Murthers, doth for the tixſt two or three Months after put a chearful and frolick 
countenance thereon , thereby the more abſolutely to betray , and blear the eyes of the 
World, that the leaſt ſpark or ſhadow thereof ſhould nor diffuſe or refle&on him.

and wanting a1! other means, will make himſelt the only means both to detect and deſtroy him- 
{£ The manner thus. 

As there is no felicity to Peace, fothere isno felicity or Peace comparable to that of a quiet 

and innocen: Conſcience 3 It is a precious Jewel of an incltimable value, and unparalleld price, 

ea a continual Fcaſt,.chan which Heaven may, but Earth cannot afford us a more rich or delici- 
ous: And the contrary it is, where the heart and conicience have made themſelves guilty of ſome 
foul and enormous crimcs, and cſpecially of Mufthex, wherein wecan never kill Man the Crea- 
ture, but we aſſurcdly wound God the Creator : For than, as thoſe, ſothis (with lcfs doubt and 
moreaſſurance) gives in a heavy and bloody evidence againſt us, and which commonly produc 
eth us theſe three woful ind lamenagþle cftects, Deſpair, Horrowr, Terroxr , the which we thall now 
hee verified and inftanced in this bloody and miſerable Wretch, Don Martino, who (as I have 
formerly faid_) hath not tully paſt over the term ofthree months in external mirth, jollicy, and 
bravery, thereby tocaſt a cheerful countenance and Varniſh on thoſe his bloody Villanies, but 
God fo diſtracted his wits and ſenſes, ſtruck fuch an aftoniſhment to his thoughts, and amaze- 
ment to his Hcart and Conſcience, as it — him , that (both by night and day) the 
Ghoſts of his harmlcſs brother Don Pedro, and Of innocent Don Monfredo, tiill purſuc him for 
rerenge, and uliice of theſe their Murthcrs, And now his looks are extravagant, tearful, and 
gaſtly,which are (till the figns and ſymptoms cither of a dittempercd brain,a polluted Conſcience 
and Soul, or of both. He knows not to whom, or where, or where nct to go tor remedy herein, 
but fill his hcart is ina mutiny and rebellion with his conſcience, and both of them againit 
God. He is afraid of every Creature he ſecs, and likewiſe of thoſe who ſee hing not. It he look 
back, and perceive any one torun behind him, he thinks it is a Sergeant come to arreſt himz and 
if he chance tg behold any Gentleman in a Scarlet cloak coming towards him, he verily bclicves 
and fears it is a Judge in his Scarlet Robes to arraign and condemn him. He hath not the grace 
togo into a Church, ncr the boldneſs to look up to the Tower thereot, for tear Jeſt the one 
fallow him upalive, and the other fall on him, and cruth him to death: It he walk in2ny 
Woods, Ficlds, or Gardcns, and fee but a lcat wag or a Bird ltir, he isof opinion, they are ſome 
furies or executionerscome to torment him or doth he here any Dog howl, Cat cry, or Ow! 
whoot, or ſcreetch, he is thereat ſo ſuddenly appalled and amazed, as he thinks it to be the 
voice of the Devil, who is come to fetch him away. He will not paſs over any bridge, Brook, or 
River, for fear of drowning, nor over any plank, gate or ſtile, Ictt he ſhould break his neck. The 
kight of his ſhadow is a corrolive to his heart, anda Panique tcrrour to his thoughts, becauſe he 
both thinks and bclieves, that it is not his own, butthe Hangmans 3 and when any one(out of 
charity or pity ) comes to ſee or vilit him, he flies from him, as it Hell were at bis back, and the 
Devil at his heels. The very light of a Rapier ſtabs him at his heart, and the bare thought, or 
name of Poyſon, ſeems to inteEt and kill his Soul 3 and yet miſcrable Wretchrand Miſcreant that 
teis, all this while hChath not the goodneſs to look down into his heart and conſcience with 
contrition, nor the grace to look up to heaven and to God with repentance. The Lady Catherins 
his Mother is wondcrfully perplexed and grieved hereat, and fo are all his Kinstolks and Fr'eads 
inand about B-rr295, who cauſe ſome excellent Phylitiahs and Divines todeal with hin, about ad- 
miniſtering him the means to cure him of this his Lunacy anddittraction, But God will not per= 
mit;that cither the $kilful Art ot thoſe, orthe powertul pertwations ot theſe do as vet prevail 
with him, or perform it. Two Moons have tully hniſhed their celetiial courte, whiles r':us his 
Phrenzice 2nd madnc(s poſſeſieth him 3 and in one of the greateſt, and molt oucragiors nts there= 
of; he ( without wit or guide) runs to St. Sebaſtiano's Church, hads out Father Thom 2s his 
Confeſlor, in privatc and ſcrious contcilion, reveals to him, how he hath poyloned his Brother 
Don Pedro, and alſo murthered Don Monfredo 3 - adding withal, that God (out of his 'ndul gene 
mercy) would no longer permit him to charge his foul with the conccaling thcreot, and then 
begs his Abſolution and Remiſſion tor the ſame. 

His Contefſor (being a religious Church-man) much lamenting, and wondring at the foul - 
neſs of theſe his (C Penitent's) two bloody facts, although he tind more dimhculty than reaſon to 
grant his delire 3 yet enquiringot him, it there were any other accefſary with him in theſe mur- 
thers; and Don Martino freely and tirmly acknowledging to him there was none, but the Devil 
and himſelf : He (after a ſerious check, and religious reprimendo) in hopeof his future contri- 
tion and repentance, gives him a ſharp and ſevere Pennance (though no way an{iverable to his 
aimes) and {o ab(olves him 3 .and yet for the ſpace of at leatt a whole month atter, his Lunacy 
(by the permiſſion of God) ſtill follows him, when ( tor a further trial of his comportment, 
adhop< of his repentance) God is again pleaſed to flack the hand of tis Judgment, and (6 
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frees him from his madneſs and diltraRtion, to ſee whether he will prove Gold or Drofs, | 
Chriſtian or a Devil. 

Not long after this, his Confeſſor, Father Thomas (being Curate of one of the neighbouri 
Pariſhes) falls extream fick of a Plurifie, and ſo dangerouſly fick, that his Phyſician (def Airing 
of his life) bids him prepare his body for death, and his ſoul tor Hcaven and God : Whothe 
revoking to mind ( what he had heard and ſeen) how grievouſly and forrowtully the Lady.

The which he chargeth and conjureth his own 
Siſter Cyrilla, to deliver into her own hands, ſome three dayes after his burial, the which we 
ſhall ſee her ſhortly perform: For the Prieſt, Father Thomas her Brother,lived not three weeks after, 

In the mean time, come we to the Lady Dona Catherina, gþe Mother, who having outwardly 
wept for the death of her eldeſt Son Don Pedre, tor the difobedient flight and clandeſtine marriage 
of her Daughter Cecilianz to Monfredo, who is now murthered, but by whom ſhe knows not, and 
ſecing her {aid Daughter thereby made a ſorrowful Widdow, ſhe (as an indulgenc and kind 
Mother ) forgetting what ſhe had formerly done and been, and now delirous tocomfort her, 
and to be comforted of her, again ſends her Son Don Martino to Valdebelle, to follicite his Sifte 
toreturn and to live with her in Burgos : Who#dereſling this project and reſolution of his Mo 
ther) is very ſorrowful thereat, but ſeeing that ſhe will be obeyed, he rides over to V4ldebel, 
to his Siſter, and there delivereth his Mothers will and meffage to her 3 but in ſuch faintand 
cold terms, as ſhe thereby knows, he 15 far more defirousof her abſence than her preſence, andof 
her ſtay,then her return 3 yea,(and to write the truth of her mind )his ver ylight ſtrikes ſuch flame 
of fear into her heart, and of ſuſpition into her thoughts, that ſhe {till aſſumes and retains herold 
opinion and confidence, that he is the abſolute Murtherer of her Brother Dor Pedro, and her Hus 
band Don Monfredo 3 but herein ſhe now holds it diſcretion to conceal her ſelf to her (elf, and 
ſo gives him kind and reſpectiveentertainment, ſhe prayes him to report her humble duty to he 
Mother, that ſhe will conſider of her requeſt, and either ſend or bring her her.reſolution ſhort- 
ly : But inwardly in her heart and ſoul,ſhe intends nothing leſs, than cither to hazard her content 
upon. the diſcontent of her Mother, or ( which is —_— her lite on the inveterate maliced 
her Brother Don Mertino- 

And now we approach and draw near, to ſce the Judgments and Juſtice of God overtake thi 
our wretched Don Martino, for theſe his two moſt lamentable and bloody murthers. And nov 
hi#Sacred Majelty is tully reſolved to dete@t them, and his Arrow is bent and Sword whettdd, 
to puniſh him tor the ſamez for we muſt underſtand that the very ſame day which her Brother 
Don Mertino was laſt with her at Valdebelle, his Confeſſor, Father Thomas, dicd ; and fone 
three daics aftcr, his Siſter Cyrillz (according to his dying Order) rides over to the Lady Cei- 
liana, anddelivercth her the Prieſt her Brother's Letter, at the reccipt whereof, Cecilians tinds 
different emotions in her Heart, and paiſiuns in her mind : When, going into the next Room, 
the breakes up the Seals, and hnds therein theſe Lines,

El! knowing that the Laws of Heauen are far more powerful and ſacred than thoſe of 

Earth, as I now lye one my death-bead, ready to leave this Life, and to flie into the Arms of 
my Saviour and Redeemer Chriſt Feſis, Tcould not go to my grave in peace, before Thad ſignified ur- 
tothee, that wery lately thy Brother Don Martino, in St. Honoria's Church, delivered unto mein 
Confeſſion , That he had firſt poyſoned thy Brother Don Pedro with a pair of perfumed Gloves, and 
then after murrthered thy Husband Don Montredo with his Rapier in Burgos : And although I mf 
and do acknowledg, that be was in bis fit of Luaancy and Madneſs, when be thus made himſelf s 
witneſs 2gainft bimſelf hereof, yet no doubt the immediate finger and Providence of God led him t2 
this reſolution, as an Att which infinitely tends to His Sacred Honour and Glory. I ſend thee this 
Letter by my Siſter Cyrilla, whom I have ſtritly charged to deliver it to thee three dayes after my 
Burial, becauſe T hold it moſt conſonant to my Profeſſion and Order, that not my Life, but my Death 
ſhould herein violate the Seal of Confeſſion, and thou ſhalt ſhew thy ſelf a moſt Religions and Chri- 
{tian Lady, if thou makg this uſe hereof, that it is not my ſelf, but God who ſends thee this news by 
me.

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Ceciliana having readover this Letter, and therein underſtood and found out that her Brother 
Don Martino is the cruel Murtherer, both of her Brother Don Pedro, and her Husband Don Mon- 
0, her Griet thercat doth fo far overſway her Reaſon, and her Malice and Revenge her Reli- 
jon, as once (he his of a mind to Murther him with her own Hand, in requital hereot 3 but then 
ain ſtrangling that bloody thought in its conception, ſhe vows, that if not by her own Hand 
he ſhall yet infallibly dy by the hand of the Common Executioner : When Love, Pity, Nature. 
Reaſon, Griet, Sorrow, Rage, and Revenge, acting their ſeveral Parts upon the Stage ofher 
Heart, ſhe findsa great combate in her Heart, and reluQtancy in her Soul, what, or what not 
to do herein 3 when with many tcars and Prayers (bythe Advice and Council of God ) the en- 
ters into this conſultation hercon with her ſelf, Alas, unfortunate and ſorrowful Cecilians! It is 
upon no light preſumption, or trivial circumſtances, that I believe my Brother. Martino to bethe 
inhumane Murthercr of my Brother Don Pedro 3 and Husband Monfredo ; for bclides that God 
ever prompted mine heart, and whiſpered my Soul that this was true, yet now here is his own 
Confeſſion to his Goſtly Father, and his Goſily Father's own Letter and Confeffion to me, to 
the Game eftet , evidences and witneſſes, without Exception, as clearas Noon-day, and as 
bright as the Sun in his hoteſt and brighteſt Meridian, Thathe, and only he, was the Murtherer 
of them both : But oh poor Ceciliens (quoth ſhe) to what a miſerable cſtate and perplexity 
hath theſe his bloody fats and crimes now reduced me!

For cxpiation of which his inhumane and bloody crimes,his Judges condemn him to be hanged; 
and his right hand to be firſt cut off and burnt the next morning,at the common place of execys 
tion, notwithſianding that his afflicted and forrowtul Mother (out of the natural and tender af+ 
tection which ſhe bore him) imployed all her Friends and poſſible power, yea, and offered ah 
her own Eſtate and Lands to ſave his Life 3 but ſhe could not prevail or obtain it. So the next 
morning (in obedience tothis his ſentence) this Monſter of Nature, Don Martino, is brought tg 
the common place of Execution, to take his laſt farewel of this lite, and this world : He wag 
clad in a black filk Grograin Sute, with a fair white Ruffe about his neck, and a black Beaver hat 
on his head, which he drew down over his Eyes, that he might acither ſce nor be ſeen of thax 
great concourſe of people there preſent, whocarne to ſee him conclude the laſt ſcene, and Catay 
ttrophe of his life : when after his right hand was cut off and burnt, which held the Rapier, 
wherewuh he murthered Don Manfredo,he then aſcended the Ladder : where the Spectators exy 
pedting ſome repentant and religious ſpeech from him before his death, he reſcmbling himſclf 
( I mean rather an Atheilt than a Chriltian, and rather a Devil than a Man )) as he lived fo he 
would dic, a prophane and graceleſs Villain tor fume ſpeeches he (betwixt his teeth) mum- 
bled to himſelf, but ſpake not once word that could be heard or underſtood of any one : And {6 
molt reſolutely, he himſelf putting the Rope about his neck, although all che people, and cſpe» 
cially two Friers near him, cricd to him to the contrary, he ſaved the Hangman his labour, and 
{o with more haſte and deſparation than repentance, he calt himſelt off the Ladder, and was 
hanged. And thus was the bloody lite and deſerved death of this Hell-hound, and Limb of the 
Devill, Don Martino; and in this fort and manner did the juſt revenge of God triumph o're his 
toul and bloody Crimes 3 which may all true Chriſtians read to Gods glory, and to the inſtrudti- 
on of their own Souls, 

And if the curiolity,of the Reader make him farther deſirous to know what became of the old 
L1Jy Cathcrinz the Mother, and of Dona Ceciliana the Daughter, after all theſe their ditmal and 
difalicrous accidents, I thought good (by the way of a Polt{cript) briefly to add this tor his ſatis-

The Lady Sophia gricvey, and her Son Alphonſo ſtorms at the receipt of this unkind Letter from 
Caſſino, whereby they ſce their hopes of his Necce Eleanora reverſed and fruſtrated 3 and although 
this his flat rctuſal made her of opinon no more to ſtiror intermeddle herein, yet (as Loversare 
impaticnt of der.jals and delayes)fome three wecks after,he prayes his Mother to ride over to Ya- 
cely again to prove Caſſino, and likewiſc to motion (again) and falicite it to Eleana, hoping that 
hcr preſence may purchaſe that which her Letters cannot procure; and he is very defirous and wi 
ling to accompany her himſelt.His Mother Sophia grants both his requeſts z they arrive to Vera, 
where,thc Mother courts the Uncle, and the Son the Neece 3 end although they rind exceeding 
grcat C hear and noble Entertainment, yet in the point of their buſineſs, which is A/phonſ#'s Mar- 
riage to Eleanorz , they find themſelves loſt, and their ſate in vain, and 1o they arc cntorced to 
rcturn to Caſſal with their dehnitive ſentence of Denial, which makes her to bite the lip, and inf 
nitcly gricvcs, and Exaſperates her Son : So now he again cafts off the Cloak of Vertue, and far 
worle then ever, flics to hisold vices and fins, which his Mother with her (weet perſwaſtons and

make one Journy more tor him to Vercely to fee what alterations time may have wrought in the 
hearts of Caſſine and Eleanor 3 but ſhe1s as averſe and wiltu}, as he 15 obftinatc and peremptory : 
And therefore conitantly vows, neither to write; nor Ccver to confer more with them herein. Bute 
this xclolute anſwer of the Mother breeds bad blood in the Son , yea it makes a Mutiny in his 
thoughts, a Civil War in his Heart,and a flat Rebellion in his reſolutions againſt her for the ſame, 
to which the Devil (the Archencuy, and Incendiary of our Souls) blows the Coals : For 
he who hcretotore looked on his Mother with ob<dience and aftetion, cannot (or at leaſt will 
not) {ce her now but with contempt and malice 3 yea, he is fodevoid of Grace, and exempt

This refuſal of Sophia to her Son Alphonſo.and his miſcrable relapſe to Whoredome, Drunken- 
neſs, and ncgle& of Prayer, doth exceedingly diſtemper the Lady Sophia his Mother's {piris, 
and they her body, fo that ſhe is three dayes lick ofa burning-Feaver 3* when to allay the fervour 
of that unacculiomed heat, ſhe cauſerh ſome Almond-1nilk to be made her, the which ſhe com 

ndcth with many cool herbs and othcr wholefom ingredients of that natureand quality.which 
the takes three times each day, at morning, after dinner, and before ſhe goes to bed : Sothe third 
day of her ficknclts , walking in the atternoon in one of the ſhaded Allies of- her Garden with 
her Son. and there with her beſt advice rectitying and directing his reſolutions trom Vice to Ver= 
rue.ſheis unexpectedly ſurpriſed with the ſymprome of her Feaver, when ſiting down, and cau- 
fing her waiting Maid to hold her head in one of the Harbours,ſhe prayes her vonAlphonſo torun 
— Chamber, and to bring her a {mall wicker Bottle of Almond-milk, the which he doth bur 
bloody Villain that he is,nothing can withhold him(but his heart being tempered with inhumani- 
ty and cruelty ) he hr(t pours in his poyfun therein , and then gives 1t her, who, good Lady, 
drinks two greatdraughts thereotz when a {weat preſently over-ſpreading her face,and ſhe begin- 
ing to look pale , he (as a wretched Hipocrite) makes a loud out-cry from the Garden to: the 
Houſe, and calling thcir ſervants to her afſiſtance, he likewiſe calls for a Chair, ſo ſhe is broughe 
to hcr Chamber, 2nd laid in her Bed, and within tew hours atter (as a-vertuous Lady and inno« 
cent Saint) ſhe torſakes this Life and this World tos a better, and the ignorance of her Servants, 
and her bloody Son (drench'd as it were in the rivolets of his 'teigned tears, together with his 


- exceſſive lamentations) do cothn her dead body up ſomewhat privatcly and ſpeedily,ſo that there 


sno thought nor ſuſpicion of Poylon, and thus was the lamentable Murther, and deplorable end 
of this wiſe and 1chigious Lady Sophia committed by her own wretchcd and infernal Son; 
Now this Devil Alphonſo (to (et the better Juſture on his forrows, and the better varniſh and

ſhe was known to be one of the moſt beautiful , fo ſhe was likewiſe reported to be one of the 
wiſett young Ladies of all that City and Country, which together with her own great Eſtate, as 
alſo that 04 ber Uncle Cafſino's, to the full enjoying whereot (in contemplation of her vertues 
and conſanguinity) he had juſtly both deſigned and adopted her his ſole Heir 3 the which made 
her to be ſought in marriage by divers _ gallants of very noblc and chiet houſes 3 moſt where. 
of were ſuperior to Alphonſo, both in blood and wealth, When her Uncle at laſt (with her own 
free affection and conſent ) privately marries her to Seignior Hicronymo Braſciano, a rich and 
brave young Gentleman of Vercely, who was Nephew and Heir to the B.ſhop of that City 3 bur 
he being likewiſe very yourg, the tenderneſs of both their ages diſpenſcd them from as yet lying 
together 3 and both the Bi and her Uncle Caffno (for ſome important reaſons beſt known tg 
themſelves )cauſed this their marriage as yet to be concealed trom all the world with great Privacy 
and ſecrecy 3 he for the moſt part livin with the Biſhop his Uncle at the City of Tarin (which is 
the Court of the Duke of Savoy) and the in Yercely with her Uncle Caſſine: only they viſit each 
other with their Letters, which is all che familiarity that as yet they arcpermitted to reap and 
receive each of other. 

And here the true order of our Hiſtory calls us again , to ſpeak of this degenerate and de. 
bauched Gentleman Alphonſo , who had no ſooner embrued his guilty hands in the inno- 
cent blood of the Lady Sophia his Mother 3 but he then without any turther ſhew of ſorrow, or 
ſight, or ſenſe of repentance for the ſame, again deſperately abandoneth himlelt roll old vices 
and prodigalitics, flaunging it out in brave apparel ( for his mourning weeds he ſpeedily caſt off)

apace : And in the heat and ruffle of theſe his jovial tollics and exorbitant intemperances he be« 
thinks himſelf again of the wealth and beauty of the young Lady Eleanora, and fo (inthe vagi. 
ty of his concecits, and the imbecility of his judgement ) flattering himſelt, that being now 
Lord of all his deceaſed Mothers Lands, and Wealth, her Uncle Cafſino could not refuſe ro give, 
her him in Marriage,not ſo muchas once dreaming, or remembring how platnly and pcrempterily 
both he and ſhe had formerly given him the repulſe 3 To which eftect he dights himſelf and his 
followers in exceeding rich Apparel, and (witha train too worthy of himſelt ) herides over to 

Vercely, and there becomes a moſt iumportunate Suitor both to Caſſino and Eleanora ; hrit ſeeki 

her,and then courting her Uncle for her: But all in vain,tor he puts him off with diſreſpeR, 2 

ſhe reje&s him with diſdain 3 and when yet they ſee, that his importunancy herein paſſeth the 
bounds of reaſon, and exceedeth the limits of diſcretion and civility, then Caſſino tells him plain+ 
ly that his Neece is married 3 and that therefore (in that conſideration) he torbids him his houſe, 
and her company 3 which point of diſcourtelie, and (as Alpbonſo terms it) of diſhonour to him, 
he takes in ſo ill part from Caffino, that exchanging his reaſon into rage, and forgetting himſelfty 
be a man or which is more a Gentleman, or which is moſtof all a Chriſtian, he again firikes 
hands and agrecs with the Devil, and tor meer difpight and rage vows that he will murther Caſe 
ſino: The Devil making him ſtrong in the vanity of this belict and contxdence, that this ſpecch 
and ſuggeltian of his, that his Neece Eleenors is married, is but fabulous and falſe, and that 
if he were once dead, he could not impeach or hinder him from injoying the fair and rich Ele 
nora tohis Wife, which is the ſame prodigious bait and lure whereby Sathan formerly drew, and 


betrayed him to poyſon his Mother : The Devi) ſtill fo cloſcly over-vailing his Conſcience - 


and Soul, and ſo eclipling, and winking his underſtanding and judgment,” that as his hand 
{ his heart is inured , and obdurated to the effuſion of innocent blood, and therefore he will 
not retire with grace,but onwards with impiety to the hniſhing of this crue} Murther of Caffins3 
and although he had an itching defire, and an helliſh ambition likewiſe to effect it by Poyſon, 
yet in regard he was denicdacccſs to his houſe and company, as alſo tar that he was unacquainted 
withany Apothccary or Phyſitian of Vercely, he theretore reſolves with the Devil to doit bya 
Carabine, which many times by night he wore and carried about him, There is nothing caher 
than to do evil 3 and as it is the nature, ſoit is the policy of Sathan, as well ro furniſh us with 
the means, as the matter thereof ; For when we caſt our ſelves from malice to Revenge, and 
from Revenge to Murther, hethen makes us induſtrious, firſt in the contriving, and then in 
the exccution thereof 3 butin the end God will fo ordain, that this helliſh policy ſhall turnto 
milcry. 

Alpborſs's malice againſt Caſſino will give no peace to his thoughts ſo he informs himſclf, that 
every morning and evening he his accuſtomed to walk alone inis Garden , for an hour or twoit 
; his ſpiritualMcditations,and therefore he thinks this a fit place(from ſome adjacent houſe or =_ 
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dow ) to ſhoot at him 3 when being likewife aflured, that there was 2 poor {mall Tavern Cnot 
much frequented: with company) that lay fornewhat near and commodious to Caſſino's Garden, 
he reſplves to make choiſc of that, and there eo give end tothis bloody buſinels, which his heare 
ſomuch defireth 3 fo abandonded by God,and guided and coaduted by the Devil.,he about fox of 
the clock in the evening rides thither,and tying up his Horſe tothe door,he in a diſguiſed ſoit of 
Apparel, pretending there toſtay tora triendot his, which promiſed tocome thither to meet him 
(and having purpolcly ſent away his Servants before him to Cafſst) he goes up into the Chamber, 
calls for Wine and ſomething to cat, the better to favour and colour out his ſtay, there, when 
bolting the Chamber-door to him, he putting aſide (ie paper Caſement, which they uſe in Italy 
two-cxpel the fervency of the Sun ) from thence (according to his former intelligence) plainly 

ceivesCaſſieo walking in his Garden with his Hat in one hand, and his Breviary (or Prayer- 
Look, wherein he-reads) in another : with which he was as buſie with God in his meditations 2nd 
dcvotions, as he was with the Devil in charging his Carbine with a brace of Bullers , and dre(- 
ing of his Fire-lock, and priming ot his powder-touch-hole 3 when, without the leafi {park 
of grace, or tear of God, or his puniſhments, he lets fly at him; and the Devil had made him 
ſo expert a Mark{-man, that, as Caffine was. ſoftly coming on, walking towards the Window, 
wherein he ſecretly and {celerouſly ſtood, both the bullets hit him right in the breaſt, at « lictle 
below the Icft Pap, whereof this harmleſs and —_— old Gentleman Caſino fel! preſently dead 
tothe ground, and none being in the Garden with him (wherein I my ſelf have ſince ſometimes 
beep.) I could not underſtand, that lic had the power or happineſs to ſpeak a word 3 But we ſhall 
ſee, that this inhumane and bloody murtherer, ſhall not go far before the Judgments of God 
will ſarpriſe and overtake him. The manner whereof is thus : 

As ſoon as Alphonſo had given this bloody blow, and ſeen Caffins fall dead to the ground, he 
unbolting the Chamber, preſently reſolves to take horſe and fly away, but God ordained the con- 
trary : For as he had again put up his Carbine into his belt, God preſently ſtruck him into a ftu- 
pied ſwoon, whereot falling to the ground, the noiſe of the fall, the report of his Carabine, 
and rattling of his {word and it, preſently invited the people of the houſe below, to ſee what

@ him with ſudden death, he hnnding this foul and bloody a of his, to lye heavy upon hisſoul 
and conſcience, in this laſt Scene ( as he then thought) of his life, he rather raving than 
ſraking,) in the heat of his madacls and diſtraQtion, cryes out againand again, that he had 
murthered Caffino 3 The which the people of the houſe azeexccedingly aſtoniſhed to underſtand. 
And now by this time Caffino is found dead in the Garden, and (hot through with a brace of Bul- 
lets. So his Neece Eleanors is allintears hereat, and all Vercely reſound of this his lamentable 
murther. When Cſſiao's friends and ſervants make ſpeedy ſearch for the Murtherer, and hnding 


"1 Horſe tycd to this little Tavern door, they find the Man, Wife, and Servants thereofin out- 


ayes and amazcments : So they aſcend the ftairs, find 4Hlphonſo in bed, with his Carbine by him 
onthe Bench, and his clothes on the Table, *examining the People of the Houſe, they report 
bthem this ſaddain accident of his ſwooning, and thereinof his confeſſion of the murtherin 
o« Caffino 3, fo they all praiſc and gloritie God, inthat they have ſo ſoon, and readily, fund 
outthe inhundane Author and Actor of this bloody Murther. 

But here, before 1 procced tarther, I (in the name and tear of God )do requeſt and invite the 
Reader totake notice of another remarkable (I may fay miraculous circumſtances of God, mer- 
and glory, which likwile appears in this ditetionand confeſſion of Hlpbonſs, to be the cruel 
murtherer of this innocent, harmleſs Gentleman Caſino 3 for he being no better than diſtracted 
of his wits, before God had cauſed and brought him to confeſs it, which clſe he had never done, 
but that in the agony and anxiety of his ſtupid ſpirits, he (as I have tormerly (aid ) thought 
kim(ſclf on the point and brink of death, and no ſhaddow of hope left him, either of this life or 
this World: Then, I fay, as ſoon as he had conteffed it, God in his good pleaſure and provi- 
dence preſently reſtored him again to his perfect healch, frengeh, and memory, ſo that being put 
mnind, and again TER his contcthon, and ſecing the imminency ot his danger by the 
preſence of Caſſrs triends and ſervants, who were there preſent about his Bed, to apprehend 
ad carry him away to Priſon for the ſame 3 he now with tears agd bitter oaths, and curles, de- 
Gines and recants what he hath formerly (poking thereof, and rather as a Devil than a Chriſtian, 
alofty and praud ſpecchcs liands upon the terms of his juſtification, alledging and — to 
tnem 
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them farther, that what he had formerly confeſſed, or faid to them, concerning the murther of 
2, proceeded from the diſtemperature of his heart and brains, in that of his diſtraction, or 
clic from the deluſions and temptations of the Devil, and no otherwiſe. But his own conf 

the teſtimony of thoſe of the who heard it, and the reſt of the perſumptions and circum» 
ſtances are ſo pregnant and apparent, that he is the undoubted murtherer of Caſino, as they 


' believe not what he now fays im kis own be half and Apology,or that it is any way the deluſions 


of the Devil,but the good pleaſure of God, which t him to this detection and convidionof 
himſelf for the ſame : So —_——_ to his r and Oaths, they enforce him to draw on 
his apparel, and then by order of the criminal Judges, they that night commit him to Priſon, 
where -the Devil having brought him , he now leaves him to himtelf, and to his own miſery 
and confuſion, which it is tobe believed, that the Lord hath ordained ſhall ſpecdily befall him, 

The next morning this Monſter of Nature Alphonſo, is called to his arraignment, where being 
by his Judges, charged with this foul murther, the Devil hath as yet ſo obdurated his heart, as 
he not only denies it, but conteſts againſt it with yehemency and execrations. So the Vintner 
and his Wife, and Servants, are produced againſt him'as witnefſes, who acknowledg and confeh 
his own confeſhon thereof, as allo _—_— of his Carbine, and the vicinity of their houſe, 
and proſpect from the Chamber wherein he was, ' to Caſſino's Garden, wherein as he was walki 
he was ſhot to death, When the mournful and forrowful Lady Eleanors, is likewi 
brought forth as a witneſs againſt him, who informs his Judges, » a Alpboaſo was a moſt im- 
poerupgee Sutor to her, both in his Mother's houſe at Cafſal, as alſo at her deceaſed Uncle's hoyſe, 

ere in Vercely; adding withal, that (in her heart and foul) ſhe verily believes him to be the 
murtherer of her (aid Uncle. But till he denies it with choler and indignation: Whereupon,the 
preſumptions and circumſtances hereof, being more apparent to his Judges, than the know! 
of this truth, they adjudg him to the Rack, where, at che very firſt eqrments thereof, he wi 
tears confeſicth it 3 and God is now ſo merciful to his foul, as he ſeems to be very ſorrowful and 
repentant thereof : So they ſeeing him guilty, pronounce ſentence againſt him, the next dayto 
have his hcad cut off for the ſane 3 and that night the Judges (out of their honourable zecalto 
charity and picty) ſend him ſome Friers to priſon to him, to direct his ſoul to Heaven 3 who wil- 
ling him to disburthen his conſcience and foul of any other capital crime, which he might have 
committed in all the courſe of his lite, to the end that it might not hinder her paſſage and tranſ- 
migration trom Earth to Heaven 3 Hethen and there reveals to them, how he had alſo fo 
poyloned his own Mother, the Lady Sophia, at Caſſal ;» for the which he likewiſe craved abſoly- 
tion bothof them and God. Whereat his Judges are exceedingly amaz'd and aſtoniſh'd, to fees 
Gentleman io degenerate, inhumane, and bloody, asto be the death of his own Mother, of 
whom formerly he had received his lite. 

The day following (according to his ſentence ) Alphonſo is brought to the place of executi- 
on, clad in a black ſute of Silk Grograin, and a falling Band, where aſccnding the Scaffold, and 
drawn to much humility and contrition, By his ſecular Prieſts and Friers, he in preſence of a great 
concourſe of people, there made this ſhort ſpeech. That theſe two murthers of his, and cſpe- 
cially that of his own Mother, the Lady Sophia, were {© odious in the fight of God and Man, 
Cat heacknowledged, he no longer deſerved to tread on the-face of the Earth, or to look up to 
Heaven, That he knew not juſtly, .whercunto to attribute this infamy and miſery of his, but to 
his continual negle& and omiſſion of prayer, whereby he baniſhed himſelf from God, and therc- 
by gave the Devil toogreat an intereſt over his body and ſoul ; that hedefired God to forgive him 
thelc his two foul and bloody crimes of Murther, as alfo that of the negle& of Prayers 3 and {@ 
(with tcars in his cycs) beſoughr all who were there preſent, likewiſe to pray unto God for him: 
When again beſceching the vertuous young Lady a, to forgive him the murther of her 
good old Unelc Caſſino, he often making the ſign of the Crols, and recommending himſelf into 
the hands of his Redeemer, bad the Executioner do his Office, who preſently with his Sword {e- 
vered his head from his body, and both were immediatly burnt, and the aſhes thrown into the Ri- 
ver of Ticino, . without the wallsof Vercely, _—_ his Judges were once of opinion, to ſend 
his aid hc2d and body to CASSAL, forthe Judges ot that place todo their pleaſure theres 
with, for there poyſoning of his own Mother, the Lady Sopbia. 

And thus wasthe miſerable (and yet deſerved) death and end of this bloody and execrable 
Genelcman Alpbonſo, and in this ſort did the judgments and puniſhment of God befal him ? For 
theſe his two molt inhumane, and deplorable Murthers. May God of his infinite grace and 
mercy, ſtill fortitie and conhrm our faith by conltant and continual prayer (the want whereof 
was the fatal Rock whereon ke periſhed) that ſo we may ſecure our ſelves in this World, and 


er ſouls in that to come. 
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PontChauſey kills La Roche in s Duel. Quatbriflon cauſeth Moncallicr ( an Apothecary) to poy» 
fon bis own Brother Valfontain. Moncallier after falls and breaks bis neck,, from s pait of Stairs. 
Quatbriflon likewiſe canſeth bis Father's Miller, Pierot, to murther and ftrangle we in her 
Bed, and to throw ber body into the Mill-Pond. Picrot the Miller is broken alive on a Wheel, and 
Quatbriſſon firſt bebevded, then barnt for the ſame. - 


E may truely afhrm, That the World is in her wane, when Murther is become the 

practice of Chriſtians, which indeed is the proper Office of the Devil; and how fre- 

quently thoſe wofuf accidents happen, we cannot thjnk of, but with much horrour 3 

we remember, but with grief of mind, and compaſſion of heart : for is it not to make our ſelves 

vitul Traitors and Rebels to God, tov violate his Divine Majeſty, in ſpoiling his true Image 

udreſerrſblance ? Yea, is it not the High-way of Hell ? But that this —_ ours produceth 

fich Monſiers of Nature, read we but this enſuing Hiſtory, and it will enform us of much in- 
went blood ſhed, we know not whether more willfully or wickedly, 

Its not unknown, that the Province of Little Britain was ( long ſince ) annexed and uni” 
tothe flouriſhing Kingdome of France, by the marriage of Charles the Eighth, with Anne 
bt young Dutcheſs thereof, notwithſtanding that ſhe was formerly contracted to Maxi- 
lar Arch-duke of Awftriz_): Where we ſhall underſtand, that in the City of anne (formerly 
we Court and Reſidence of thoſe Brittiſh Dukes ) there of late years dwelt a Noble Gentleman 
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(of rich Demeins and Revenues) termed -Monlicur de Caerftaing, who by his Wife Msdamoyſel, 
de le Ville Blanche, had two Sons , the eldeſt named by his title , Monſieur de Seatbriſſon ; ang 
the youngeſt, Monſieur de Valfontain, The fir{taged of twenty four years, being (ſhort and cox. 
pulent 3 the ſecond of twenty, being tall and ſlender 3 both of them brave and hopeful Gentle. 
men, as well in their outward pernages as in the inward perteQions 4nd endowmengs of 
their minds : for in all reſpe&s;-wve care affection of their Parents had made their edy. 
cation anſwergble to their births.. pon (he the moſt part ) liveqin the City of Nan, 
( the ſecond of that Dutchy) withan Unkleot tis, named Monſieur de Manfie, being Preſiden 
of the King's Chamber of Accounts-which-is. kept there 3 who frequented the Ball or publike 
Dancings ( whereunto the youth of France are generally addicted) -amongſt” many other ex. 
cellent Beauties where with that City is graced, and thoſe paſtimes and meetings honoured ; he 
ſces a young Gentlewoman (being a ſtranger, and newly come to the City ) to intinitely rich 
in the excellencies of natureand he treaſureof lovelineſs and beauty, as ( with a kind of impe- 
rious commanding pewer) ſhe attracts all mens eyes to behold , to admire, to affe her, Sx; 
although Valfontaines youthful heart and years had never yet ſtooped or ſacrificed to Love, 
yet at the very firſt ſight of this ſweet young:Gentlewoman , (whoſe name we ſhall nor go 
far to know ) he cannot retain his enamoured eyes from gadding on the Roſes, and ranging og 
the Lillies of her ſweet complexion , nor his reſolutions from enquiring what her name and 
her {elf wasz when being informed that ſhe was the only Daughter and Heir of arich and 
noble Gentleman, a Widdower, termed Monficur de Pennelle, of the Pariſh of Saint A 
four leagues from the City, and her name Madamoyſelle La Pratiere, of the age of ſome ſever- 
teen: he at the very fight likes her ſo well, and loves herfo dearly, that (it her interior vir- 
tues come not tos ſhort of her exterior beauty and feature) he vows he will be her Sutor and 
Servantz and {@ heattempts tocourt and ſcek her for his Wite. 

:, Towhich end he (more like a Tutor than a Pupil in the Art and School of Love) isfo fr 
from negleRting any , as he curiouſly and carefully ſeeks all opportunities and occaſions t 
enjoy the felicity of her company, and fo (for the moſt part) he conducts her to and from 
the Dancings, fits and talks with her in her Lodgings, meets her at Church, where as wel 
at Veſpers as Maſs , he accompanies and prayes with her; and (briefly) ſhe can difficultly he 
preſent any where, where he is long abſent from her : tor by this time (which is ſcares 
month ſince he firſt ſaw her) her peecrleſs beauty, and unparallel'd virtues and diſcourſe, har 
ated ſuch amorous wonders in his heart, as he vows he mult cither live her Husband , or di: 
her Martyr. But fee the Providence and pleaſure of God for if Valfontaine tenderly loveou 
ſweet and fair La Pratiere, no leſs doth ſhe him : for knowing him tobe the Son of his Father, 
and thereforc a Gentlemanof noble extraction and worth 3 and ſeeing him to be wiſe, dil 
creet, and proper 3 as allo, remembering and marking, that he frequently and infinitely affe$ 
her; ſhe is ſo delighted with his neat feature and perſonage, and raviſhed with the melody of his 
diſcourſe, as albeit at firſt her tongue be fo civil and modeſt to conceal her affeQion fran 
him 3 yet hereyes (the Ambaſſadors of her heart) cannot but in dumb Eloquence, and filent 
Rethorick, bewray it him. Soas Ctoomit the gifts, preſents, and cſpecially the letters which 
interchangeably paſt between them) and which indeed powerfully affiſted to the ſympathi- 
fing and cementing of their youthful affections, it ſufficeth that we take notice and know- 
ledg, that Yalfontain's preſence was La Pratiere's delight 3 and the enjoying of her company, 
his telicity and glory, and that ſhe in life and death would remain his obedient and faithful 
Wife, and he her faithful and loving Husband 3 only ſhe prayes him carefully and reſpe&tully 
to conceal her affetion to him, and fo likewiſe to obſerve her Father in {ecking his conſent to 
their marriage, the which he promiſeth her ſhortly to perform: for as ſoon as La Pratior 
hath left Nantes, and purpoſely retired her ſelf home to her Father's houſe, at Saint Adrgnas, 
Valfontaine is not many dayes behind her , where he acquaints her Father Pennelle with his 
affection to his Daughter, ſeeks herin Mazriage, requeſteth his conſent - and with many re 
ſons fairly and diſcreetly endeavoureth to enduce him thereunto , where for three or four 
dayes he takes up his lodging and reſidence, under pretence to court the Daughter, whom he 
knows he hath ads won 3 but hisſute is no way pleaſing, but diſtaſteful, to Pennelle 3 who 
alchough he knew that Monficur de Caerftaing his Father ( as well for Lands as Blood ) is every 
way rather his Superior than his Equal z yet becauſe his Daughter, La Pratiere, is his only child 
and Heir , and Valfontaine but a Cadet (or younger Brother ) 3 therefore covetouſne(s makes 
him aſſume this reſolution, that he will have none of him for his Son-in-law : but this reaſon 
and concluſiory he conceals to himſelf, and ſo (in general terms) gives Valfontaine a cold and 
averſe anſwer , little better in effe&t than a flat denial: and thus for his firſt journey , Vs 
Fontaine takes leave of kis ſweet La Pratiere, and no way doubting but that his ſecond . 
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her will prove leſs diſtaſteful, and more fortunate , he leaves Nantes , and rides home to Vannes, 

pcing arrived at Vaunes, he acquaints his Father and Mother with his affection and ſuit to 
Madamoyſelle La Pratiere, the only Daughter and Heir C as we have heard) of Monſienr de 
Peanelle , of Saint Argnaw, whcreunto ( becauſe they knew him to be rich and noble, and his 
Daughter fair and virtuous) they give good approbation and allowance z when Valfontaine 
praying his Father to ride over to Monſieur de Pennelle, to contcr with him: about this buſineſs ; 
whoſe preſence, hc hoped, will effeZt that with him, which he tears and knows his poor power 
cannot, But his Father, although he be very glad to procure his Son's advancement and con - 
tent by this Match z, yet being ac the time much troubled with the Gout, hc excuſcth himſclf 
upon his own indiſpolition, and ſodefers off the journy toanother time, V alfontain mithng ot 
bis Father, deems it rather expedient, than impertinent, tointreat his Brother Quatbriſſon here« 
in, to whom he tully relates what hath palt between Pennelle and himſclt 3 but withal, conceals 
upon what terms he. ſtands with Lz Pratiere, or that the is any way his, or hc hcrs, cithcr by 
contract or promiſe, to the end that hemay have no juſt cauſe cithcr to tax her immodetiy , 
or condemn her indiſcretion, in ſo ſuddenly giving her felf ro him, @eathriſſox very willingly 
yiclds to his Brother's requeſt 3 when (followed-with a train and <quipage auſwerable to theis 
rank and quality, and armed with their Father's Letter to Monſieur de Peanelle ) they take 
borſe and ride to Saint Argnaw, Now as it is the error ( nor nature) of Lovers to be ftill un- 
ſecret Secretaries, in delighting to ta!k and prartle of their Miltrcſs , whom they eſteem 
their Sovcrign good , and chict tclicity, So all the way between Vannes and Saint Argnaw, 
Valfontaine could neither retrain , nor reſtrain his rongue trom painting torth La Pratiere 
in all the exccllency of her praiſcs , and from extolling hcr beauty and pertedtions above 
the skics 3 yea he ran focurious adiviton, and ſoamplea comment on the wonders and rarity 
of her beauty, that his verbal relation already prepared his Brothcr's cycs to behold a female 
Malter- piece of Nature in Ls Pratierez but being arrived at hcr Father's Houſe (2 little before 
Dinner-time) and ſeeing and falucing firſt him , then her, at the very hrſt encounter and ſight 
his coſts are fo ſurpriſcd with the tweetnels of her countenance, and fotaken with the ex- 
quiſitencls of her feature , as he now finds that his Brother's report and praiſes of her, come 
mhaitely ſhort of the dignity and excellency 6t her beauty. 

Dinncr being ended, Quathriſſon delivered his Father's Letters to Pennelle; with whom 
making a ſlight and ſuperticial conference concerning his Erothers affetion and ſuit to his 
Daughter, he turns from him to her, who dying her milk-white cheeks with a roſcate bluth 
toentertain him, he raviſhed with the delicacy ot ſo amorous an encounter, and ſweet object, 
could nor likewiſe retrain from bluſhing to ce her bluſhz when cnquiring of her, if ſhe plea» 
ſed to take the air of the Garden (where her Father and her Brother where already gone and 
attended them), and lhe replying that his pleaſure therein ſhould be hers; he taking her by her 
band, conducts her thither z where Valfontain in civility pupoſcly walking aloof off, becauſ:: 
he hoped and afſurcd himfclf , that his Brother Muatbriſſon now meant ct{tually to ſpeak 
with his Miltrc(s in his bchalf, there being then no witneſſes to their conterence , but only tho 
fwect Quiriſtersof the woods (the Thrulhes and Nightingals ) who purpoſely and pleaſantly 
ate one every buſh and trce, to.dclight them with their melliffuous miclody the very firlt 
words he adminiliercd and dirceted to her, was, That it ſhe plcafcd to ſwear h:r tongue to ſe- 
crefie to what he ſhould now ſay and dcliver to her, Ic would reveal her a fecret which ſhould 
lafinitely import her good. La Pratiere ( wondering at the nature of Qratbriſſon's tirſt ſpeech 
and requelt, and what it might mean and concern) itooe a little while mute and tilent, not know- 
ing what to conceive thereot, much leſs what toanſ{wer thereto. But at laſt conſidering, that Val- 
futain was her Lover, and Qzathbriſſon his Brother, the imagined there was ſome plot ſecretly 
compacted betwcen them , that it her Father would not condelcnd to theirdetires , that they 
had then reſolved.to fieal her away from him, and 4o to make it aclandeſtine marriage 3 
Whercupon (her aficction being defirous to know the certainty hereof, and her curiolity am- 
bitious to ſee this abltruſe myliery unlocked )) ſhe grants him his requeſt, vowing to impoſe 
ſecrecy to her tongue in what he ſhould deliver or intrutt her with, When, he kiſſeth her, 
and evaporating many tair-tctched ſighs (as the Heralds to proclaim his affetion) he tells her, 
That her incomparable beauty hath captivated his thoughts, and made his heart both her tri- 
bunal , and her priſoner 3 that he envies his Brother's happineſs, in having the hongur to ſec 
her bctorc himſelt. That as he is the Superior in years, fo he is inaffetion to her 3 ad that he 
knows his Brothex is as unworthy ot her, as himſelt worthity beſtowed on her : Lz Pratiere 
( whoſe affection and tioughts ran a direct contrary Career , leaſt dreaming of that 
which ſhc is now enforced to underſtand ) is fo afficted , and withall fo incenſed at 
theſe unexpected ſpecches of @ratbrifſon's, that ( her paſſion giving a law to her civility ) 
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caſting a ſnow-white veil over her crimſon cheeks, and bending her brow ( in whoſe turrows 
ie ſeemed that diſcontent and choler fate now triumphant ) her affetion is too (incere and 
entire to Valfontain, as ſhe returns his diſcourtcous Brother, Qwatbriſſon, this thort and ſharp 
anſwer : Quathriſſon (quoth ſhe) to have offered this unkindneſs of yours to your friend, had 
been ignoble ingratitude 3 but todo it to your own Brother, can be no leſs than treachery ; 
and therefore this know from me, thatI eſteem your primogenitureſhip as inferiour to Voalfon. 
tain's Vertues, as they are in all reſfefts ſuperiour to yours 3 and had you not tied and wedded 
my tongue to ſilence, I would now preſently publiſh it to the world, to the admiration and 
deteſtation of all good men and fo ( with a look ingendred from choler, and derived from 
diſdain ) the haſtily and ſuddenly trips away from him, leaving him alone in the garden to his 
Muſes 3 Qwatbriſſon biting his lip at this ſharp repulle of La Pratiere, is yet reſolute not thus 
to leave her 3 when hoping to find her Fathermore tractable and propitious to his ſuir, than his 
Davghter, he ſeeks him out, and in fair terms informs him of his 2fe&ion and love to her, 
and that ( notwithſianding his Brothers reſearch of her }) he himſelf infinitely dclireth her 
to be his own Wife. Old Pennelle ( being more covetous of his Davghter's Preterment, than 
any way careful of her content) gives an attentive and pleaſing ear to this motion of Quat- 
briſſon, and is ſo delighted with the melody of his ſpecches, as already in heart ke witheth her 
married to him 3 but how to anſwer or give content to Valfontain, he knows not, 

Now the better to effect, and to compals this match, ſo much wiſhed of &watbriſſon, and 
deſired of Pennelle, he ( in the abſence of Valfontain) ſends for his Daughter into his Cloſer, 
ſhews her what preferment and happineſs is now offer'd her, it the will forſake Valfontain and 
accept of his elder brother Qwatbriſſen tor her Husband, La Pratiere (both moved and gricy. 
& with this her Fathers propolition and ſpeeches) very humbly beſeecheth him, that it cver 
he will reſpect her content, or regard her life, that Valfantzin may be her Husband, and not 

wthriſſon, becauſe ſhe confeſſeth the loves the younger Brother, but that ſhe neither can nor 
will affect the Elder. Now although this her reſolute and obttinate anſwer, do exceedingly afs 
fict and grieve her Father, yet hoping that a little tinie will prove capable todraw her to his 
deſires, he ſecretly bids @uatbriſſon to ride home to Pannes, and to take his Brother with him, and 
ſhortly after to return again to Saint Argnaw without him, and that he ſhall find na cauſe to 
fear, or reaſon to doubt, but that he ſhall enjoy his Miltreſs 3 the managing whereof he 
prays him to refer to his care in his abſence, Thus we ce the Father and Daughter differently 
affeted 3 he loves Quatbriſſon and not Valfontain ; and ſhe Valfontgin, but not ®wathriſſon ; who 
grieving as muck art the Daughter's refuſal , as he rejoyceth at the Fathers conſent, He 
now venteth his malice on the innocency, and his treachery on the integrity of his Brother, 
by acquainting him that he had uſcd his beſt power and art of ſolicitation towards Pennele; 
and that he tindsit impoſſible to draw him to reaſon : adding withal, that he is fo far from 
conſenting that he ſhall obtain his Daughter in marriage, as (upon the whole) in terms 
enough clear and apparent, he futurely denies him acceſs to his houſe : Wherefore Brother 
{ quoth he ) becauſe I ſee withgrict that you ſtrive againſt the ſtream, and that in all actions 
and accidents whatſoever, the ſhorteſt errors are till beſt, let us to morrow take horſe and 
away. and let this indiffcrency be your reſolution , That if God have decreed it ſhall be a 
match, it then will be 3 otherwiſe not. Valfontain*s heart bleeds at Pennelle's averſeneſs and 
cruelty, and his cycs oycrffow with tears, ſo ſoon to forſake the fight and company of his Daugh- 
ter, of his dear and fair Mifireſs La Pratiere z but being ignorant of all his Brother's paſſages 
and treacheries intended and meant towards him, he holds it folly to impugn or contradi& his 
pleaſure, and fo reſolves to leave Saint _— and depart home with him to Vannes. 

Our fair La Pratiere, ſceing, all things bent to croſs her deſires, and her Valfontain's wikhes, 
ſhe ( out of her tender affection to him ) reſolves to give him a private meeting and confe- 
rence 3 when that very night (as her Father and his Brother were in their beds ſoundly ſleep- 
ing) ſhe ſends for him into her Chamber, where feeing him extreamly penſive and forrowful, 
ſhe bids him be cheartul and couragious 3 tells him, that he hath no reaſon to deſpair, but to 
hope, for that in life and death ſhe will be his, and only his; and then informs him, that ins 
ſtantly upon his arrival at Vannes, ſhe will write and ſend him a Letter, wherein ſhe will ac- 
quaint him with the paſſage of a buſineſs, whereof he neither can conceive or dream; conjus 
ring him now to enquire no farther what it is, for that her tongue was enjoyned to ſecrelie, 
aud ſworn to filence 3 and fo (with much chat, and more Kiſſes) he giving her a Diamond- 
Ring from his finger, and ſhe him a pair of Pearl-Bracelets from her arms, in token of 
their mutual conſtancy and affeion each to other, they ( infinitely againſt their minds) are 
enforced to take leave cach of other, and the ſucceeding morn being come, the two Brothers 


prepare and diſpoſe themſelves for their journy, 
When 
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When Breakfaſt ended, according as it was concluded between Pennelle and Quatbriſſon, Pen« 
zelle takes Yalfontain alide to a window, 2nd in ſhort terms prays him henceforth to forbear 
his houſe, and refrain his Daughters company, for that he hath provided another Husband 
for her fo having ſ(cvcrally and folemnly taken their Congees, hrit of the Father , and then 
of the Laughter, they take Horſe and away. Now as they are riding home towards Vinnes, 
2s it is a (cnlible and heart-killing grict to La Pratiere, fo ſoon to be deprived of her Valfon- 
tain's dear and fweet companys fo again, ſhe cannot retrain trom ſmiling, to ſce how ingratc- 
fully and ſubtilly @watbriſſon goes to work to betray his Brother, in ſceking, to obtain her tor 
himſ{cit in marriage 3 but meaſuring the integrity ot the one, by tke treachery of the other ; 
and likewiſe rcemembring her promiſe to Valfontain, to write to him at the er:d of two dayes 
after their departure, ſhe (by a conhdent Meflenger) accordingly ſcnds him this Letter,

Y Promiſe owes you this Letter , whereby I give you to underſtand , that I know not whether 
M 10:4 hawe greater cauſe to love me, or hate your Brother Quatbriſlon, in regard be vows be 
offelis me dearer than your ſelf, and bath attempted to rob you of your Wife, and conſequently me of 
wy Hucband : and as this is ingratitude in a friend, ſo it muſt needs be treachery in a Brother, 1 
have beard bis Courting, and ſeen Bis Complements tending that way, but for your ſake Treliſh thoſe 
with diſtaſte, theſe with neglet&i, and himſelf with contempt and diſdain. He bath won my Father to 
bis will ; but reft you confident (my dear Valtontain) that he neither can nor ſhall draw me to bis defire: 
And becauſe true affetion, eſpecially in accidents of this nature, cannot ſtill be exempt of Fear, there- 
fme if any ariſe or ingender in your thoughts, let this diſſipate and diſpel it, That altbough my Father 
have baniſhed you bis houſe, yet his Daughter is (till death) conſtanzly reſolved to retain and oberiſh 
you in ber heart, and none but you. Manage this your Pratiere's advice with diſcretion towards my 
Father, and not with choler towards your Brother , and be but a little time a patient Speftator of my 
effedion and conſtancy to you,, and you ſhall aſſuredly ſee him att bis oron ſhame and your glory ;, bis 
offlition, your content and deſire.

Valfontain having received and read this Letter, the baſe ingratitude and foul treachery 
of his Brother Q#atbriſſon, doth extreamly aMict and torment him 3 yea, the knowledge and 
remembrance thercot , throws him into ſuch paſſions of choler and tumes of revenge, as 
once he reſolved to right himſelf on him by —_— him a Challenge, and hghting, with him 3 
vwing that the Bonds of Nature were not by far {o ftrong, as thoſe of affection 3 and that his 
Kother having given the tirlt cauſe of offence and breach of amity betwixt them, it was no 
marvel that he took that courſe, and preferred that form of proceeding to any other, But then 
again contid?ring his dear L2 Pratiere's injunction and prohibition from choler, this laſt rea- 
bn overſwaycd and prevailed againſt his former reſolution 3 when knowing hirmſelt infinite- 
ly obliged to her for her courtctic and conſtancy, fo {weetly expreſſed to himir, this her Let- 
ter, he can do no leſs thanreturn her an anſwer thereot in requital 3 the which he doth by 
ter own Mcſſcnger in theſe terms.

P all men in the world, T leaſt thught that my Brother Quatbriſſon would have proved my Ri- 
val in attempting to love yore 3 becauſe he perfetily knows , 1 affeti you far dearer than the 
whole werld 3 yea, this Erronr, ( or as you juſtly term it, this Treachery ) of his , is ſo odious, fo 
trange to me,- 48 it had far exceeded my belief, if your affettion and conſtancy had not ſo courteouſly 
wealed it t9 me in your Letter, the which T both bluſhed and palled to peruſe, Neither is it any 
thanks to hint, that he miſſed of his deſire, in miſſing of you 3 rather to your vertuous ſelf, which diſta« 
ted bis Courting and Complements for his oven ſake, and diſdaining him for mine. Dear and ſiveet La 
Praticre, in that my Brother hath won your F ather, I exceedingly grieve , but in that I have not loſt his 
Danzbter, 1 far more triumph and rejoyce. But why think, I of loſing you, futh to call your con- 
fancy in queſtion , is no 1:ſ} than to prophane your affedlion and my judgement , and ſo to make my 
Jef both uncapable and unworthy of you : for how can my love to you retain any ſpice or ſpark of. fear, 
fir that being baniſhed your F ather's Houſe, Iam yet ſo happy to recover ſo ſafe an Harbour and $ an- 
try, yea, ſo precious « Temple , as your heart : In which regard its every way fit, that your Re- 
ptr ſhould be to me commands : for otherwife my Sword bad already called me Coward, if by this 
Yy 3 time 
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time I bad not called my Brother to a ftrift and ſevere account for this bis treachery. I will ſtill obſery 
your Father with reſpeft, though be refuſe to reſpect me with obſervance : and for my ingrateful an 
treacherous Brother, he may att his own ſhame and affliftion, but cannot conduce to content our defire, 
becauſe that muſt ſolely proceed from your ſelf 5, ſth in the ſweet enjoying of you to my Wife, confi 
the only content of my life, and the chiefeſt of all my earthly felicity,

Some two dayes after that La Pratiere was made joyful with this anſwer of her Valfontaine, 
the hath again ſorrowful news of vatbriſſon's arrival to hcr Fathers houſe at Saint Argnan, 
who had purpoſely given it out to his Brother Valfontain at Vannes, that he rides to Aennbm, 
He here rencws his late ſute to the Father and Daughter , but he tinds them both in the ſaws 
humours and reſolutions he left them 3 he willing, and the coy 3 he delirous to have him his 
Son-in-law, and ſhe reſolute never tomake him, but his Brother Valfontaine, her Husband, KH: 
proffereth her many rich gifts and preſents, and a blank to write down what Joynture ſhe 
pleaſeth to demand 3 but ſhe peremptorily retuſeth it all, and bids him beſtow it on ſome 
other, on whom it may find better acceptance 3 yea I may fately ſay, and truely affirm, that 
their affe&ions are more oppolite and contrary than their Sexcs 3 for «he more he ſees her, he 
loves her; and the oftner ſhe beholds him, the more ſhe hates him : fo that when he a 
rently perceives, that ſhe deeply vowes to her Father and himſelf, cnly to marry his Bro 
Valfontaine or hex Grave, he ſeeing his labour tor the time preſent lolt, and his affection to 
her in vain 3 having nothing left tocomfort him againſt the repulſe of this amorous ſute, bu 
the conſtant friendſhipof her Father, he ſorrowtully takes his lcave of them, and rides hone 
to Vonnes; bit as cloſe as he bears this his journcy from his Brother Valfontaine, yet La Pre 
tiere holds her (elf bound to fignihe it to him, the which the very next day (ſhe doth by her fe 
cond Letter, which ſpeaks thus : 


LA PRATIERE to VALFONTAINE. 


I Hold it a part of my duty and affettion, to advertiſe you, That theſe two dayes I have been agait 
importunately haunted and ſolicited by your unkind Brother, Quatbriſſon, for marriage; but k 
hath found my firſt anſwer to be my ſecond and laſt ; yea, I have ſo nipt his vain hopes in their bloſſows, 
by ſignifying to bim and my F ather my infallible reſolution either to wed you or my Grave, as I thick 
( except their hopes betray their judgements ) the one it aſſured, and the ouher confident, that time wil 
make it apparent to the world, that my words will prove deeds, and that the laſt will make the firſt n- 
al. "But if your ſaid Brother will yet notwithſtanding further exerciſe bis folly in my patience , and þ 
make himſelf as ridiculous to me, as to you he is treacherow : I out of the dear affeltion and tendn 
reſpect which I bear you, will then fall on my knees to my Father, to haſten his conſent to our marriag 
that in ſeeking my content, you may therein find your own : and this is my reſolution , wherewith if 
yours concur and ſympathize, Heaven may, but Earth ſhall not croſs our deſires.

Valfontaine receives this ſecond Letter from his Miſtreſs with ſmiles and frowns 3 with 
ſmiles to ſee her inviolable conſtancy and affection 3 with frowns, to behold his Brother Quat- 
briſſon's continual malice and treachery towards him 3 the which conſidering (as alſo becauſe 
it ſo nearly concerns him), he reſolvestotax him thereof, and to ſee whether (by fair requeſts 
and perſwalions) he may reclaim him from affeting his fair and dear La Pratiere, and fo to 
give over his ſute to her 3 but firlt he knows himſelt indebted and obliged to return her an 
anſwer to this her laſt Letter, the which he doth in theſe terms : 


VALFONTAINE to LA PRATIERE, 


T is every your affetlion no way your duty ( ſweet La Praticre _) which again advertiſeth me 
1] of my Brother Quatbriſſon's perſeverance in bis treachery towards me, by ſeeking to betray and 
kereave me of your ſelf, in whom my heart and _ imparadiſe their moſt ſovereign earthly 
felicity 5 and your reſolution in nipping bis hopes, and your Father's will , by elefling me or yout 
Grave for your Huchand, doth ſo raviſh my heart with joy, and ſo wrap my conceits in att extaſie of ſowt6 
content, as I am confident God hath reſerved La Pratiere, to be Valfontaine's ſweet Wife, and be ts 
be ber dear Hughand, But as I kaow not whether my unkind and treacherous Brother will yet -4 
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ther hewray you his folly, in exerciſing your patience with his importunity \ ſo to ſave you that labour 
andpennance, which for my ſake and love you are ready to impoſe on your ſelf, I am both ready and ve-* 
ſolved, not only to fall on my knees to your Father , but alſo to your ſiveet ſelf, that our marriage be 
baftened : for, as your reſolution herein is, and ever ſhall be mine: ſo our hearts and thoughts ſympa- 
thizing in theſe wiſhes, I hope that both Heaven and Earth have reſolved not to croſs, but ſhortly to 
conſummate and finiſh our deſires, ;

He having thus diſpatched and {cnt away his Letter to his ſweet and fair Miſtreſs, he how 
reſolves to have ſome conference with his unkind Brother , to ſce what a brazen face he either 
will or can put upon this ingratitude and treachery, Bur Deatbriſſon*s policy will anticipate 
and prevent him: for he having his heart and contemplations deeply tixed on La Pritiere's 
beauty, and having run overall the inventions of his art and aticGtion, how to make her for 
fake her coyneſs, and ſo how to obtain her for his wite, he at laſt reſolves tofain himſelf ſick, 
and ſo then to reveal to his brother Valfontain, that it is his dear and tervent afiction to La 
Pratiere, which is the caufe thercot, To which purpoſe he keeps his bed, and in his perfect 
health is twice let blood, thereby to look ill 3 when ſending tor his Brother to his Chamber, 
and exempting all other company thence, he acquaints and informs him, That fince he firſt 
jaw Ls Pratiere, he ſtill moſt tenderly loved her, and that he mutt now die, becauſe ſhe will 
not affe& and love him. He prays and conjures him (by virtuc ot all the ſame blood which 
equally fireams in buth their bodies) for the {aving and preſerving of his life, that he will 
now abandon his affection from her, and fo yield him up all the power and intcrelt that he 
hath or pretends to have in her, and that in requital thercot (it occaſion require) he ſhall ſtil! 
find him ready not only to expoſe all his Means, but his deareſt Blood and Life at his com- 
mand. A requeſtſo unjuſt, and a propoſition fo devoid of common ſenſe and reaſon, as Valfon- 
tain obſerving it, and thercin ſceing his Brother's impudency, now grown to the hight of 
baſeneſs and tolly 3 he exceedingly incenſcd thereat (with a diſdaintul look) returns him this 
ſharp and bitter, yet deſerved reply : Was it not enough _—— your treachery by my 
fair and dear Lz Pratiere, in ſeeking and attempting to b&eave rae of her , but that thou 
art thy ſelf become ſo fortiſh, to make thy tongue the Advocate as well to plead and apolo- 
gize thy treachery to me, as to publiſh thy thame to thy felt, and to the whole world, in ſeck- 
ig and deſiring me to ſnrceaſe my affection to her, and to renounce my intereſt of her to thy 
ſelt. No, no, baſe Qrazbriſſon (for hencetorth I highly diſdain to term-or eſteem you my Brg- 
ther) I give thee to underſtand and know, that in heart and in honour, the is mine, ardI hers; 
and therefore you ſhall dic and damn, betoreT will permit thee to enrich thy ſelf with my 
bfsof her, whom I affe&t and priſe a thouſand times dearer than my felt, or than all the lands 
and treaſures of the World 3; when without any other farewell , he haſtily and cholerickly 
flings forth out of his Chamber from him. : 

Beatbriſſon ſeeing his Brother's furious departure, and remarkitg his peremptory and in- 
civil anſwer. to, him, he (in his heart and thoughts) vows revengs, and in his reſolution ſwears 
to make him repent it. To which etfe& , torſaking his Bed , and abandoning his counterfeit 
lickneſs , his choler hardly affording his patience three days to recover his blood and 
ſtrength 3 but knowirig his Brother to be now at Nantes, with their Unkle De Maſſy, he ſeeks 
out a dear and intimate friend of his, named Monſieur La Roche, whom engaging to be his 
Second in a Duel againſt his own Brother Valfontain, they ride over to Nants, when coming to 
a (mall Pariſh termed St. YVallerge, within a league of the City , he writes a Challenge , deli 
vers it to La Roche, andſodiſpecds him away with it to his Brother, Ls Roche comes to Nantes, 
tinds out Valfontain at the Preſident his Unkle's houſe , being in the company of a very inti- 
mate friend of his, of that City , mamed Monficur de Pont Chawſey, and delivereth him his 
Brether's Challange faſt ſealed , the which he haſtily breaking open, and peruling, he tinds 
that it ſpeaks this language :

- regard it is impoſſible for both of us to gnjoy the fair La Pratiere to- Wife, therefore it is fit that 
one of us die, that the other may ſurvive and live, to be enriched with ſo ſpecious a treaſure, and 
erawned with ſo inetimable a bleſſing and felicity ; which confidering, as alſo becauſe my modeſt re- 
queſts have ( undeſervedly) met with thy uncivil carriage, and been requited with iby malicions exe« 
crations, Therefore find it not ſtrange to ſee Aﬀection givea Law to Nature, and mine honour to con«

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remn thy contempt and malice , in inviting thee and thy Second , to mect me and mine with your ſing), 
" Rapiers, to morrow *twixt two or three after ditiner, in a fair Meadow at the Eaſt-end of St. Vallery 
within a little flight-ſhot thereof; where thou ſhalt find this Gentleman ( whom I bave prayed to þy 
the Bearer here8f ) who will ſafely condu# thee to me , where I will patiently attend thee : ] expe 
1no other Anſizer but thy ſelf; neither do I any way doubt (much leſs deſpair) of thy meeting me, 
ſince by birth I know thou art Noble, and by inclination pretendeft to be Generous,

Valfontain ſmiles at the reading of this Challenge 3 and in conceit laughing at his Brother 
thriſſon's exrour and folly, he chearfully turns himſelf to La Roche , to whom he (peaks 
thus : Monfieur Ls Roche, 1 make no doubt but you are Qwzatbriſſon's Second : to whom here. 
plics, My reſpe& to your Brother hath engaged me thereunto, inſtead of a more worthy ; and 
yet I ingenuouſly confels and proteſt, Sir, (quoth he) that I have promiſcd no more to him, thay 
Cif occaſion preſented) Iam ready to pertorm for your ſelf ; Valfontain thanks him, and prayes 
him to return his Brother Duatbriſſon this Anſwer, That to morrow at the appointed hour 
and place, he will not fail to meet him, When entreating La Roche to walk with him into the 
next chamber, he told-him, he preſumed he ſhould ſhew him his Second 3 when Valfontaints- 
king Pont Chanſey to the window, he ſhews him his Brother's Challenge, and prayes himto 
honour him in being his Second. Pont Chaxſey (not out of any fear inhimſclt, but in love 
to theſe two Brother's) as a Chriſtian Gentleman, proffereth toride over to Q2thriſſon to &, 
Valery, and to uſe his beſt power and endeavours to take up and reconcile thele differences 
between them: but La Roche tells him, he may ſave that journey and labour, for that (to his 
knowledg,) DB uatbriſſon is both reſolute and irreconcilable inthat quarrel : whereupon Part 
Chanſey freely engageth hitmſelf to Valfontain 3 and fo theſe two Seconds (though not as lo- 
ving friends, yet as friendly and honourable enemies ) very lecretly that evening provide their 
Rapiers: which done, Ls Roche rides back to Saint YVallery, acquainting Quatbriſſon with his 
Brother Falfontain's generous reſolution, to meet and hght with him the next day 3 asalo 
that Pont Chanſey is his Second. 

And although (by the inſtiggFion of Satan) that Choler and Revenge make minutes ſeem 
hours, and hours years, ercit hath wrought his wiſhed effects, and effected his bloody deſigns: 
So theſe our faur raſh and inconſiderate Gentlemen (more full of Valour than Virtue, and of 
Courage than Chriſtianity) the hour appointed for the Rendezvous approaching, and Bun: 
briſſon with his Chirdgeon being firſt in the Field, hath difficuttly made two turns, betore 
La Roche uſhereth in his Brother Valfontain, his Second Pont Chanſey, and their Chirurgeon: 
when they all tying up their Horſes to the Hedg , they (according to the cuſtome of Duels) 
do all throw off their Doublets , and each unbooting his fellow , they appear in. their filk 
Stockings, and white Pumps, as if they were fitter to dance Coranto'sor Pavens , than to tight 
Dnels. | 
So the two Brothers firffraw and approach cach other ; and at the firſt coming up , Val- 
fontain ( without being touched himſelt ) gives @-atbriſſon a deep wound in his right thighs 
and if his Rapicr had not beaten down the thrutt , it had undoubtedly nailed him to the 
ground : at their ſecond encounter they are both hurt, @atbriſſon in the right arm, and 
Valfont ain of a (car in the neck : and here they make a ſtand to take breath 3 Dwatbriſſon not 
as yet deſpairing , nor Valfontain triumphing or aſſuring himſelt of the Victory 3 and the 
ſight and cffuſion of their blood, is far from rebating or quenching, as it rather revives 
their Courages with more ſpleen and animoſity 3 fo they will again try their fortunes: They 
now traverſe thcir ground, and approach each other; and although they are not leſs valo- 
rous than before, yet (to the eyes of their Seconds and Chirurgeons)) they are now more caus 
rious in their play , and more adviſed in chufing and refuſing their ground : when Valfon- 
tain breaking a thruſt (which his Brother preſented him) he than calling co mind the (weet- 
neſs of his La Pratiere's beauty, and the foulneſs of his Brother's malice and treachery towards 
him drives home a thruſt at him, which entereth betwixt his ſhort ribs, and making the 
blood to gulh and fircam forth, doth ſoon quail his courage 3 ſo as he whoright now thought 
himſelf Malſicr of his Brother's life, now fears his own (o that he thinks he hath given 
enough, if not rectived too much in counter-exchange, as well to ſecure his reputation from 
the ſcandal of his friends, asto warrant his Generolity from the detraGtion of his Encmies 3 
and therefore throwing away his Rapier, he (with more witdom than honour ) begs his 
life of his Brether, vowing henceforth wholly to forſake and leave him La Pretiere, and to 


love him as dearly , 2s formerly he hated him deadly : Which cowardiſe ot his, is fo far from 
being 
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being reliſhed or approved of the Spectators, that it proves the wonder of Y-alfontaine, the 
lughter of Pont Chauſiy, the diſdain of his own Second, Lz Roche, and the contempt of both 
their Chirurgions : but Valfontaine was as benign, as Bwatbriſſon was baſe and envious 3 and as 
noble as he was treacherous 3 and fo upon his ſubmiſhon, he ſheaths up his Sword, gives him 
his life, and with his hat in his hand cmbraceth him 3 and thus with many fraternal words 
and complements, theſe two Brothers (in all outward ſhew) are again reconciled, and become 
perte& tricnds. But the end proves all things. 

But to follow the ſtream of our Hiſtory, and the ceremonies of Duels, we muſt paſs from 
Quatbriſſon and Valfontain, the Principals, to Ls Roche and Pons Chanſey their Seconds, to ſee 
in what thape thcy will come forth, and how they reſolve to bear themſelves in the conclu- 
fon and knitting, up of this reconciliation : as for Pont Charſey, he thinks it no diſparagement 
or ſhame to him now to refuſe to tight, fith his Principal bath given his Enemy the toyl, in 
giving him his life z but contrarywiſe, La Roche being Second'to the Challenger, not the Chal- 
kenged, he chcretore holds it no lawful Plea or excuſe for him to exempt himf-lf from tight- 
ing, Pont Chaſ:y's modclty ſeems to over-veil his valour with filence and indifferency z 
which the infulting vanity of La Roche doth fo far miſconſtrue, as he erroneouſly attributes it, 
nther to fear and cowardiſe, than to reaſon or judgement. The worlt of Pont Chauſey's malice, 
venteth no other ſpecches and language, but that he will follow and abide the cenſure of their 
Principals, whcthcr they, bing their Seconds , ought to hght or noz and accordingly he is 
ready cither torctire or advance : But La Roehe's intemperate paſſions flying a higher pitch, 
with much vchcmency and choler proteſteth, that he came into the hc1d purpoſely to tghe 
and not to keep ſheepor to catch flies with his Rapier : the two Brothers interpoſe and con- 
ſult hereon, and do joyntly affirm, that becauſe they themſelves are reconciled, and become 

friends, they hold it repugnant to reaſon, and contradictory to the right and nature of 
Is, that their Seconds ſhould oncedraw their weapons, much leſs hight; but this neither 
doth, nor can yct ſatishe Le Roche, whoſe choler is now become fo boundleſs, as he in lot- 
ty terms elevatcth Yalfontaine's valoutr to the Skies, and dejecteth Dxatbrifſon's cowardiſe as 
low as Hell, begging permiſſion of the one to hght with the Second, and peremptorily in- 
forming the other that he will hight 3 but both @natbriſſonand Valfontaine a thoſe fumes 
and this heat of Le Roche, and are {o tar from applauding it in him, as they (in down-right 
terms ) xepute it totemerity and raſhneſs, and not to magnanimity and valour z yea, his impa= 
tiency hath ſo provoked and moved their patience, as { not in jeſt, but in carneft) they bandy 
theſe words to him, That he gloricth ſo much in his generoſity, as in now ambitiouſly ſeck- 
ing to add to his valour, he ſubſtrafterh from his judgement. When Pont Chauſey ( to retort 
and wipe off the leati taunt or blemiſh, which either La Roche or the two brothers might con- 
ceive lay on his reputation,) thinks it now high time to ſpcdk, becauſe as yer he had ſpoken ſo 
little, and pays Lz Roche to tind out ſome expedient, cither that they might return as loving 
friends, or tight it owt as hononrable enemies 3* and that for his part he is ſofar from the leatt 
ſhadow ot fcar, or conceit of cowardife, as he teMls him plainly, he (hall find .his Rapicr of an 
excellent temper, and his heart of a better, Whereupon vain and miſcrable La Roche, con(ul- 
ting with nature not with grace, he togiveend to this difference, refolves on an expedient as 
wretched as cxccrable, the which he propoſeth to Pont Chawſey and the two Brothers, in theſe 
terms, That the oply way, and his lalt reſolution is, that a fair pair of Dice muſt be the judge and 
umpicr betwccn them 3 and that who throws moſt at one alt, it ſhall be jn his choice cither to 
tight or not to tight 3 whereunto Pont Chanſey willingly conſenterh, alchough @wathriſſon and 
Valfontaine do in vain contradict and oppoſert : bur the decree is paſt, and Lz Roe (very offici- 
ousm his wickednefs, and forward in his impiety) fpreads his cloak on the ground, draws a 
pair cf Dice forth of his pocket, and becauſe he was of the Challengers fide, he will throw firſt 
which hc doth, and the tortune of the Dice gives him ſeven 3 Pont Chauxſey tollows him, and 
likewiſe taking the Dice, throws only five: whereat La Roche graceleſly inſulting and trium- 
phing, with an open throat, cries out, Fight, fight, fight 3 and fo preſently draws his Rapier : 
Port Chanſcy ſeeing his enemy armed, thinks it no longer cither fate or honourable for him to 
be unarmed, when (yet with a kind of retigiousreluctancy, and unwilling willingneſs) helike- 
wiſe unſheaths his Rapier, and fo without anytarther expoltulation, they here approach each 
her : but becauſe (tor brevities ſake) 1 reſolve to pals over the circumftances, and only to 
mention the iſſue of their (ifgle combat, let me ( before I proceed further) in the name and 
fear of God, conjure the Chriltian Reader here toadmire with wonder and admiration, at 
his Cacred Providence, and divinc Juſtice, whichin the ifſue of this Duel is fade conſpicuous 
and apparenc to theſe two rath and-inconſiderate Gentlemen, the Combatants, and in them to 
all othcrs of the whole world : for lo, juſt as many picks ascach of them threw on the _ 
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* ſo many wounds they ſeverally received each from other, as Pont Chanſey hive, and L2 Rocke 


ſeven 3-and he, who ſocxtreamly deſired to tight, and fo inſatiably thirlted after Pon Chax- 

ſeysblood, is now here by him nailed dead to the ground, and his breathleſs Corps all goreg 

and waſhed in his own blood. A fearful example, and remarkable Preſident for all bloody 

minded Gentlemen of theſe our times, to contemplate and look on, becauſe wretched' Lz 

Roche was ſo miſerable, as he had no point of time to ſee his error , no ſpark of grace to re. 
nt it. 

Owatbriſſon and his Chirurgeon ( as forrowful for his death, as his Brother Valfontain is 
glad thereof ) take order for his decent tranſporting to the City , whiles Valfontain Congra- 
tules with Pont Chauſey for his good fortune and victory 3 who tor his ſafety flies to Bly. 
vet, until the Duke of Rayer (to whom he was Homager,) had procured and ſent him his par. 
don from the King 3 the which in few weeks after he cffected. Monſicur de Caerftainge, and 
MadamoyſelleVille-Blanche his Wife, are advertiſed of their two Sons quarrel at Saint Vile, 
and of the cauſeand iſſue thereof , who condemn Qratbriſſon for his treachery and malice, 
gud applaud Valfontain for ſo nobly giving of his Brother his lite, when it lay in his power 
and pleaſure to have deprived him thereot 3 which news is likewiſe ſpcedily conveyed firſt to 
Nants, and to Saint Argnaw ; where Pennelle as much grieves at Qwatbriſſon's foyl and dif- 

ce, as his Daughter, our fair Ls Pratiere, triumphs at her Valfontam's victory, and becauſe 

e-will no longer be deprived of his preſence, whoſe abſence deprives her of all her earthly 
content and felicity > ſhe makes her prayers and tears become ſuch inceſſant Orators, andim, 
portunate Advocates to her Father, as {It now draws his free conſent to take Valfontain for 
her Husband 3 whichat laſt to their own unſpeakable joy, and the approbation and content 
of all their Parents on cither ſide, is at Saint Argnaw pertormed and conſummated with much 
pomp and bravery. 

But albeit Qzatbriſſon ( as we have formerly underſtood ) have all the reaſons of the world 
to be fully and fairly reconciled to his Brother Valfontgin, yeaz and (according to his promiſe 
and oath) to affect him tenderly and dearly 3 yet where the heart is not ſanctificd, and in 
peace, the tongue may pretend, though not intend it : for the more he gazeth on his Siſter-in- 
Law La Pratiere's beauty, the more the treſhneſs and delicacy thereot revives and inflames his 
laſcivious luſt towards her z when knowing her to be as chaſte as fair, and being confident that 
he was out of all hope to receive any immodeſt courtetie or familiarity from her , whiles 
her Husband, his Brother, Valfontaine, lives 3 the Devil hath already taken ſuch full poſſeſſ» 
on of his heart , as ( with a helliſh ingratitude and impiety ) he wretchedly reſolves to des 
prive him of his life , of whom, as it were, but right now he had the happineſs to receive his 
OWN. 

As ſoon as we think of revenge, we mceerly forget our ſelves ; but when we conſent tomur- 
ther, we abſolutely forget God : tor that helliſh contemplation, and this inhumane and bloody 
action, do inſtantly work fo wretchedly in us, that of Men we become Monſters, and (whichis 
worſe) of Chriſtians, Devils 3 for thereby we make ourſelves his flaves and members. A miſery 
to which allothers are not comparable, becauſe thoſe are hnite, in regard they have only re 
lation to the life of our bodies 3 but this infinite in regard it occaſioned the death of our fſoflls. 
But notwithſtanding, it is not in jeſt, but in carnelt, that Quatbriſſon aſſumes the bloody reſo- 
lution to murther his Brother Valfontain z for ſeeing that it was neither in his power or for- 
tune to kill him in the Duel, he therefore holds it more ſafe, leſs dangerous, to have him 
poyloned, and fo deals with his Brother's Apothecary, nanied Moncallier, to undertake and 
perform it 3 and in requital thereof, he afſureth him of three hundxed crowns, and gives him 
the one half in hishand 3 whereupon this Fator of the Devil, this Emperick of Hell, cont- 
dently promiſeth him ſpeedily to effe& and performit, the which he doth. 


The Manner thus. 


. Valfontaine, within fix weeks of his marriage, finds his body in ag extream heat, ſome repu- 
ting it to an excels of wine, which he had the day before taken at Pontivie Fair 3 and others, for 
having been too amorous and uxorious to his ſweet young Wife La Pratiere; but it matters not 
which exceſs of theſe two gave him his ſicknels 3 only let it fatishe the Reader, that (as we have 
already heard) his body was very much enflamed and hot, the dangerous ſymptomes either of a 
Burning-Fever or a Pleurihez the which toallay and cool. he ſends for his Apothecary Mon» 
callier, trom Vannes to Saint Argnaw, and after their conſultation, he openeth him a vein very 
timely in the morping, and draws ten ounces of blood from him, and towards night gives him 

a 
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2 Gliſter, wherein he infuſed ſtrong poyſon, which ſpreading o're the vital parts of the body, 
doth ſo ſoon work its operation, and extinguiſh their radical moiſture, that being the moſt 
part of the night tortured with many ſharp throws, and heart-killing convultions, he bes 
fore the next mcrning dies in his bed. His Wite La Pratiere being deſperately vanquiſhed 
with ſorrow, doth (as it were) diſſolve and melt her f{clt into tears, at this ſudden and un- 
expe&tcd death of hcr Husband Valfontain 3 andindeed her griets and forrows are far the more 
inhnite and violent, in that the fees her (elf a Widow, almoſt as ſoon as a Wite, Her Father 
is likewiſe penlive and ſorrowtul tor the death of his Son-in-law 3 and fo alſo is his own Fa- 
ther and Mother at Vannes, But tor his inhumane Brother, @«zthriſſon, although he ncither 
an or ſhall blear the eyes of God, yet he intends tordo thoſe of men, from the knowledge. 
and detection of this toul and bloody tact tor he puts on a mourntul and diſconſolate coun- 
tenance, on his rcjoycingand triumphing heart for the death of his Brother, the which he 
endeavoureth to publiſh in his ſpeeches and apparel fo he rides over to Saint-Argnaw, to his 
Siſter-in-law Pratiere, condolcs with hcr for her Husband and his Brother's death, and with 
his beſt Oratory firives to diffipate and diſpel her ſorrows : but (till her thoughts and con- 
ſcience do notwithſtanding prompt her, that (conſidering his former affe&ion to her, and 
his fhghting with his Brother, her Husband, tor her) fure he had a hand in hisdeath; butin 
what manner, -or how, ſhe knows not 3 and fo as a moſt vertuous and forrowtul Lady, leaves 
the revealing, thercot to the good pleaſure and providence of God 3 arid the curious heads 
both of Nants and Vannes, concur with her in the fame conceit and bcliet. 

But three months are ſcarce paſt over, lince Valfontain was laid in his Grave, but Ouat- 
brifſan is ſtill ſodeeply beſorted with his own luſt, and the beauty of Lz Pratiere, as he ſells his 
wit for folly, and again becomes + Suitor to marry her, having none but this poor Apology 
tocolour out his inccltuous defires, That he will procure a diſpenſation from Rome to approve 
tz aud that he hath alrcady ſpoken to Tvon, Biſhop of Reims, to that effect, who was many 
years Penitentiary (or Almoner) to Pope Parliry Onintws, And what doth this indiſcretion of 
his work with Lz Pratiere, but onely to encreale her jeaioule, to confirm her ſuſpition, and to 
make her the.more contident that her Husband had bccn itil! in this World if he had not been 
the means ſo ſoon to ſend him into another. Wheretorc the rojcderth both lis fait and him- 
elf; tells him, that if he can tind in his heart and conſcience to marry her, ſhe cannot diſpenſe 
with her ſoul to cſpouſe him, and therefore that he ſhall do well co ſurceaſe his ſuit, either to 
the Pope or Biſhop, ith if it lay in their power, yet it ſhould never m her pleaſure to grant, or 
reſolution to atfe&t it, But this peremptory reſolution of hers, cannot yet cauſe Buatbriſſon to 
forſake and leave her : for if this luſt and concupiſcence formerly made him peevith to ſeek her 
forhis Wife, now it makes him meerly fottiſh and impudent to alter his ſuit, and (o to at- 
tempt and defire to make her his Strumpet. But he hath no ſooner delivered her this baſe and 
obſcene motion. but all the blood oft her body —_ into her face, ſh: highly diſdain'd both 
bis peeches and himſclf, and vowing and ſcorning henceforth evermore to come into his 
ampany 3 ſo ſhe informs her Father of his diſhonorable intent, and unchaſt motion to her, who 
to rid himſelf of fo uncivil and impudent a Gueſt, thercupon (in tharp terms) forbids him his 
Houſe and his Daughter's company, as having hereby altogether madg himſclt unworthy to 
enjoy the priviledge of the one, or the honour of the other. When this ſweet and chaſt young 
Lady (to be no more haunted with fo laſcivious a ghoſt and ſpirit) being ſought in marriage 
by divers noble and gallant Gentlemen, ſhe among them all (afrer a whole year's mourning 
fur the firlt ) makes choice of Mounticur de Pont Chaxſey, tor her ſecond Husband, and marries 
bim. @watbriſſon ſeeing, himſelt ſo diſdaintully lighted and rejected of La Pratiere, he (as 2 
bale Gentleman, and diſhonourable Lover) metamorphoſed his affeftion into hatred towards 
her, and vows that his revenge ſhall thortly match her diſdain, and meet with her ingrati- 
tude, and fo flies her fight and company, as much as he formerly delired it. But as the beſt 
revenge is, to make our encmies ſee that we proſper and do well 3 fo he, quite contrary, makes 
it his practice and ambition to do evil: for trom henceforth, among many other of his vices, 
be dehileth his body with Whoredom, and gives himſelt over to Fornication and Adultery, 
which hath taken up ſo deep a habit in him, as it is now grown to a ſecond nature : for he 
wholly abandoneth himſelt to mn and Strumpets, that be ſhe Maid, Wife, or Widow, 
bis wanton eye ſcarce ſecs any, but his lufttul heart defireth , and his laſcivious tongue 
leeks. 

Now 9rathriſſon (among many other) hearing that a poor Peaſant or Country-man, ter- 
med Renne Malliot, of the Pariſh of Saint Andrews, three miles from Vannes, had a ſweet and 
kir young Daughter; he therefore very lewdly reſolves to ſee her, and to tempt her to his 
obſcene defires, when provoked and hauled on by his luſt, as that was likewiſe by the Devil, 

Zz 2 he, 
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he rides over to her Father's houſe, and alighting from his Horſe, calls there for ſome wine 
but with his Hawk on his fiſt, and his Lacquey and Dogs at his hcels, thereby the better to 
over»vcil and colour out his laſcivious deſign and intent. And that the Reader may the bcttex 
and apparently behold this Country-Virgin Marietta, ſhe was aged of ſome tixtcen ycars, and 
towards hcr {cventeenth, tall and ſtraight, and rather a little inclining to fatneſs than to lean. 
neſs : her hair wasof a bright flaxen colour and ſhe of fo freſh a beauty, and ſweet delicate come 
plexion, that her eycs where capable to inflamedefire, and her checks toingender and cxa af. 
tection , ſo that as it was a wonder, among many, to find fo delicate a Country- Laſs,it was alfy 
many wonders in one, to ſee how (weetly her rich beauty graced her poor cloaths, while 
they (though in vain) endeavour to diſgrace it. @watbriſſon no ſooner ſecs Marietia,but ſheig 
fo fair and amiable in his eyes, as they inform him, that report comes inhnitely ſhort of her 
beauty 3 when burning in the flamesof his bealtly cancupiſcence towards her, his luſt ſoex. 
ccedingly out-braves his rcaſon, that his eyes and heart do already do homage to hers, and he 
is ſo far caught and enſnarcd in the contemplation of her freſh youth and bcauty, as he vows 
to leave no art unattempted to obtain his luſttul defires in injoying of her Virginity : To 
which end he very often and ſecretly viſiteth her , diſcovereth her his lewd detirces and afle. 
ion, gives her Gloves, Bone-lace, Lawn, worſted-Stockens, and the like trifles, thereby the 
ſooncr to prevail with her 3 when, God knows, this fair poor Maiden was fo chaſte, as yet the 
knew not what belong'd to unchaſtity 3 ſuch was her obſcure dwelling, and innoccat educati. 


.on : and yet bchold the Devil was ſo buhie with her, and Qxatbrifſon with the Devil, to draw 


and proſtitute her to fin, as ſhe was fo far in love with his gay cloaths, ſugcred {peeches and 
fair promiſcs, rich gifts, and eſpecially becauſe he wasa Gentleman, that in a tew weeks the had 
hardly the power or will todeny him any thing, no not her ſelf, 

But whiles thus Qzatbriſſon layes cloſe licge to the Chaſtity of the Daughter, her Mother, 
Fane Chaumet ( bcing, of a quick wit and ſharp apprehenſion, meaſuring his youth by her 
Daughters beauty ) begins to miſtruſt and tear, that by his often viſits he endeavoured to put 
4rape on her vertue, inſceking to inrich himſelf with the loſs of her Maiden-head 3 the which 
to prevent, ſhe forbids him her houſe, ſhewing him that ſhe had rather die, than live to ke 
her Daughter made a Strumpet 3 adding further, that if hereupon he did not forbear her 
houſe, and her Daughter's company, ſhe would forthwith acquaint his Father, Mounſicurd: 
Caerftaing, therewith 3 alledging, how cloſe ſocver he bore himſelf, ſhe knew him to be his 
Son and Heir, and termed Qwatbriſſon. Which crols ſpeeches of hers, do much aMict and per- 
plex him, and the more, becauſe he ſces he cannot now approach Marietta; and, which is work 
of A1l, in regard he knows not whom to imploy towards her, to win her to his dcfircs : but at 
length, remembring that he was well acquainted with an old Franciſcan Frier of Awroy, na- 
med Father Symplician, who many years begged the Country for the repairing, their Mo- 
naſtry, and with whort he had oftencarouſed and been merry. He therefore holds him a fit 
Infirument and Agent for his purpoſe, and fo rides over to Awroy, and ſends for him to his 
lodging 3 where giving him ood chear and well heating his head with wine, he there from 
point to point diſcovereth thus ſecret, and lays open himſelf to him : fo this old Frier loving 
his Cups bctter than his Beads, and Mounkicur de Quatbriſſon better than his Guardian (becauſe 
he had twice formerly expelled him the Monattry for ſome of his diſhoneſt and debauched 
pranks ) he freely ingageth himſelt to him 3 affirming, that he well knew both Father, and 
Mother, and Daughter, having heretofore many times lain in their houſe, when he hath been 
overtaken either by night or rain. 4 

Hypocrifie is the Devil's Mask or Vizard, and there is no way fo fubtle or ſinful to de- 
etive, as under the cloak and colour of Religion 3 and theretore it s a molt pernicious and 
odious ſhameto Chriſtians, that thoſe whoprofeſs Piety, ſhould prophane it. This good- 
fellow, Fricr Symplician, ( _—_— the tide of time, and the wind of opportunity) under the pre- 
rext of viſiting ſome of his Kinstolks, leavs 4wroy, repairs to Vannes, and ſo to Malliot's houſe in 
the Countrey z where purpoſely teigning himfelt ſick, thereby to procure himſelf the better 
colour for his ſiay,and the better means tor the diſpatch of this love-buſineſs for Mounſicur Dut- 
briſſon : there Malliot and his Wife Fane Chaxmet (out of their reſpect to Religion, and reverence 
to Church-men ) entertain him lovingly, and attend him carefully and diligently, thinking 
no coſt too much, nor any meat, care or labour enough, which they ſpent and bceltowed on him. 
But we ſhall ſec him requite this Hoſpitality, and repay this courteſic of theirs with a baſe 
ingratitudc, 

For in the abſence of the Father and Mother, this debauched Frier tcacheth their fair 
Davghtcr Mariettza new Catechiſm ; he tells her that Mounſieur Quatbriſſon is decply in love 
with hcr , that it (he will hearken to his affection, and fo become flexible to his dclires, 
he 
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he will ſhortly ſtcal her away from her Parents, and cither maintain her Gentlewoman-like, 
in brave apparel, or clſe marry her to ſome rich Serving-man, or Farmer's Son, with whom 
ſhe might live merrily, and at her heart's content, all the dayes of her lite , adding withal, that 
it was pity her dclicate freſh beauty ſhould be fo ſtrictly and obſcurcly niewed up in her Fa- 
thtr's poor Cottage, and that it wasa ſhame to her to prove an Enemy to Nature, who had 
been ſo bountific! rd fo true aFriend to her 3 with many more obſcene reaſons, and bebauch- 
ed ſpecches, looking that way, the which ( in modeſty) I cannot remember without ſhatne, 
nor relate without detcſtation. So this Pandarifting old Fricr ( degenerating trom his habit, 
profeſſion and name) what with the honey (or rather indeed the poyſon ) ot his ſpeeches and 
romiſes, and the ſugar of ſome gitts and tokens which he delivered her trom Brathbriſſon, 
# draws this harmleſs and innocent poor Country Maid, fo far to forget her (elf, her Parents, 
and God, that in hopes of rich apparel, and a good Husband, (he tells her Father Symplician , 
that ſhe is wholly at Qatbriſſon's command 3 and that for his ſake and love, the is abſolutely 
reſolved to forſake her Father and Mother, and to go with him any night or day, when he 
pleaſeth to fetch her + the which he ſhortly doth, and ſhe accompliſheth. And this was the 
odious ingratitudc of this Frier Symplician, towards honett Malliot and his Wite, for his good 
chear, lodging and entertainment, to betray and bereave them of their only Child and Daugh- 
ter, whom they wcll hopcd wonld have proved the joy of their lite, and the ttaft and comfort of 
their age. 
xatbriſſon ( in the vanity of his voluptuous thoughts), having thus by himſelf and the 

Frier, play'd his prize in ficaling away fair Mariettz, he by night brings her to his own old 
Nurſe her houſe, which is a litcle mile diftanr from that of his Fathcr, where he ſecretly 
keeps her, takes his pleaſure of her, and as often 25 he pleaſcth lies with her whole nights to- 
gether 3 but Marietta's ſorrowful Father and Mother fceing themiclves thus robbcd of their 
only Jewel their Daughter, they bitterly lament her los, and their own misfortuncs therein : 
They complain to all their Neighbours thercof, and leave few adjacent Pariſhes or- Houſes 
unfaught tor hcr; yea, her Mother Fane Chawumet's grict and jcalouſic tranſport her fo far, 
as vehemently ſuſpeting, that Mounheur de Quathriſſon had ſiollen her away, the trips over to 
his Father's houſe, and there ( with ſorrow in her looks, and tears in her eyes) acquaints both 

him and the Lady his Wife thercof, who preſently ſend tor their Son Duatbriſſon before them : 
They ſhew him what an infinite ſcandal this foul fact and crime of his will breed him, and 
likewiſe refle& upon themſelves, and all their Kinsfolks and Family : How the Jultice of 
God intallibly attends on Whoredome and Fornication, and that he hath no other true courſe 
or means left him to expatiate or deface it, but Confeſhon, Contrition, and Repentance, and 

bycerurning the poor Country Girl again to her aged and forrowtul Parents. But Quat- 

briſſon their Son ( as a baſedcbauched Gentleman ) denies all, terms old Mlliot's Wite an old 

Hag and Devil, to charge him thus talfly with the ſtcaling away ot her Daughter 3 and fo with- 
out any other redreſs or comfort, this poor Mother returns again home to her forrowtul Hus- 

band 3 and Q-eathriſſon ſecretly to his Nurſes to frolick and {port it out with his ſweet and fair 
Country Miltre(s, Marietta. 

But to obſcrve the better ogder and decorum in the dilation and unfolding of this Hiſtory, 
leave we ( for a (malltime ) this laſcivious young couple, wallowing in the beaſily pleaſures 
of their ſenſuality and fornication , and come we a little to ſpeak how ſuddenly and ſharply 
(at unawares) the vengeance and juſtice of God ſurprifeth our execrable Apothecary Mon- 
ealier, who ſo wretchedly and lamentably ( as we have formerly underſtood _) had ſent inno- 
cent Valfontaine trom Earth to Heaven, by that damnabledrug and ingredient of Poyſon. The 
manner whercot briefly thus, 

Quatbriſſon ( as we have already (cen ) having exchanged his former affection into future 
malice and envy towards his Siſter-in-Law La Pratiere, doth (till retain ſuch bloody thoughts 
againſt her, as( ſirikinghands with the Devil) he (in favour of three hundred Crowns more) 
hath again ingaged this helliſh Apothecary, Moncallier, likewiſe to poylon her at his firft admi- 
niftring of Phylick to her 3 which intended deplorable Tragedy ot thcirs, is no ſooner pro- 
ted and plotted of the one, than promiſed ſpeedily tobe acted and pertormed by the other, 
tothe end (quoth theſe two miſerable wretches ) to make her equal, as in marriage, fo in 
death, with her tirft Husband Valfontaine. Thus Quatbriſſon longing , and Moncallier heark- 
ning out for La Pratiere's firli ſickneſs, two months are ſcarce blown over ſince her marriage 
with Pont Chauſey, but (hc is ſurpriſed with a Peſtilent Fever 3; when he, as 2 loving and kind 
Husband ( at the requelt of his tick Wife ) rides over toVannes for this Monlter of his protetſt- 
onand time, Moncallief, tocome with him and give her Phyſick : the which prelently ( with 
4 much treachcrous care, as tcigned ſorrow ) he —_— to effeft 3 and fo inwardly _— 
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with the Devil and himſelf to poyſon her ; but we ſhall ſee here, that God's providence will 
favourably permit the firſt , and his goodneſs and mercy miraculouſly prevent the ſc- 
cond. 

Moncallier ſees this his fair and ſweet Patient, Ls Pratierez but heis yet (o far from ſhame or 
repentance, that he had poyſoned her firſt Husband , 2s (with a graceleſs ratiocination ) he 
confirms his former impious reſolution likewiſe to diſpatch her felt : but tor that time he con» 
tenteth himſelf only todraw fix ounces of blood from her, and promilcth to return to her 
thenext morning with Phylick , and therein to infinuate and infuſc the Poyſon. But here 
( in the fear, and to the glory of God) let me requeſt the Chriſtian Reader to admire and 
wondcr with me at the ſtrangeneſs of this ſudden and divine puniſhment of God, than and 
there ſhewn on this wretched Apothecary, Moncallier : for as he was ready to depart, and 
being on che top of the ſiairs (next to the Chamber-door where Lz Prattere Jay tick ) com- 
plenyenting with her Husband , Pont Chanſey, at his farewell, he trips in his Spurres, and ſo 
falls down hcadlong at the foot thereof there breaks his neck 3 and , which is Jamentable 
and fearful, he-hath neither the, power or grace left him to ſpeak a word, much leſs to 
repent his cruel poyſoning of Valfontaine, or to pray unto God to torgive it kim. And thus 
was the miſerable end ot this wretched Moncallier, who when he abſolutely choughe that 
that blocdy fa&t of his was quite defaced and forgotten of God, then God (as we ee) in his 
due time remembred to puniſh him for the ſame, to his utter contuſion and deſtruction ; that 
as his crime was bloody, ſo his puniſhment ſhould be ſudden and (harp. 

Return we now again to $xatbriſſon, who (amidſt his carnal pleaſures with his young 
and fair Marietta) is advcrtiſed of Moncalier's ſudden and unnatural death at Saint Arg» 
naw , whereat (reſembling himſelf) he is ſo far from any apprehenſion ot griet, as he 
exceedingly triumpheth and rejoyceth thereatz yea, he is as glad that he hath thus broke 
his neck, becauſe he can now telt no tales; as ſorrowtul, it now betore his death he have 
not poyſoned La Pratiere, as formectly he did her Husband, Yalfontaine, his Brother. Whiles 
thus @atbriſſon's joy in enjoying Marietta, proves the grict and diſconſolation of her Pa- 
rents tor it is now generally bruited in Vannes, that @«atbriſſon hath ſtollen away Mlliat's 
Daughter , Marietta, whereof her Father and Mother being forrowtully acquainted ( he 
being weak and ſickly) , ſhe again repairs to Monlicur de Caerſtaing and his Lady , and 
with tears in her eyes, throwing her ſelt at their feet , acquaints them with this publick re- 
port, humbly beſeechig them to be a means to the Gentleman , their Son , that he reſtore 
them their Daughter: but they arcin amanner deat to her requeſts, and fo only. return 
her this general anſwer, That they will again examine their Son , and cauſe all their Te- 
nants houſes ncar about, to be narrowly ſearched for her: and this is all the redreſs and 
conſolation with this ſorrowful Mother could get from them. Whercot Swathriſſon being 
advertiſed , he (with much ſecrefis and haſte) about mid-night, cauſeth Pierot his Father's 
Miller to fetch Marietta away from his Nurſe's houſe, tohis Mill, which is ſome quarter of 
a League from his Father's houſe z the which accordingly Pierot cftecteth, The very next 
morning @zatbriſſon goes ſecretly tothe Mill, and viſits her 3 he informs her how her Parents 
have incenlcd his againſt him, and againſt her ſelf likewiſe 3 he bids her be of good comfort, 
that ſhe ſhall want nothing, that he will very ſhortly procure her a better lodging, and pro- 
vide both for her ſafety and reputation, and ſo continually frolicks it out , and there takes 
his pleaſure of her -yea, he lies ſo often with her, many whole nights, and ſome days, at 
this Mill, that atlaſt her belly ſwells, and both of them apparently perceive that ſhe is with 
child by him : when, poor ſoul, ſeeing her (elf as it were pend upin priſon, that ſhe had no 
new apparel , nor was towards any Husband 1 yea , looking back into the tonlnels of her 
fault, and ſeeing that ſhe had made her (ſelf the griet of her Father and Mother, the laugh- 
ter of the world , and almoſt the diſdain of ®eatbriſſon, who ( ſurfeiting in his pleaſures 
with her ) began now to look leſs familiar, and more ſtrange to her, than accuſtomed 3 ſhe 
with many lighs and tears , repents her ſelf of her errourz but how to remedy it, ſhe knows 
nor, 

As for @watbriſſon, he ſuppoſing he had his Father's Miller, Pierot, at his command, proffer- 
cth him two hundred French Crowns to marry her : whereat this Mcal-cap Miller (being 
luſty young fellow of ſome five and twenty years old_) could not at firſt refrain from bluſh» 
ing and laughing 3 when ſeeing Marietta to be young and fair, he isfo far in love with her, 
asat firſt he'wiſheth her tobe his wife.z but than again conſidering, that the hath a great belly 
by his young Matter, that he fill lies with her, and that if he ſhould marry her, he would 
undoubtedly be more Maſter and owner of her, than himfecltz he prays him therctore toex- 


cuſe him. for that he is tully reſolved not to marry her, 
Whcm 
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When @-atbriſſon yct further deſirous to draw him to take her to bis Wife, proffereth Pie+ 
yot a new Leaſe and Eltate of his Mill from his Father, tor ſeven years, at his own colis and char- 
ges. Bur this Miller ( being a pleaſant jovial Wag) tells his young Maſter, that he had rather 
never hear the clacking of his Mill, than tolive to ſee himſelt cornuted 3 and fo upon no terns 
will marry Marietta, but for any other lervice, he ſwears to him that he is, and cver will be, 
wholly at his command. Poor Mariettz now ſeeing her hopes grow {mall and her belly great, 
and conſequently her joyes decline, and her ſorrows encreaſe 3 finding that ſhe is now rather 

watbriſſon's priſoner, than his prize, and the Miller rather her Gaoler than her Landlord : ſhe 
with many far-fetch'd lighs, and briniſh tears, very paſſionately beſeecheth © «atbriſſor on her 
knces, that he will ſpeedily either provide her a Husband, or permit her with her ſhameful and 
forrowful burthen toreturn home to her afflicted and angry Parents, Two requeſts, and both 
ſo reaſonable (quoth ſhe to him,) as if it be not in your power to grant me the hrſt, yer I hope 
it will be your pleaſure not to deny me the ſecond. But Cratbriſſon, notwithſtanding all theſe 
tears and prayers of Marietta, he is ſtill fo vexed, as well with her importunity, as with the 
ſharp complaints of his own Parents, and the bitter lamentations and outcrics ot hers, that (in 
the heag of (ottiſh choler, and ingratetul diſdain }) he flies from her, abſcars himfclf longer 
than accuſtomed, and - hor ( by degrees ) begins as much to loath her, as he tormerly 
loved her. Marietts perceiving this his unexpeQed and ingratctul unkindnefs towards her, it 
pierceth her very heart with grief, and her foul with deſpair. She requeſts the Miller to tell. 
Mounſieur de @«atbriſſon, that ſhe prays him to ſee her, or to permit her to ſec him but he per- 
ceiving that his young Maſter _—_ her , and that his hot affection was by this time waxed 
cold and frozen to her, he refuſeth to go himſelf, and fo ſends his Boy, But what doth this 
import:inity of hers procure or effect with Quatbriſſon, but only the more inflame his choler? 

therein the more encreaſe her own ſorrows, and accelerate and haſten on her miſeriess for 

he bids the Boy tell her, that he is gone to Renner, and-will not return in a month 3 and with- 
al; he wills him to bid his Maſter to come ſecretly to him in the morning at his Father's Or- 
chard. So, if S$atbriſſn's unkindneſs to Marietta formerly made her ſeem to be the picture 
of forrow 3 alas, now this his diſcourteous departure, and diſdaining either to ſee her, or once 
bid her farewel, makes her really to be ſorrow her ſelf; tor ſhe tears her hair , and (with a 
mournful and ſorrowful ambition ) endeavoureth to drown, her ſelf in the Ocean of her 
tears 3 yea, her griets are {0 infinite, and her diſcontent ſo inſupportable ( fn that ſhe hath 
deeply diſobeyed her Parents, and offended God with her Fornication ) as the remembrance of 
thele fins and crimes of hers make her not dare to look up to Heaven for aſſiſtance 3 a thou- 
ſand times ſhe repents her ſelf of her folly, and as often faith and dictateth co her ſelf, that ſhe 
ſhould be as happy as now ſhe is miſerable, if ſhe again were a child and not with child; and 
that ſhe were again as living in her Mother's belly, as now by this time ſhe tinds her own poor 
unfortunate innocent Babe 1s in hers, She as high as heaven exclaimeth on Quathriſſon's in- 
gaticude, and curſeth the name and memory of Frier Simplician, as low as hell, tor thus betray- 
wg and ſeducing her to fin, which hath now brought her to miſery and diſconſolation; yea, 
her unfortunacy is ſo great, as ſhe cannot write for aſſiſtance from any where 3 or if ſhe could , 
he knows not from whom once toexpet, much leſs to receive it 3 but rather ſees her ſelf re- 
to ſuch extream affliction and miſery, that ſhe is every way far more capable to weep or 

forth her ſorrows to her (elf, than to ſpeak or make them known to the world. 

Whiles thus Marietta is penſively and pitifully ecchoing forth her complaints to the bare 
mlls of her poor Chamber, Pierot the Miller finds out his young Maſilr Seatbriſſon in the 
Orchard belynd his Father's houſe according to his appointment 3 where betwixt this wretch- 
dand execrable couple, the Reader muſt prepare to free them conſult and conclude a moſt 
dbody and miournful buſineſs, which will both exact pity, and command lamentation from 
the moſt flinty and barbarous heart 3 yea, ina word, from any living mortal Man, whoſe pro- 
Phane life and impicty hath not abſolutely made him a meer Devil. For @uatbriſſon having 
thus atiated and fſurteited himſelf in reaping his beaſtly pleaſures of poor Marietta, and (as 
fore) exchanged his familiarity into malice, and his affection into envy towards her, knows 
agthat ſhe will be a perpetual eye-ſore to his Parents, and a continual ſhame and ſcandal to 
timſelf as long as ſhe lives in this world 3 he therefore molt ungratefully and cruclly reſolves 

ily to ſend her into another 3 and no conſideration whatſoever, either of her youth or 
tauty ; of her great belly, or of his quick Child within her, or of his own ſoul, can prevail 
with kim to the contrary. But the Devil is ſo ſtrong with him, that he is miſerably reſolute 
bt to retire but advance in this bloody buſineſs To whicheffe&t, he breaks with Pierot the 
Miller to attempt and tiniſh it , and again promiſeth him the Fee-ſunple ( orat leaſt a Leaſe of 


ken years ) of his Mill, to finiſhie3 which this bloody Miſcreant (out of hishelliſh cove:ouſs 


nels,” 
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neſs, and itching dcſize to p'caſe his young Maſter) promiſeth-to accompliſh. They now con. 


ſult of the mianner how to murther Marietta, The Miller affirms it to be the ſureft way (under * 


fomepretext) to take her in the next Wood by night, and there to murther her z which Qwe. 
briſſon contradiceth, becauſe (ſaith he) her dead body being found ſo near his Fathers houſe, 
this her murthcr will rcfle& on him 3 and therefore to make ſure work , he bid:»the Miller to 
ſtrangle her by night in her bed, and fo to bury her in his outer yard, and there to clapa wogg- 
vine over her 3 whereon they both agree : when ſwearing perpetual ſecrefic each to other, this 
exccrable Miller here promiſeth @zatbriſſon to diſpatch her within three dayes at fartheſt. 

This bloody bargain and compact being thus concluded between them , Pierot the Miller 
returns to his Mill, where poor Marietta ( little ſuſpcing or dreaming what a difmal ſtrata. 
gem was ploted and reſolved againſt her life) ſhe (hnding comfort from no where, and there- 
tore ſeeking it every where) cnquires of him if he came from Monſicur de Caerftaing's houſs 
and if his Son, Monſieur Nuatbriſſon were departed from Rennes, as his Mill-boy had told her; 
who (here the better to lull her aſleep, thereby with more facility to finiſh his bloud)y detign 
on her ) tells her that he was gone thither,. but that before his departure, he had Icte fecrer 
word tor him to uſe her courtcou fly in his abſence, the which he {wore to her he would carc- 
fully pertorm 3 whereat Marictta thanks him: but yet, again prying more narrowly into this 
Miller's looks than his ſpeeches, ſhe tound that he now looked more ſullen and haggardlyty 
her, than accuſton:cd 3 or elſe that cither her conceit, or his countenance and Phytognomy, 
deceived her thcrcin. But here (before I proceed further ) let us mark the firange efte& and 
events hcrcof : for as Dreams prove ſeldom true, becauſe they are as uncertain as their cau- 
ſ.s, which for the melt part cither proceed from the influence of the heart, or clſe flow from 
the operations of the brain, in their different paſſions of affeQtion, envy, hope, tear, joy, ſor- 
row, or the like: ſo it pleaſed God, that the very ſame night Marietta dreamt that Pie 
the Miller killed her, hes threw herdead body into the Pond, the which remembering the 
next morning, The likewiſe remembered to acquaint him there with, who (vile wretch, and dif- 
ſembling Hypocrite _ ſeemed to be in choler thercat, vowing and ſwearing to her with many 
oaths anddeprecations, that ſhe was, and ſhould be as ſafe in his Mill, as if ſhe were either 
in the Tower of Bylin, or in the Caſtle of Blaverg, which indeed are reputed to be two of the 
ſtrongeſt and moſt important pieces of Little-Brittany% whereat poor Marietta again and again 
thanks him; Eut this notwithſtanding, I now here tremble to report, that the very next 
enſuing night (Marietta-proving too true a Herald and Propheteſs to her own immediate 
mourntul Tragedy), as the night had given truce to her tears, and ſleep adminiſtred reftto 
her eyes, zsſhe lay in her Poor Pa!let-bed, then this bloody villain Pierot the Miller very 
ſecretly enters her Chamber, and ſoftly conveighs a ſmall cord under her head, and faftning 
it to her further bed-poſt Chis __ conſpiring with his malice) he than and there ftrars 
gles her dcad, giving her neither the power or time to cry, much leſs ro ſpeak one word: 
and as ſoon as this Agent of Hell had bereaved her (and conſequently the fruit of her womb) 
of life, he within Icſs then an hour after (not to give the lye to her own dream) changeth hs 
purpoſe in the manncr of her burial, and fo (in her cloaths as ſhe was) carries her to his little 
Mill-boat in the Pond, where faſtning a great piece of an old broken Mill-ftone, to her mid- 
dlc (or waſte) by a ſtrong new Rope which he had purpoſely provided, he there throws het 
iuto the deepeſt place ot his Pond, hoping, yea, affuring himſelf, that he ſhould never ſee nor 
kcar more ot hcr. 

The very ncxt morning after the finiſhing of this deplorable fat, Pierot the Miller (not 
abte ro iccp for joy) at the very break of the day, diſpeeds himſelf away with the news here- 
of to his young Maſtcr ®«arbriſſon , who hears and receives it with much content and joy, 
when Cby hispromiſe and oath again aſſuring the Miller of his Mill ) he the better tobe 
and wipe off the ſufpition , which this Murther might refle&t or caſt on him ( if it ſhould ere 
hercaftcr come tobe detected or diſcovered ) rides away to the City of Rennes, where the 
Catcs General of that Provicnce ( which we in England term our Parliment }) was thento 
sMcmble, where recoycing that he had ſo hapily difpatch'd his clownifſh Strumpet, Marietts 
and'Pierit the Miltcr at home, likewiſe ſinging and triumphing at this his cafie purchaſe & 
Nis Mill, they riotfo much as once look up to Heaven and God, or down to their own conſc- 
ences and ſouls, what this foul and deteſtable Murther of theirs deſerves. And, not to gofat 
by this tinie the Lord thinks it high time to bring this their cruel Murther to light , by? 
ſirange, Imay juſtly fay bya miraculous accident, which at unawares, and when they leaf 
think thercof, will (amidit their mirth and ſecurity ) befall them. 

* 'A Month is not full paſt over fince this Murther of Mariettzs, but God (in his ſacred merc 


ahd juffice) is now rcſolved to make Monficur de Pont Chawſey ( La Pratiere's ſecond Husband) 
: 'o 
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to be the hrit means for the deteftion thereof (and in that likewile afterwards of che poyſon= 
ing of Vailfontaine), who being one day at Fannes with three other Gentlemen, his triends, he is 
detirous to hunt a Duck with rwo of his own Spaniels; and no Pound being fo ht or ncar as 
chat of Monlicur de Caerſt.zing*s, he makes choice thercot 3 But the Duck is no ſooner in the 
Pond, and the Dogs attcr her, but theſe two poor harmleſs Currs ſwimming cagerly tor their 
Prey, as they come to the place where Marietts's dead body was ſunk and tyed, they inltantly 
forſook and abandon the Duck, and there paddling with their teer, and fauffling with their 
noſes in the water, they molt lamentably ſet up their tones, and aloud howl and bark cach at 
other, without departing or ſtirring thencez the which Pont Chawſey and the other Gentlemen 
well obſerving, God inltancly inſpircs their conccits with this apprchention, and their hcarts 
with this jealoufie, That peradventure there was fome body cithcr accidently or purpoſely 
drowncd there, and that it now pleaſcd his Divine Majeſty to make*theſe two poor *Dogs his 
agents and Officers to diſcover it z whereupon they once refolve to draw up the flace, and to 
kr out all the water of the Pond 4 but hrt they reſolve to make another trial and experiment 
hereof, ſo tor that time they take up their Duck, depart, and call away their Spanicls ; bur 
after dinner they return, and the Duck being again put in, the Spamiels in the very fame place 
dothe like as in the morning, ſtill howling and barking molt lamentably 3 the which indeed 
yields harſh and diſplcaling muſick to the trembling heart and guilty conſcience of this mur- 
derous Miller 3 but (till the Devil his School-matter makes him put a brazen tace on his fear. 
Now this Second action and demeanor of the Spaniels, conhrims the tirtt jealoutic and appre+ 
benfion of Pont Chaxſey and his Aﬀociates, who (to vindicate this truth) arc now reſolute in 
their former propoſition, and delire of Yetting out the water of the Pond, the which they at- 
tempt to effect: but then this wretched Miller fecing huaſelt now to narrowly put to his 
trumps and ſhitts, and therefore knowing it high time to prevent them, at lealt it he meant 
toprovide for his own ſatety and lite, he with many humble and fugred fpeeches (not ſeem- 
ing any way to take notice of their apprehenſion) tells them, that heis a poor young man , 
that this is the firit year of ſetting up his Trade of a Miller tor himſelt, that it being now in 
themidit of a hot and dry Summer, his Pond will not receivein water again tor his Mill to go 
inaweek or two after, which will infallibly begger him 3 and theretore (almolt with tears) he 
beſeecheth them to detilt from their purpole, and not toturnout the water of his Pond 3 yea he 
ſpeaks ſo patlionately and pitifully ro them, as his rcalons prevail with the three other Gen- 
tlemen, but with Pont Chanſey they cannot, but rather the more conhirm his tormer appre+ 
henfon and bclict, that ſure there where ſome one or other drowned , and withal, God doth a- 
freſh diſtil and infuſe into his imaginations, that this very Miller himfclt might have ome 
hand therein, notwithſtanding all his humble prayers and ſmooth ſpeeches to the coatrary, 

To which cnd Pont Chawſey, the better to effect his dcehire and reſolution, he (as a wile and 
dicreet GeneRman) grants the Mifler his requett, when purpoſcly ſending away his Servants, 
Duck, and Dogs, he enquires of the Miller it he have any Dice or Cards in his Mill; who an- 
(wers bim, that he hath Cards , but no Dice, So into the Mill they all tour go, and play at 
Lansknight tor Cartdeſcus 3 and the Miller (now ravithed with joy to fee how his fair toague 
bath kept the water in his Pond) 1s wondertul diligent to wait, and ofticious to attend them 
and their commands. 

But they having, playcd an hour, Pont Chanſey now thinks it high time tor him toeffe his 
&ſign and reſolution 3 and then tells Pierot the Miller, that he is very dry and thirſty, demand- 
ng of him if there be.any wine to ſell near his Mill; who tells him there is none nearer than 


the Town, where he willingly proffereth to go and tetch ſome ſpeedily 3 which indeed is that - 


ry part and point whercat Pont Chauſey only aimed : So he gives him mony to fetch two 
grand Pots of 'Wine 3 when this incontiderate and {ccure Miller (without either fear or wit } 
kems rather to flye than to run to the Town with joy tor itz thinking and affuring, that the 
lorm of his danger was now already quite paſt and blown over z but he is no ſooner out of 
bght, but Pont Chanſey preſently throws up the Cards, and prayes the reſt of the Gentlemen ca 
Milt him in drawing, up thefluce, and emptying the Pond, tor that his heart ſtill prompts him 
there is ſome one drowned thercin 3 whercunto they all give tree conſent: fo by that time 
the water is halt out, lo (with much adoration and pity _) they behold a dead body float- 
ng therein, and ycte faſtned with a Rope to the bottom of the Pond. And prying more 
trowly todcſcern it, they (by the Coats it wore) perceived itto be a woman, whom they

maze him,that he ſets down his pots otwine on the ground, and(comitting, his{aterty to-the celay 
ty and ſwiftneſs of his heals)he with all poſhble ſpecd runs away towards the eentezot the Weath 
the which Pont Chauſey and the reſt of the Gentlemen cſ{pying, they need no they Evidencebu 
this his flight, to proclame himſelf guilty of this murther x and ſo they ſpecdily ſend after him 
and within one hour after, he is found oug, apprehended, and brought back z they vehemently 
accuſing, and he as reſolutely excuſing hinwfelt of this Murther 3 but notwithſtanding, they (hu 
him up cloſe in his own Mill, till it be found what this drowned mwrthered woman is, 

The report of this mournful accident, being ſpeedily divulged in Vans, and bruted inthe 
ncighbour-Pariſhes, there arc a world of peopts, who from al parts flogk tothe Pond to be 
ſpectators of this dead woman 3 and amonght the ret, Toon Bikes, and hiswitc Jane Chang, 
fo ſooner underſtand hcreot, but — to bc a worn, ad drmowned mn Monſieur d Can 
faing's Pond, they excecding]y fear it is their Daughter Marianss and-10 ferthe iflue and math 
hkaw@f, ſhc runs before, and he limps aftcras faſt as hecan, as if they ſhould. nor come was 
etvngh to make themſelves miſerable with the 6ghs aod abjec of theis miſews, Now thryar 
m6 ſooner arrived at the Pond, but they &t all the prople ſtandeloof warn this murdianl 
Corps, batauſe of the ſtink thereot 3 but they (harden by their fear, and-encourag od by thab 
«&aion) do willingly ruſh towardsic, but cannor as yet difecrn what ſhe was, by reaſon 
Pithes had almoſt caten away all the fleth from ler bones 3 whick theaeSore no way f(atisvying 
vheir curioſity and enquiry, they then fab w wat away the mad and ove from her cloathy 
hoping to draw ſome information nd light fromx them, as alas they now inſtantly do : fag 
they find the Waſtecoat arid two Pettycoats, that of Afh-colour Scrge, and theſe of green and 
xd Baycs, to be the very fare which their Dauaerer Marietta wore when the cither fied, @ 
was ſtolen from them; whereat crofſing their arms, and ſending their tighs to Heaven, and 
thitir tears to Earth, this poo affiifted Father and Mother cry out that it was the dead bodyd 
their fair and unfortunate Daughter Mariett2 3 and doubtleſs, that either Monſieur Quathriſſm, 
or Pierot the Miller, or both of them, where her Murtherers : whereat all the peopic admiz 
nd wonder, every one ſpeaking thereof as their ſeveral fancy led them, as they ſtood affeded 
or difaffettcd tt Quatbriſſon and the Miller. | . 

But Port Chanſty rides preſently to Vanner (leaving the other three Gentlemen his friend

Our wretched Miller Pierot is amazed and terrified at the ſight hereot 3 yea, now his cou 
begins to fail hifi, as frarhng it t6be che tyre , and fatal Harbinger to his death ; 
endures the ſingle forn\ant renforable well; bc Rclngihec pinches and tortures of the ſecond 
@nd wel knowing, that hishears, ys, #1d paciencs, exwnever endure it, he then and there cot 
FReſſeth to his Judp®, that hewts the only ewthes zahd ator of this murther, and that he ſtrang 
fed her in his M$, #4 then funk het in Ms Pod, becauſe the would never conſent or yeild 
ke Nis wifes but (peaks net a wor@of on, Or that he had any way (cductd or hircd him 
r0commit it 3 but fed his exorvitant thotights and erronesas hopes with the air of thai vain bs 
tet, That wh hc Was condetninted rodie here in Varner, that he would then appcal thence

and harmleſs young Country -Maiden, Marietta, yca, this foul and lamentable Murther, admi- 
nilixeth likewiſe talk in all the adjoyning Towns and Pariſhes, So this execrable Miller, Pie- 
wt, is by the Seneſhal condemned to be broken alive on the Wheel ; but yet (in regard of the 
neceflity of his controntation_) they deter his execution till Q«athriſſon be apprehended in Ren- 
zee, where the Seneſhal and King's Attorney-General of Vannes, do by polt ſend away his 
accuſation to that famous Court ot Parliament 3 where, while he his prauncing in the ſtreets of

and one of the Preſidents, where refolved, in -regardot this his inhumane and baſe crime, to 
have him hanged 3 yet the rett of that wiſe and honorable Senate, knowing him to be the Son 
zd Heir to a very ancient Gentleman, nobly deſcended, they o're-ſway and prevail with the 
athers 3 and ſo they adjudg him the very next day to have his head cut off, alchough this his 
nowful aged Father, Monficur de Caerftaing, offered the one half of his Lands to fave his 
lies and likewiſe was a moſt importunate Suppliant to the Duke of Tremoville ( who then and 
there preſided at the Eſtates for the Nobility) to intercede with that Parliament for his re- 
eval, and with the King for his pardon, bur in vain : for that Noble Duke ( conhidering the 
neſs and enormity of this his inhumane tact ) was too wiſe to attempt the one, and too 
honourable and generous to ſeek the other, So the very next morning Buatbriſſon ( apparel» 
kd in a Sute of black Sattin trimmed with gold Lace) is brought to the Scaffold Cat the com- 
mon place of Execution, which is in the milt of the City), wherea very great concourſe of 
people of all ſorts, reſort and flock to ſee him take his laſt farewell of this world, of whom the 
gateſt part and number lamented and pitticd, that fo proper and noble a Gentleman ſhould 
tht deſerve, and then receive fo untimely a death : When atter the Priefts and Fricrs have 
here prepared and directed his foul, he, aſcending the Scaffold, with ſomewhar a low voice, 
addejctced and forrowtul countenance, he delivereth this ſhort ſpeech: | 

That in regard he knows, that (now when he isto take his laſt leave of this life) to charge 
kgconſcicncc with the conccaling ot any capital crime, is the direct and true way to ſend his 
ul to Hell inſtcad of Heaven, he will now therefore reveal that he is yet mort execrable and 
tloody, than his Judges think or know, or his Spectators imagine; for that he not only hired 
Newt, his Father's Miller, to murther Marietts 3 but alſo the Apothecary, Moncallier, to POye 
lon his own Brother, V alfontain; of both which foul and bloody crimes of his , he now freely 
aafefſerh himſelf guilty, and now from his heart and foul ſorrowfullyJamenteth and repenterh 
themz that this hlthy luſt and inordinate affection to women, was the firſt cauſe, and his neg + 
kt of prayer to God, the ſecond, which hath juſtly brought him to this ſhameful end and 
aafuſion 3 and therefore he beſeecheth all who are preſent, tobe ſeriouſly forewarned of the 
lke, by his woful example, and that (in Chriltian charity ) they will now joyn their devour 
prayers with his, to God for his ſoul. When on the Scaffold praying a little while filently co 

| Pas, and then putting off his Doublet, he commurs himſelf to the Executioner, 

£5 ſevered his head trom his ſhoulders. But this puniſhment and death of Ouat- 
nſſo#, ſufficeth not now to give full content and fatifaftion to his Judges, who (byhis own 
wafeiſion) conſidering his inhumane and deplorable poyſoning of his own - Brother Val= 
fataine, they as ſoon as he is dead, and before he be cold, adjudge his body tobe taken down, and 
liere burnt to alhcs at the foot ot the Gibbet, which accordingly is perfermed. 

And here our thoughts and curiolity muſt now return Poſt from Rennes to Vannes , and 
from wretched Breaxtbriſſon, to the baſe and bloody Miller, Pierot, whom God and his Judges 
ave now ordaiacd ſhall likewiſe ſmart for this his lamentable murther on poor and harm- 
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leſs Marietts.' He is brought to the Gallows in his old duſty by meady Suit of Canvas, whe 
Prieft ring him to die, he ( cither out of impiety, or ignorance, or both ) delivereth ths 
idle to the People, That becauſe .Marietts was young and fair, he is now heartily fory 
that he had not married herz and that if he had been as wiſe as covetous, the two hundred 
—_— or the Leaſe of his Mill, which his young Maſter, IIS iſſon, proffered 
him, might have made him wink at her diſhoneſty 3 and that ak were not a trup 
Maid to her {cl}, yet that The might have proved a true and honeſt T- to him 3 with 
other frivolous words, and lewd ſpeeches, tending that way 3 which I purpoſely omit, and rg 
folve to paſs over in filence, as holding them anworthy either of my relation , or the Res 
der's knowledge : when not having the grace once to name God, to ſpeak of his Soul, to des 
fire Heaven , or to ſeem to be any way repentant or ſorrowful 'for this his bloody offence, 
he is ſtripped naked, _ only his ſhirt faſtened about his waſte, and with an Iron Bar hath 
his legs, thighs, arms, and broken alive, and there his miſerable body is lefr ale ind 
—— the Wheel, forthe ſpace of two daies, thereby to terrihe and deter the beholden 
from attempting the like mcke Crime. And the Judges of YVannes being certified from 
the Court of Parliament at Rennes, that Quatbriſſon at his death _ the Apothecary, Mow 
callier to have (at his hiring and inſtigation ) poyſoned his Brother YVaifontaine, they holdthe

when, after well near a whole years time that he was buried in Saint Francis Church in tha 
Town, they cauſe his Coffin to be taken up, and both his body and it to be burnt by ce

Vaſti firſt nuertbereth bis Son George, and next poyſoneth bis own Wife Helier 3 and being afterwards 
almoſt lilled by a mad Bull in the Fields, be revealeth theſe bis two murthers \, for the which be is firſt 
banged, and then burns. 


O rcligious hearts there can nothing be ſo diſtaſteful as Sin, nor any Sin ſo odious and 
exccrable as murther : tor it being contrary to Nature and Grace, the very thought, 
much more the act thereof, ſtrikes hoxrour to their hearts and confciences. Where- 

fore if this foul and bloody Sin be fo diſpleating to godly men, how intnitely more deteſtable is 
it then to God himſelt, who made all living creatures to ſeryg man, and anly created man pur- 
poſely to ſerve himſelf ? but as Choler and Malice proceeds trom the paſſions of men, fo doth 
Murther from the Devil : for clſe we ſhould not ſo often and frequently ſee it perpetrated in moſt 
Countrics and Citicsin the World, as wedo. A mourntul Example whereot I here ptoduce to 
your view and fſcrious conlideration. 

The Place of this Hiſtory is Fribourg (C an ancient City of Switzerland ), which gives name 
to one of the Diviſions, (or Cantons ) of that famous and warlike Country : wherein "of freth 
memory) dwelt a rich Burger named Peter Vaſty, who had to his Wite a modeſt, diſcreet and 
wWrtuous woman, named Hefter, by whom he had one only Child, a Son, called George Vaſti, 
whom God ſent them the latter end of the firſt year of their marriage and from the term 
of ſore tens years following, this marricd couple lived in mok kind and loving fore cach with 
Aaa 3 other 
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other yea, their hearts and inclinations ſo ſympathized in mutual and interchangeable aff. 
jon, as they held and reputed noge- of their neighbours fo rich in content as themſelves; for 


: ſhe was careful.of her Family, and he very diligent and induſtrious to maintain it 3 both'gf 
. them being chaſte and continent in themſelves, very religious towards God , and exceeding 
. charitable, affable, and courteous to all their Neighbours and Acquaintance only they are 


ſo temperate in their drinking, as he would not, and ſhe could not be tainted with that beaſt. 
ly viceof drunkenneſs, whereunto that Country, and the greateſt part of that peopleare but 
too exceſſively addicted and ſubject, So that had Yaſti ill embraced and followed thoſe Vi. 
tues in the courſe and conducti of his lite, he had not then defiled this Hiſtory with the 
profuſion of ſo many ſins, nor = payer it with the effuſion of ſo much innocent blogy, 
nor conſequently have adminitſtred fo much ſorrow to the Reader, in peruſing and knowi 
it : but, as contrary Cauſcs produce contrary Effects 3 ſo he (by this time ) polluted himſelf wi 
filthy and pernicious company, it is no marvel if he leaves his temperancy, to follow drug. 
kennels, his chaſtity tocommuirt fornication and adultery , yea, it is no marvel, I ſay, if theſ 
foul fins (as Bawds to Rage and Revenge) exact ſuch power in his heart, and predominacy 
in his ſoul, as in the end todraw him to murther : for, good men cannot receive a greater 
plague, nor the Devil afford or give them a worſe peſtilence 5 than bad company. It is the 
tatal Shelfs, and diſmal Rocks , whereon a worldot le have, and do daily ſuffer ſhip- 
wrack; yea, it is the grief of a Kingdom and Country, the bane of our Age, and the corrup- 
tion and poyſon of our Times : for it turns thoſe who profeſsand purſue it, out of their E- 
ſtates and Homes, which they are then enforced either to ſell, or rather to give away to u- 
ſurers and Cormorants 3 and conſequently, which makes themſclves, and their poor Wivesatd 
Children, ready to ſtarve and dye in our ſtreets, -So this is now the caſe of our Yaſti, and 
therefore it will be his happineſs, it it prove not his miſery hereafter : for after twelve years 
timeof a molt peaccable cohabitation, and Godly converſation between him and his virty- 
Wife Hefter, it is a thouſand gricts and pitics that ſhe muſt now be cnforced to ſce fo bruye 
and beaſily a Mctamorphobis in her Husband 3 for. he is nb. more the man which he waz, 
nor the Husband which ſhe formerly found him tobe. He Joves neither his houſe nor his 
Wife, but ſtayes abroad every day with his Whores, and then at night returns home to her 
ſtark drunk, in lamentable ſort reviles and beats her, whereas heretofore he would rather haye 
loſt his life, than have ſirucken her 3 and whereas heretotore he affeRed and loved her ſo dearly, 
aS he thought he could not be kind enough to her, now (in the extravagancy of theſe his des 
bauched humours) he hatesher ſo deadly, as he deems and fuppoſeth he cannot be ſufficiently 
cruel to her, although her affeCtion be ſtill fo fervent to him, and her care ſo vigilent and re- 
ſpe&tful of him, as ſhe gives him nothing but either ſweet words, tears, ſighs, ſilence, or pray- 
ers3 yea, ſhe proves her (clt ſo good a woman tofo bad a man, and fo courteous 2nd vertuous 
a wife to ſo unkind and vicious a Husband, as tc the eyes and judgemnts of all their Kinsfolks 
and Neighbours, they know it is now her praiſe and glory, and tear it will hereafter prove his 
ſhame and miſery. She leaves no means uneſfaycd, or invegtion unſought and unattemptcd, to 
divert and turn this foul inundationof his vice, into the ſweet ſtreams of vertue, and the 
rivcrs of Godlincſs, but alas good woman! her care proves vain, and her affeQtion and zeal ims 
poſſible herein, although her pale checks, mourntul eyes, briniſh tears, far-ferch'd fighs, religi- 
ous prayers, and ſweet per{waſions, do fill ſecond and accompany her endeavours: in this her 
dcelircd hope of his reformation : for ſheis enforced to know that he keeps a young Strumpet 
namcd Salyna, at the Town of Cleraux, fome fix leagues from Fribourg, whither moſt moxne 
ings he gocs to her and to make himſelt the more treacherousa diſſembler to his Wife, andthe 
morc exccrable a traytor tohis ſoul, he fortifieth,and coloureth out this his accuſtomed jour- 
ney to his Strumpet, with this falſe Apology, that he goes tp Cleraux to here the Sermons of 
Mr. Abrabam Tifflin, a very famous and religious Preacher there; when God, and his ulcerated 
ſoul and conſcience, know the co , and that this pretended excuſe of his, is but only a 
falſe cloak, to over>veil his true Adultery, and prophane Impiety : for he needed not to have: 
formerly added whoredom to his drunkenneſs, and now ingratitude, cruelty, and impiety, to 


his whorcdom, in regard the leaſt of theſe enormous crimes andfins, aſſuredly have the pow-. 


cr, and will infallibly find the means to make him futurely as miſerable, as now he fooliſhly 
thinks himſelf happy 3 for thele his journeyes to Cleranx, are only the Pilgrimage of his wan- 
ton Luſt. Salyns 15 the Saint of his voluptuous devotion, her houſe th: Temple of his ob- 
{ccnc withcs, and Adultcry the oblation and facrifice of his laſcivious deſires.

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her extream cholerick and vindictive, fo that her ſtomack is fo great, and her heart (6 highly 
and imperiouſly lodged, that ſhe will not ſuffer this cruel affront oftercd her by George Vaſti 
to go unrequited : but yet ſhe will be as adviſed and ſecret in her revenge towards him, as he 
was raſh and publick in his toward her. To which end and purpoſe, ſceing that Vaſti his Fa- 
ther came not to her that day (whereby ſhe judged he was wholly ignorant what had befal- 
Jen her from his Son), ſhe that night writes him a ſhort Letter, and the next morning ſends 
it home to Fribourg to him, by a contident Meſſenger of hers 3 who arriving there, and finding 
him penſively walking in his Garden, he reſpectfuly delivered it to him 3 who breaking up 
the Scal thereof, found it toſpake thus :

If you any way negled} 
this my advice, or den yy or defer this my requeſt, the grief will be mine own, but the PR_ and repentence 
yours bereafier. T write you theſe few lines with infinite affliction and ſorrow, which nothing can def ace but 
your fight , nor remedy, but your preſence 3 and when you come to me.prepare your beart and reſolution to 
rective it from me with far more tears than kiſſes.

This Letter of hers does ſonettle Vaſti with apprehenſion and fear, that his Son George hath 
offercd her ſome violence and out-rage, as he is almolt as ſoon in Clerarnx , as he is out of Fri. 
bomrg 3 where his Miſtreſs, Salyna, very pathonately and cholcrickly informs him of his Son's 
cruelty towards her, and ( to add the the more efficacy to her ſpceches, the more power to her 
complaints, and the more Oyl to the hire of hisanger and revenge) the forgets not to paint our 
to him (in all their colours) the number of his Son's blows, and the nature and quality of his 
threats given her 3 when watering her words with her tears, ſhe ſwears, that it he ſpcedily do 
not right and revenge theſe her wrongs upon his ſaid Son, ſhe will never kiſs or ſee him more, 
Vaſti takes theſe ſpecches from Salyna's tongue, and placeth them in his own heart 3 yea, he 
hercat is ſo cholerickly intended toward his Son, and fo ſottiſhly affected to her, as conſulting 
with rage, but not with reaſon 3 and with Satan, not with, God 3 he (to exhale her tears, andfo 
to give conſolation to her ſorrows ) tells her, That he loves her fo tenderly and conltanth, 
as he will not fail to kill his Son for this uncivil and inhumane fact of his towards her, S$alynais 
amazed and aſtoniſhed at this his unnatural reſolution to his Son3 the which (as vicious as ſhe 
is) ſhe abhors and condewns in himas ſoon as underſtands. So the tells him plainly, that al 
beit ſhe have given him het heart and hody 3 yet, that ſhe is not ſo exempt of grace, nor 
wretchcdly intiructcd in Picty, as totake away her foul from God 3 and therctore, that al- 
though ſhc be guilty of Adultery, yet ſhe will never be of Murther: ſoin religious terms ( wor- 
thy ot an honcltcr woman than her (elt ) ſhe powerfully ſeeks to diflwade him trom this bloo- 
dy and unnatural attempt, as well to prevent their future wrongs and fears, as to ſecure their 
dangcrs ang reputations 3 and fo prayes him to ſeek out ſome other remedy and requital to- 
wards his Son > the which he promiſfeth her, and ſeals it with ſome oaths and niany kiſſes; 
Gays anddincs with hcr, and immediately takes horſe and rides homewards. His Son George 
finding his Father ridden torth, and being aſcertained that he was gone to Clerauz , to his 
Strumpet Salynz, where ſhe would acquaint him at full with his beating of her 3 he fearing his 
choler, holds it 1nore diſcreetion than obedience in him, to take his Sword with him for his 
defence 3 when chuling a good horſe out of the itable, he deems it more ſecure, and leſs dan- 
gerous, to meet his Father half way betwixt Cleraux and Fribourg, and there iw the open 
Ficld to cxpc& and attend what he had to fay to him. Vaſti ſeeing his Son George afar off, 
come riding, towards him, with his Sword by his fide, he much marvelleth thereat; when 
well knowing his courageand valour, and that (as young as he was) he had lately at Safowſe

It is thy Mothers jealoutie, which hach ſown and ſcartcred theſe untruths in thy belief 
So. 1 pray excuſe me, for they are palpable and apparent truths, and ſich as it is wholly impoſſible 
either for your hypocriſie or policy to root thence. 

Fa. Since when bcecamelt thou fo fawcy and peremptory ? 

So. From that very time I firſt underſtood you were become ſo vicious, 

Fa. I have a mad Son in thee. 

So. It were a great happineſs both for my Mother and my ſelf if you proved a tamer Hushand to har 
and an honeſter F ather to me. 8 

Fa. It you tollow theſe courlcs, to love thy Mother better than my (clt, I vow, [| will wholly 
difinherit thee, 

So, If yor follow theſe conrſes to love Strumpets better than my Mother, 1 ſixcar you will ſhortly 
conſieme all your eſtate, and difinberite yourſelf firſt, : ; 

Fa. This word Strumpet is very rite in thy mouth. 

So. 1 wiſh to God the thing were not ſb frequent in your heart. 

Fa. Wilt thou be friends with Salinz and reconcile thy fclf to her ? 

So. Tes, when I fee you become an enemy t0 her.and a friend to my Mother and your ſelf. and not before. 

Fa. Why, Charity is the true mark ot a Chriſtian, 

So. But I aſſure you ſo is not Adultery and Cruelty. 

Fa. Shall I make peace berween thee and Salyna ?

This Meadow conference thus ended between them, they ride home towards F ribourg, and 
by the way Veſts willeth and prayeth his Son to finiſh this peace between him and his Mother 
that very night, :nd to diſpoſe her ſo cfteCtually thereunto, as that they may make a merry 
fapper of it, and all former differences between them fo be then and there ended, and for ever 
trampled under toot 3 the which George his Son to the beſt of his pothible power cheerfully and 
pyfully promiſeth him. So home they come 3 Vaſti walks in his Garden, and George finds our 
nl Mother in hcr own Chamber , being newly riſen from her prayers, wherein the was (6 
tealous and religious, as ſhe ſpent the greateſt part of her time. Here George informs his Mcthgr 
Helter at full, what confercnce had now paſt in the open helds, berwixt him and his Father 3 ar 
(m.a word) he here ads his part and duty fo well and diſcreetly, as he leaves no part nor per- 
ſwaſions unattempted, to draw her to this atronement with his Fathcr, When at tirlt, cons 
fdering the nature and quality- of her Husband's unkind and crucl uſage toher, ſhe found an 

ition hereof in her mind, and a reliftance in her will, and a reluctancy in her nature and 
pdeement, Burt at laſt giving now her former diſcontent to charity, her pathors to peace, her 
ſorrows to filence, her Reſolutions to Religion, her anger to aftcCtion, her malice to oblivion, 
and her gricf unto God, ſhe (after a brief conſultation, and a ſhort expottulation hereot between 
them) with a cheerful countenance thanks her Son for his care of her, and his affection to her 
hercin, and ſo informs him , Thar ſhe ( having never jultly offended her Husband in thuught, 
word, os deed is as willing of peace and reconciliation with him, as he can polfibly delire or 
with; and here to tcftitic it to her Son, as well in action as words, ſhe would then have gone

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down with him to her Husband, there privately to have concluded this, Chriſtian bulincſy he. 
twixt them, had her Son not diverted her from it: for being exceeding caretul to preſerve hi 
Mother's right and reputation, he prayes her to ſtay, alledging, that he would preſently ferch 
and condudct his Father to her Chamberto her, as holding it more requiltite and juſt, rhat the 
Delinquent, ſhould fri ſec and ſeek the party wrong'd, betore the party feck the Delinquent, 
whercat ſhe cannot refrain from {miling, and then bids him go. So George deſcends to the Gar. 
den, and acquaints his Father with his Mother's free diſpotition and cheartul relolution toy 
pcrpctual peace with him 3 whereat he ſeems infinitely glad and joytul 3 and fo aſcends her 
Chambcr 3 and, having falutcd her, tells her, that he is very forrowtul and rcpcntant tor his 
former ill carriage and unkindne(ls towards her, whercot he praycs her pardon, and conliantly 
vpws reformation : fo this his vertuous and kind Wite, Heſter, trecly torgets and torgives Vaſt; 
her Husband 3 and then he gives her many kiſſes in requital, and bids his Son George to pros 
vide good chces for Supper 3 and the better to ſeal and folemnize this their reconciliation 
and attonement , he bids them to invite ſome of their Kinstolks and Neighbours to be preſent 
thereat, who where formerly acquainted with their debates and differences z where no good 
chcer, and choice wine is wanting. So they are wonderful trolick, pleaſant, and merry, all re 
joice at this good news, and highly applaud their Son George tor his dilcrect carriage and care 
in the managing of this buſineſs. Thus all things ſeem to be tully reconcilcd, and here Vaſt 
drinks many tizaes to his Wife Heſter , and ſhe again to her Husband, with much atte&tion and 
joy. When Supper being ended, their gueſts departed, and their Son George having received 
both of their bleſſings, they betake themſelves to their Chamber and bed. 

Now (in all humane ſenſe and reaſon) who would onceconcave or think, that after this 
Mcadow-conference of Vaſti to his Son George, but that this his now table reconciliation with 
his Wite Heſter, were truce, and pronounced with much integrity from himſclt, with deepat- 
te&ion to her, and infinite zeal and devotion to God 3, but alas, nothing leſs : for, here I am igs 
forced to rclate, that Vaſti the ſame night had not Jain in bed by his Wifegtive or ſix hours, 
but ſhe (good woman) flceping in her innocency, he (as a Devil-incarnate) was waking in his

return ſhall be atied with as much celerity, as it is eagerly longed for of me with affettion and paſſion.

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$alyna receives this Letter of Vaſti”s with equal tear and joy 3 tor as the was glad to hear of 
him and his news 3 fo the was forrowtul, as fearing that for her ſ:ke he ſhould embark him- 
{If in ſome bloody buſineſs, which might prove ruinous to them both. And although her 
apprehenſion do far exceed her knowledge herein, yet her fuſpition will give her nc truce, 
neither can her jealoutie adminiſter any peace either to her heart or mind, before ſhe be re- 
ſolved by YVaſti of the doubtful and different- truth thereof. She isfo prophane and laſcivi- 
ous, as the can content her felt to make him guilty ot Fornication 3 but yet Religion hatch 
lett ſome ſparks and impretſions of Picty in her, that ſhe would {till have him innocent of 
Revenge and Murther : to which effect, by his own Meſſenger the returns him this Anſwer :

Ecauſe you deem me unworthy to know your Deſigns, therefore I have aſſumed the boldneſs to fear 
B them; in which regard and conſideration, find it not ſtrange that I now entreat you to engrave in

Vafti having thus ſetled his affection and affairs with Salyna,”he lces (with grief) that it is 
pow almoſt impoſſible tor him to ſee her in Cleraux, becauſe of the vigilent and watchful eye 
of his Son George over himſelt and his actions here in Fribourg ; wheretorc, notwithſtanding 
ber wholeſonic and religious advice to him to beware ot blood 3 yet his luſiful affeRion to 
her, doth ſo outbravec and conquer his natural love to him, that ty ſatisfic his inordinate con» 
cupiſence , and to give content to his oblcene and bealtly detires, he vows he will ſhortly 
ſend him to Heaven in a bloody Cofhn. Now the ſooner and better for him to compaſs and 
finiſh this his deplorable ſtratagem, and unnatural reſolution againſt his Son, his counſellor, 
the Devil adviſeth him, that he muſt for a ſhort time make wondertul fair weather wich him 
and guild over all his ſpeeches and actions to his Wife Heſter, with much reſpect aud courtehie 
the which Vaſt: doth ſpecdily- put in praftice. Sotor a month or fix weeks time, he ſees not 
Salna, but all things (to the eye of the world) go in great peace, affection, and tranquillity be- 
twixt Father, Motiter, and Son. Butthis falſe ſun-ſhine will be to ſoon o'retaken with a dif 
mal ftorm and tempeſt : for what Religious or Chriſtian ſhew foever Vaſti externally makes 
unto ther, yet although he hath God in his tongue, he neverthele(s internally carrics the 
Devil about him in his heart : ſo again and again he detnitively vows and ſwears to himſelf 
that his Son George ſhall not live, but dye.

For now her Husband Vaſti is oftener at Cleraxx with 
his Salyns, than at home at Fribourg with his Wite , who (as formerly we have underſtood ) 
ſill makes him pay dear for his pleaſures 3 and, as a ſubtil rooking Strumpet, empticth his 
Furſe of his Gold, as falt as he fooliſhly filleth it 3 he being not contented to watte his body, to 
ſhipwrack his reputation, to caſt away his time, but alſo to calt away his eſtateand himſelf tor 
her: the which his vertuous Wite cannot but obſerve with ſorrow, and remember with grief 
and vexation 3 but ſhe ſecs it impoſſible for her how to redreſs it ; tor the is not capable to dif. 
ſemble her diſcontent to him fo privately, ashe publickly makes known his cruclty to her: 
wherefore her thoughts Gaggeſts her, and her judgement prompts her, to prove another CXPe- 
riment and trial on him. To which end ſhe tells hin , that it he will not henceforth abandon 
beating ot her, forlake hisold vices, and become a new man, and a reformed Husband, that 
then (all delays ſet apart) ſhe will ſpeedily (by ſome one of her neareſt kinsfolks ) ſend Pot 
to Rome, to his Brother Captain Andrew Vaſti, that her Son- George return home to her to Fri. 
howrg » the which ſhe is more than conhident, upon the receit of her firſt Letter, he will {pee. 
dily and joytully pertorm, 

Her Husband Vaſti is extreamly galled with this ſpeech, and nettled with this reſolution of 
his Wife Heſter, becauſe (wretched villain as he is) he (but too well) knows he hath already ſent 
his Son to Heaven in a bloody Winding-ſheet 3 and therefore both fears and knows, that by 
this his Wife's ſending Poſt to Rome, his deplorgþlc and damned fact will infallibly burſt forth 
and come to light 3 the which therefore to prevent, he (as bad and cruel-hcarted as the Devil 
himſelf ) is execrably reſolved to heap Ofſ« upon Pelton, to add blood to blood, and murther 
to murtherz and ſo now topoylon the Mother, his Wite, as he had lately piſtoll'd his and her 
only Son to death. O Heſter, it had been a ſingular happinels for thee, that thou hadſt not thus 
threatned thy Husband Vafti, to ſend to Rome tor thy Son George; but that thou had(t either 
been dumb when thou ſpak'ſ it, or he deaf when he heard it; for hereby thinking to preſerve, 
thou haſt extreamly endanger'd thy ſelf, and hoping to make thy Son thy tefuge and Cham 
pion, Ifear with grief, and grieve with fear, that thou haſt made thy ſelf the ruin of thy (elf, 

For Vaſtiis ſo ſirong with the Devil, and ſo weak with God, in this his bloody deſign, to 
murther his Wife Heſter, as neither Grace or Nature, Religion or God, the fear of his bodie's, 
tortures in this life, or of his ſoul's torments in that to come, are able to divert him fromit, 
he having no other reaſon for this his damnable rage, nor no other cauſe for this his infernal 
and helliſh cruelty, but this trivial and yet pitiful poor one, that his Wife Heſter is an eye-ſore 
to him, becauſe his Salyns is foto her. A wretched excuſe , and execrable Apology, and 
no leſs execrable and wretched is he that makesit. So he (turning his back to God, and his 
face and heart to the Devil) provides himſelf of ſtrong poyſon, and cunningly intuling it into 
a Musk- mellon, which he knew ſhe loved well, and reſolved to eat that day at dinner, ſhe 
greedily cating a great part of it, before night ſhe dies thereof, When very ſubtily he gives 
out to his Servants and Neighbours, that ſhe dyed of aSurteit in then and there cating too 
much of the Musk-mellon 3 and fo all of them conhdently believeand report, 

Thus we kave ſeen with ſorrow, and underſtood with grict, that this execrable wretch Vo 
ti hath playcd the part of a Devil, in poyſoning his virtuous and harnileſs wite Heſter, and 
now we ſhall likewiſe ſee him play the part of an Hypocrite to conceal it, as if it lay in his 
power to blindfold the cyesof God, as well, or as cafily, as to hood-wink thoſe of men, from 
the fight and knowledg thereof. He ſeems wonderful forrowful for his Wite's death, dights 
himſelf and his Servants all in black, provides a greater dinner, and peforms her Funerals 
with extraordinary ſolemnity. But notwithſtanding, God looks on him with his eye of Ju- 
ſtice, for both theſe his cruel inhumane barberous murthers of his Son and Wife, and there- 
fore now he (in his Providence) reſolves to puniſh him ſharply and ſevercly for the ſame ; as, 
mark the (cqual, and it will inſtantly inform us how.

The judgments of God, and the decrees of Heaven, are as ſecret as facred, and as-miracu- 
Jous as juſt, which wc thall ſce will now by degrees be apparently made good and verihed in 
this Monttcr of men, and Devil of Fathers and Husbands, Vaſti, For his Manſfion-houfſe, and 
all his Qtntils and Movables in Friboxrg, are conſuincd with a {udden tire, proceeding from 
aflaſh of Lightning trom Heaven 3 as allo all his granges of Corn, and liacks of Hay, and yet 
thoſe of all his Neighbours round about him, arc untouched and fate. His Corn alſo which 
grows in the tield, brings torth lictle orno encreaſe, his Vincs wither and dic away, all his Hor- 
ſes are ltolen trom him, and molt of his Cattel, Sheep, and Goats, uyc of a new and ttrange di- 
ſeaſe : for being (as it were) mad they wiltully and outragiouſly run themfclves to death one 
againſt the other.

merly heard ) hc hath ſpene the greateli part of his Landsand Eliate. He ſeeks her in marriage 3 
but (hearing ot his great lofſes, and ſceing of his extream poverty) the will not derogate from 
her ſelf, but very ungratctully denics and difdains him, and will not hencctorth permic him 
toenter into her honſe, much Icfs to ſce or (peak with him : he is woadertul bitten and gal- 
kd with this her unkind repulſc, and then is driven to ſuch extream wants and neccthity, as he 
enforced to (ell and pawn away all thoſe ſmall trifles and things which arc lett him, thereby 
togive him(clf a very poor mantainance. So (as a wretched Vagabond whom God had juſt- 
h abandoned for the enormity of his delictsand crimes) he now roams and firagleth up and 
down the ſtreets of Fribourg, and the Countrey-Parilhes and Houſes thereabouts, without 
meat, money or tricnds, and which is infinitely worſe than all, without God. But all theſe his 
almitics and diſaſtcrs, are but the Harbingers and Forc-runners ot greater miſerics and 
puniſhments, which are now ſuddenly and condignly prepared to furpriſc and befall him 
whereof the Chriſtian Reader is religiouſly prayed to take deep notice and tull obſervation, 
becauſe the glory of God, and the Ti1umphs of his Revenge, in theſe his judgments, do moi

terous accident, it p!.atcd the Lord (in the intinitenets of his goodnels) to open the eycs of 
ts faith co mollitic the intinitncls of his heart, to reform the deformity of his conſcience, and 
purge and cleanſe the pollution of his ſoul : for now he layes hold of Chritt Jeſus and his 
pmomilcs, torſakes the Devil and his treacheries , and God now fo ordaineth and difpoſerth 
& him , that tor want ot other witneſſes (ſecing himfelt on the brink and in the jaws of death) 
tte naw bccomcth 2 wiencls againlt himſelf, and confeſſeth betore all the whole company, 
That ke it was, ncar Loſunnz, who murthercd his own Son George with a Piſtol, and who fince 
Myſoned his own Witc Heſter with a Musk-mellon : for which two foul and inhumane tacts of 
bis, he aid from his hcart and ſoul hc begged pardon and remiſſion of God.

Imperia, for the love ſhe bears to young Moroſini, ſeduceth and cauſeth him ( with his two Conſorts,, 
Aſtonicus and Donato ) to ſtifle 'to death her old Husband Palmerius in his bed, Moroſini miſ- 
fortunately letting fall bis Glover in Palmerius bis Chamber, that night which be did it ;they are 
foxnd by Richardo the Nephew of Palmerius, who knows them to be Moroſini's 3 and doth there- 

n accuſe bim, and bis Aunt Imperia, for the murther of bis Unkle : ſo they together with 
ter Acceſſaries, Altonicus and Donato, are all four of them apprehended and hanged for the ſame. 


Hoſe intemperate and laſcivious affeftions which favour more of Earth than Heaven, 
T are ſtill attended on with ſhame and repentance, and many times followed by miſery 
and confuſion : for God being our Maſter by Creation, and our Saviour by Redeinption, con- 
ſequently ſhould be of our loves and affeftions, and thetrue and. ſole objeR in whom only 
they ſhould begin and terminate.

Gallantsz and they knowing that our Lady of Loretto (the greateſt and moſt famous Pilgri- 
mageof the Chriſtian world) was but hiftcen {inall miles off in the Country, whereas yet 
they had never cither of them been, they in mcerdevotion ride thither, their Ship now be« 
ing faſt anchored and moored in the Peer of Ancona, which ſtands on the Chriſtian fide, upon

And here it is neither my purpoſe or delire to write much, cither of the (pretended) piety 
of this holy Chappecl of Loretts, which the Romaniſts ſay was the very Chamber wherein the 
Virgin Mary brought up her Son, our Saviour Jeſus Chriſtz or of her Picture, which they like- 
wile alledge was drawn by the hand and pelo the Apoltle Saint Lake, and both the one 
and the other, as they affirm, miraculouſly brought over the ſeas from Paleſtine by Angels, 
and firſt placed by them on the Hills of Recagnatz (three little miles thence ) and long ſince by 
the aid Angels tranſlated and placed here in this ſmall Town of Loretto. But as for my elf 
this Legend is too weak to paſs currant with my faith, much. leſs to eſteem it as an Article of 
my Crecd : only this I will confels and ſay, Thatas it was Devotion, not Curiolity, which ca* 
ried our Moroſini, Aſtonicw and Donato thither; ſo it was my Curioſity, not my Devotion, 
which made me to take the ſight thereot in my Travels: where, in the rich and ſumptuous 
Quire ofa ſtately Cathedral Church, Ifaw this lictle old Brick Chamber (now termed the 
Holy Chappel) very richly adorned with great variety of mallie Gold and Silver Latnps, and 
this Picture of the bleſſed Virgin ina ſhrine of Silver, moſt richly decked with Chains and 
Robes, imbroidercd with Gold and Silver, and ſet with precious Stones of incftimable va* 
lue, which (to expreſs the truth inone word) bred much admiration in my thoughts, but 
no vencration at all in my heaxt. So Llcave Loreto, and returnagain to our Hiſtory, which 
was the only Relique that I brought thence, 

The two tir{tdays, our three Venetian Gallants viſit this holy Chappel with much folemnity 
2nd devotion, where not to Jeſus the Son, but to Mary the Mother, they offer up their prayers; 
and pay their vows of thanktulnels tor their deliverance from the late ftorm, which put ym 
an 
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and cheir Ship in ſafety at Ancons, But the third day there betides an unexpected accident, 
to Moroſini, which will adminiſter matter and lite to this Hiſtory, . He leaves his two Friends 
and Companions in Bed, and ficals away to the holy Chappel, where being on his kneesat 
his Devotion, he near to him ſees a ſweet young Gentlewoman likewiſe on her knees at her 
Devotions and Oriſons, very rich in Apparel, |S incomparable fair and beautitul, He curi. 


ouſly markes her Roſe and Lilly Checks, her piercing Eye, the Amber-treſſes of her Hair, her 


Alablaſter Neck and Paps, and her trait and flender Waſte all which made her tobe the 
Pride and Glory of Nature, At whoſe ſight and contemplation, his mind is fo ſuddenly in+ 
famed with affection-to her , that he heretofore could not pothbly be drawn - to love 
any Gentlewoman or Maiden, now deſpight of himfelt (and of his contrary inclination 
and reſolution) he at the tirſt light is inforced to love her, and only ber. For the more he ſees 
themore he aftects her 3 which ingendereth fuch ſtrange Motions, and ſudden pafſionsin his 
heart, that the ſweernels of this ſweet Obje&t enforced his eyes inceflantly to gaze on her 
both with affection and admiration. Our Morofini would fain have boarded and ſaluted her 
there, but he would not make Heaven ſo much*toop to carth , nor prophane the holineGG 
of his affection, and of the place, with ſuch impiety. But at laſt ſeeing her to riſe from her 

ers, and {© to depart the Chappel, he could not, he would not leave her , nor forfake 
the benchit of this ſweet opportunity, to make himſelt known to her: when, withdrawing 
hisdevotion from the old Lady of Loretto, to give it to this his young Lady (and pretended 
Miſtreſs) in Loreto; he trips away after her intothe body of the Churchz where ſeeing her 
only attended by a well-clad Boy, and her young Waiting-Gentlewoman ( after ſalutes on 
both ſides: performed) he there proffereth her his ſervice in theſe general terms. 

Meroſ. I know not (ſweet young Lady, whether I may term my felt happy or unfortu- 
mite, in being this morning honoured with the fight of fo beautitul a Nymph and Virgin 
yout (elf, . becauſe in thinking, to gain my foul, I tear I have loſt my heart in the amorous 
extalies of that delicious Object and Contemplation : theretore I beſeech you think it not 
lnaoge, that Having received thy wound from your Beauty, Ifiyc to your Courtelie for my 
cucand remedy thcreotz and that ſeeing you ſs weakly guarded, I preſume to requeſt the 
favour of you, that you will pleaſe to accept ot my company to recondutt you to your home. 

Fhis young Lady ſccing her {clf ſo much gazed on by this unknown. Ggnetleman, in the 
holy Chappcl, and now fo courtcouſly faluted by him in the Church, ſhe could not. refrain 


ſom dying, her Lilly-Cheeks with a Vermilian-bluſh 3 when having too much beauty tobe 


two unkind, and yet too much coyneſs and modeſty at firſt to prove too courteous to him, 
he (brooking her.name well) returns him this anſwer : 

Inper. Sir, you being ſo happy to have given up your ſoul this Morning in your devotion 
tothe bleſſed Lady of this place, do not a little wonder that you ſo; ſoon prophane it,by endea- 
waring to make me believe, that you have loſt your heart in the contemplation of (6 poor 
and fo unworthy a Beauty as mine : for herein, as you prophane your zeal to her, fo your af- 
kftion to me, fith that ſhould be more Sacred, and this not ſo much teigned or hypocritical, 
tat ſuch wounds ſtill carry their cures with them 3 and therefore as my beauty was not ca- 
Fable to occaſion the one, fo ſhall not my courtclig be guilty in granting the other: it my weak 
guard be not ſtrong enough to conduct me tomy home, my Innocency and Chaſtity are, asalfo 
defend me from the ſnarcs and lures of thoſe Gentlemen, whoſe beſt virtue conſiſts more 
atheir tongues, than in their ſouls 3 and more in their complements, than their a&tions z of 
which number, fearing and taking you tobe one, and my Father's houſe being fo nigh, I ſhall 
tot want your company, becauſe as 1 deſerve, fo 1 defire it not: and theretore I will leave 
jou, and yet not without leaving my thanks to you for this your proffercd* favour and unex- 
pected courtelic. 4 

Although Morofini could not refrain from ſmiling at this her ſharp and witty anſwer; yet 
te ſeeing his complements retoreed, and his courtefic returned with a refufal, he could not 
ſt refrain from bicing his lip thereat, But again, conſidering her to be exceeding rair and vir- 
wous, and hoping withal that her Father might likewiſe prove rich, he would not diſgrace 
lis breeding, .nor make himſelf a Novice in Love, to be put off with this her tirſt repulſe, but 
gain funds her in thele terms. 

Moroſ. My devotion to the Mother of our Saviour, doth not prophane, but I hope bleſs and 
lacife my affections to you, and therefore if it be not the cuſtom of the young Ladies and 
Gnlewomen -of Loretto to uſe firangers with this diſcourtchie, I cannot believe that you 
wuld purpoſely thus exerciſe your wit in my patience, by inflicting on me this your unjuſt 

As for your feigncd ſhews of hypocrifie, Iam as innocent of them, as you ſuſpeR and 


erm me guilty 3 and have no more ſnares or lures, in proffering you my affection and ſervice, 
than

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thanthat which your pure Beauty and chaſt Virtues give mes Neithet am Lof the numby, 
of thoſe Gentlemen: whom you pleaſe to traduce and diſparage, becauſe their Hearts ang 
Fongyes agree not, or for that their Actions prove not their Speeches: and Complemen;, 
realy becauſe as much diſdain, as you condemn them. Therctore it you cannot give ms 
the courtelic, I pray ar leaſt lend me the favour, that I may wait on youto your Father's hgyfe, 


- whom I ſhall ever beready to ſerve with as much humility for your fake, as to cheriſh ang obe, 


your ſclt with affection for mine own. 

This Anſwer of MOR O SFNF, makes this young Gentlewoman ( whoſe namehe and 
we ſhall anon know.) asfweetly calm, as right now ſhe was unkindly paſſionate; fo that 
looking ſtedfaſily on him, and compoſing her countenance rather to ſmiles than frowns, ſhe 
xe) him thus 3 | 

TMPE R IA. Itis the cuſtom of the Ladiesand- Gentlewoman'ot Loretto, to uſe Strangers 
rather with too much Reſpe&, than too lictle Favour 3 eſpecially thoſe Gentlemen who (@ 
vour more of Honour than Vanity. It therefore I have any way wronged my own Judge- 
ment,” in ſuſpeting or not acknowledgingg your merit, I know Iam as yet worthy of your 
excuſe, asof your reprehenſion. And becauſe T underſtand by you, that youare a ſtranger tg 
thisplace, though not to this Country as alſo that you ſeem to beſo importunately defi- 
xous and willing to condut me to my Father's houſe, I will cheretore give a contrary Lay 
to my own will, and now make civility diſpenſe with my diſcretion, by accepting of this 
your kind proffer ; and you ſhall not accompany me neither to him with ſo much ReſpeR and 
Zeal, asI will you with Obſervance and Thanks. 

Which kind ſpecch ſhe had no ſooner delivered, and MOROSINT received, but he again 
cloſed with her thus : 

MOROSINI. Sweet Lady, this courtefie of yours, ſeconding you Beauty, ſhall eternally 
oblige me to your ſervice 3 and in requital thereof, I will ever cftcemit my beſt happincs 
to receive your Father's commands, and my chiefeſt felicity and glory to execute yours 3 when, 
xeciprocally exchanging ſalutes, he takes her by the hand and arm, and very gracefully cog- 
duds her to her Father's houſe, not far off from this fumptuous Church 3 and by the way thi- 
ther among other. Speeches and Complements, he gathers from her, that her Father's nane 
is Scignior Hi Bondino, and hers Donna Imperia, his onlyDaughter. Whercin he, forthe 
former tame of his wealth, and the preſent fight of her Beauty, doth both delight and glory, 
as dreaming of a future felicity which he ſhall enjoy in her fight and company, whereof for 
the time preſent he hath far more reaſon to flatter, than to aſſure himſelf. 

Now we mult hcre underſtand, that this Seignior Bondino her Father, is a Gentleman of a 
Ancient Houſe, and Noble Deſcent, and of a very great Eftate both in lands and Means; 
and withal he was exceeding covetous, as glorying more in his Wealth, than in his 
fityz and more in his Fair and Pcautiful Daughter Imperia, than in any other of his 
dren. Here Moreſini brings Imperia home, and ſhe preſents him and his courteſic to her Fx 
ther, who receives him reſpeRtully, and kindly thanks him for this his obſervance and ho- 
nour to his Daughter 3 who led by the luſter of her Eyes, and the delicacy of her Beauty, wa 
{ extreamly enflam'd with affeRtion towards her , as at the very inſtant he proclamed 
himſelf her ſervant, and ſhe Lady-R of his heart and delires 3 and then ic was that he fir 

inted her with his Name and ity, with his intended Voyage to Conſtantinople, but 
chiefly with his conſtant deſire and lution to ſeek hex,in marriage both of her (cif and 
her Father. Wherefore, to contra this Hiſtory intoa narrow Volume, I will paſs over his 
often coutrings and viſits of her, as alſo thoſe ſweet ſpeeches, and amorous diſcourſes and 
conferences which paſt between them, during the ſpace of three weeks; wherein the Wind 
proving contrary to his Voy ved therefore propitious to this his ſuit and affeQion. In 
which time he proved hi If Gexpert a Scholer (br rather a Maſter) in the Art of Love, 
that hee ed hearts with her, obtained her affeQion and conſent to be his Wife , upon 
his firſtreturn trom Conftantinople; but yet it was wholly impoſlible cither for him or her to

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and contrarywiſe to propound and place another husband in his ſtead. To which end his ſaid 
daughters bcauty and his own wealth having already procured her two or three Suitors, who 
carncltly ſcek hcr in marriage, he likes none ot them fo well as old Seignior Palmerins a rich 
Merchant of Ancona, agcd of at caſt lixty years z whercas his fair Daughter Imperiz wag ng 
above twenty four, who was of {deformed and dccript a perlonage and conſtitution, that he 
ſcemed as a withcred Fannary to this trelh Lady May, and his age but afrozen Winter tg 
the tragrant flouriſhing Summer of her youth and beauty. But this old dotard Palmerins (why 
is cvery way fittcr tor his own grave, than for Imperia's bed ) is fo taken with the daintineſs of 
her perſonage, as he hopes that her youth and her father's age, will ftoop and ftrike fail to his

ſorrow, 2nd him with much contempt and diſdain 3 tor the rejects his ſuit and himſelf, and 
boldly tells both hcr Father and him, that Moroſini 1s too deeply lodged inher heart; for any 
other of the world to have catrance or admittance, and theretore (with ſighs and tcars) cafis 
her (elf at her Farhcr's feet, and prayes him that he will not torcc hex to marry Seignior Palne- 
rizs, whom (he athrms, ſhe cannot pothble acct, much Jels obcy.

Imperia being now inhnitely glad to have thus given her Father 
the foyl, and old Palmerixs the repullc, ſhe raiſeth a thouſand new Trophics ot joy, and vide 
rics ot delight in her heart tor the ſame, as if that outragious ſtorm and tempeli ({o contrary and 
diſpleaſing to her hcart) had received endalwolt as foon as beginning, Thus now ruminating 
on nothing leſs than on: Palmerizs, nar on nothing more, than on her ſweet and dear Mord; 
( towhom in his abſcnce ſhe facriticeth all the flames of her heart, and all the vows, delues 
and wiſhes of her ſoul) ſhe paflcth away her time in perpetual praying for his return, tor the 
which ſhe leaves not the Lady, nonor any other Saint of Loyetto, unadorcd, or unprayed to. 
But contrary to hcr hopesand deſires herein, this her old Suitor Palmerizs, (having wholly 
Joſt che ſolidity of his judgment in the excellency of her beauty), he {til] keeps good cont- 
ſpondcnce, and curious intelligence with her father, and continually his heart runs as much 
on hcr ycuth, as her Fathcr's covetouſneſs doth on his wealth and gold 3 fo within two months 
he returns again to Loretto, where he is received with as much joy of Bondino, as with cxtrean 
diſcontent and ſorrow ot his daughter Imperia : who now poor ſoul can receive no peace nor 
truce from cither of them, but they inceſſantly haunt her as her ghoſis, and fail not day and 
night to importunc her for the couſummation of this contract and marriage z but her heartis 
ſor cloſe united and weddcd to Moroſini, that it is as yet impoſlible for cither, or both of themto 
divorcevr withdraw her trom him. Palmerizs thinks to gain her by rich gitts and preſcnts, but 
ſhe refuſeth them all for the fake of the giver: and her Father now tcmpts her with ſweet 
ſpceches and perſwalions, and then again tcrrihes her with bicter commands and threats, hoping 
thercby in the cgd, to make her flexable to his delires and wiſhes: But his daughter Impris 
notwithſtanding all this, (with a conſtancy worthy of her beauty, and cvcry way equal to her 
ſeit) rclolves to trulirate the hopes of the firſt, toannihilate and make vain the expectation of 
the ſecond, and fo to dcccive the defires and wiſhes of them both, and to kcep her heart wholly 
tor Moroſini, as (he hath formerly promiſed and obliged her felt todo. 

But although Palmerizs were heretofore the hrit time ſo calily beaten off with Imperis's 
tuſal, he will not be fo the ſecond and therefore his heart and mind telling him, that the 
1zvccrnels of her youth, and the delicacy of her beauty, deſervea ſtronger, and longer liege 
ot his affc&tion, He (by the free advice and conſent of her father) reſolves to ftay and burn 
all that Surwmicr in Loreto, hoping that time would change her reſolution and make that tex

perixed time of a year) when making choice of a dear friend of bis of Anconz, nam<d Seignior 
Mercario, and furniſhing him with gold fora long journey, as to (ail from Brundiſuen to Raguſs, 
and fo from thence, by Poſt to Conftantinop/e 3, ſhe takes Penand paper, and thercon C25 much 
with tears as ink) traceth her Moroſini theſe lines, wherewith ſhe d{patcheth him away.

Letter (which T purpoſely ſend thee by thy friend Seignier Mercario) I did not now acquaint thee, 
pith bow much impatience and ſorrow my ſelf, and with how much joy my Father brooks thy long ab- 
ſace. Thox knoxeeſt in what a ſweet and ftritt ſympathy of Love, our hearts are united, $0 as meaſn- 
rig Morolini by Imperia, I am confident that all thoſe Seas between Ancona «nd Conltantinople, 
gent capable to waſh away the remembrance thereof, either from thy heart or my ſoul. And yet 
llding it a part both of my duty and of my ſelf, I am enforced to command my pen to relate to thee,that my 
Faber Bondino begins to exerciſe a point, not only of bis will, but of bis power, yea, I may juſtly ſay, 
of bis tyranny over me, to perſwade me to leave my young Morolini, to make me marry bis old Palme» 
ts. In which regard and conſideration, if my or merit have left any impreſſion in thy 
inſt or memory, 1 now moſt beartily pray thee to leave Turky for Italy, and Conltantinople 
fr Loretto, and to make me as happy in enjoying thy ſight and preſence, as I am miſerable without

Our Imperia kiſſeth this letter a thouſand times for her Mvroſini”s fake , who wrote and 
ſ:nt it her, and again as often weeps to ſee, that he loved honour and protit better than her 
ſelt, and Turkie bctter than Ttalyz ſo whereas ſhe formerly hoped, now ſhe begins todelpair 
ot his ſpecdy return, and clicems her Telf as miſerable without him, as ſhe thought to have been 
happy with him. She xcads over this Letter again and again, and then weeps as talt asſke 
reads, at the very peruſal and conſideration thereot 3 the would tain dravy contort from any 
part or branch of it, but then his intended tay, affords her nothing but a diſconſolation, and 
ſorrow inlicad thercof. She blames her own misfortune, as much as his unkindnc(s , and 
then again imputcs this impatiency of hers, more to her Fathcr's cruelty , than to Mori; 
diſcourtclic3 the loves him as much as ſhe hates Palmerizs, and hates her felt, becauſe Morofni 
will not love her more, and Palmerixs leſs. But Moroſiniis ſo firmly ſeated and enthronized 
in hcxr heart, that ſhe is conſtantly rcfulved to ſtay his return; and rather todie his Victim and 
Martyr than to live Palmerins his Wite. And here her aftection acts a great part in patlion, as 
this pailion doth in Love, ſhe cannot refrain from enquiring of Mercario, how Moroſint lives, 
and how he looks 3 who performs the part of a friend, to his friend, and tells her that he lives 
in great pomp and reputation, and is the propereſt and braveſt young Gallant, either of Venice 
or Italy which he ſaw in Conſtantinople; at the report whereot, ſhe could not retrain from 
bluſhing and ſmiling, as if herdelight and joy thereot where ſuch, as ſhe could not reccive or 
hear it , without this publick expreſſion and teſtimonies of her private zeal and interiour 
affction to him.

the tirſt to bemy Husband, and conſequently my felt never to. be Wite to the fecond : I am 
proud in nothing,but in my humility and obedience, and therein,I hope.I thall (till both triumph 
and glory 3 and yet Itar more under-value Palmerizs wealth, than you do Moroſini's virtues. If 
than you will not for my ſake, I humbly beſcech you tor my Mother's fake, or which is more, 
for God's ſake, to make me Wite to Moroſinz, and not to Palmer:us, becauſe .my heare and mind 
tells me, that I thall be as happy in the company ot the one, as milcrable in that of the other, 
Ia granting me which jult dehred favour andcourtche, my foul (hall become pledge and caution 
for my hcart, and my hcart for my tongue, that you ſhall have no true cauſe either to renounce 
me for your Daughter, or todeny your ſelf for my Father. And to conclude this my forrow+ 
ful and humble ſpeech, it is impoſſible for you to wrong me, but you maſt and will ex- 
treamly wrong your felt, by attempting ' and reſolving to enforce me to the contray. 
But if yet you will not be ſenlible hereot,then I invoke God to be a juſt witneſs and judge between 
us, of your cruclty towards me, and of my candid innocency towards you, and my betrothed 
Spoulc Moroſmnz, 

Imperia had no ſooner (with fighs and tears) delivered this her ſpeech to her Father on 
her knees, but (as it he had lightning in his eyes, and thunder in his tongue ) he ſuddenly 
ruſheth forth her company 3 when more todiſpleaſc her, than to pleaſe himſelt, he looking back 
on her , gives her this ſharp anſwer, and cruel farewel: Minion ( quoth he ) I 
will very thortly cool thy courage and thy tongue, and make thee know with repentance, 
what it is to diſobey thy Father, in making ſo much eltcem of Moroſini , and (© little of 
Scignior Palmerins, contrary to my advice and requelt to thee 3 for, I ſay, conſider well with 
thy ſelf, and thoy thall thendo well ſpeedily to forſake this errour and obſtinacy of thine, 
except thou reſolve to die as miſerable, as I defire thou ſhould live happy.

miſeth 3 ſo that night again peraling over his Letter, the then trom point to point , punctual» 
ly makes anſwer to it , and the next morning very fecretly , gives it to M-r-ario in her 
Chamber , and therewith takes of a rich Bracelet of Sparks of Diamonds from her right 
am , ard praycs him to deliver it to him, as a toxen of her true affection and conltan- 
cy, the which the affirms to hin ſhall cver live anddie with her. Mercario having received his 
Ddd 3 com 
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commiſſion from Imperia, as alſo more Gold for the diſcharge and detraying of his journey, he 
hires a ſmall Brigantine to tranſport him to Corfw, and trom thence embarques himfelfon a Ship 
of Marſeilles, which accidently ſtopped there, and ſailed tirlt to Aleppo 3 where being arrived in 
leſs then three weeks, and tinding his dear friend Moreſini to be Counful there for the Scigniory 
of Venice,he ſecretly delivereth this Bracelet and Letter of Imperia to him in his ſtudy, where 
he was then haſtily writing a diſpatch for Conftantmople : But the arrival of Mercario, who he 
knew came from his deareſt biend and Miſtreſs Imperia, (for meer joy) made him preſently tg 
caſt away his Hat and Pen, and foto kiſs and receive this her Letter and Token trom him, 
whereof with much haſte and more affection breaking up the ſeals, he therein found couched

Had little thought ( becauſe leſs deſerved) that either profit or preferment had been dearer to thee 
than Imperia, or that the Seigniory of Venice, or their Embaſſador Landy, h.44 bad more Power 
to ſtaythee in Aleppo, than ſhe to have requeſted or conjured thy return to Loretto 3 for if my poor 
beauty or rich tffefiion to thee be of ſo low and baſe an efteem, as thou perferreſt thy wealth and repute 
tation to it, then I am as miſerable, as I thought my ſelf happy in my choice, and the ſweetneſs of my 
deſires and wiſhes conſequently have end, as ſoon as they received a beginning. And ſee what a palpable 
incongruity, yea, what an apparent contradiftion there is between thy beart and thy pen, fuh fainedly 
endeavouring to make me believe thou loveſt my kiſſes and embraces, above all the Crowns and $ cepters tn

Morofini could not refrain from bluſhing, at the reading of this his Miſtreſs Imperiz's Letter, 
as alhamed to ſee what an excedingadvantage her courteſic had got of his unkindne(s. He often- 
times kiſſeth this her Letter: and Bracelet,as the two ſweet pledges of her ſweeteſt love and affe- 
Qion to him, the which he vows to require, and ſhortly to make his return, redeem and ranſom 
the ingratitude of his long ftay from her. Heſhews this Letter of hers to his two old Comrades, 
Aſtoniexs and Donato, (for their friendſhip and familiarity is {till fo great, as they cannot, they 
will not forfake cach other) who inhnitely tax his unkindneſs, and condema his inconſtancy, in 
ſequeſtring himſelf ſo long from fo ſweet and fair a Miſtreſs as Imperia. Now for the ſpace of ſome 
ten days, Morofini feaſteth his friend Mercario in Aleppo, wherein he forgets not continually to

This Letter of Moroſini attords no ſinall muſick to the heart, or melody to the mind of our 
ria, for ſhe ſweetly and carctully treaſureth it up in her breaſt and memory, and now in 
hope of his ſhort return, ſhe leaves no Church or Chappel inor about Lyretto untrequented to 
pray foxit 3 yca, ſhe is ſo religious and virtuous, as ſhe gives her ſelt wholly to prayer, the ſo0n+ 
er to obtain it : whiles (in the mean time) her cruel Father Bondino (contrary to her expecta- 
tioh and deſires) cuts her out new work, in-rcſuming his old reſolution to marry her to her old 
Lover Palmerizs, who ſtill loves her ſo tenderly, that for her fake, he will not forſake Loretto 
tolive in Ancons, Sc that here the Reader is prayed to underſtand and know, that Bondino h- 
rally, (and once for a'l) to caſt his Daughter Imperia and her affection from Morofini to Palme - 
rave, ſccing that all other means will not prevail, he inhnitely debars her of her liberty, takes 
away from her, her chietcſt apparel and Jewels, ( thedelight and glory ot young Ladies and 
Gentlewomen) asalſo her bett viands and diet; and in a word, treateth her fo rigorouſly, 
5(upcn the matter) he makes her moxe his priſoner than his daughter. Imperia who was never 
heretofore acquainted with ſuch ſharp ſeverity, and courſe entertainment, bites her lip, and 
hangs her head hereat.

only hcr bod, but the ſecond wholly her mind and affetion. The ſorrowtul confideration 
and remembrrance whereot, both ſo torment her heart, and perplex her mind, that ſhe proteſt. 
ch publickly to her (clt, and privately to all the world, that there is no calamity equal tohers, 
nor no miſery comparable to that of a diſcontentcd Bed. Thus being as much a maid as a Wite, 
and yet mcre a Nun than a Maid, the makes ſpiritual Books her exerciſe, Yolitarineſs her pa. 
ſtime, hcr Chamber her Chappel, and her Cloſet her Oratory, to pray«w# God to forgive her 
Father's cruclty, and her Husbands indiſcretion towards her 3 as alfo her own inconſtancy and 
treachcry towards Moroſini, which foul ingratitude and crimeef hers, the cannot remember 
but with extream grict, nor once think of, but with infinite ſhame, ſorrow, and repentance, 
Although this her 01d Husband Palmerizs, be ſo amorous and kind to her, a-d ſo tender of this 
his fair young Wite, that he leaves no coſt unbeſtowed on her, as well 1a rich apparel, as 
Chains and Jewels, wherein the Ladies and Gentlewomen of Italy chictily pride themſelves ; 
yet this was not the content and felicity which our Imperia dclired , becauſe deſerved, 
But her frcth youth, and her Husbands feeble and frozen age, caſt her heart on other oppolite 
conceits, and her mind on other different contemplations. 

W hiles thus Bondino and Palmerius as much rejoyce as Imperia mournsand grieves at this 
her uncqual and diſcontented Match, and Moroſini confidently relying on the tirm affeRion 
and conltancy of his Imperia made his ſtay in Aleppo, ſome ten months longer than his pro- 
mile to her : He at laſt led by the ſtar of her beauty, and his own affection to her, leaves Turky, 
and (in company of his conſtant old Friends Aſtonicws and Don.cto) ſets fail tor Italy, and purpoſe- 
ly puts in with their Ship into Ancona, where they and he are no ſooner arrived, but Merearis 
hnding him out, entertains him with the welcome of this forrowful news, that his Miſtreſs 
Imperia is now in this City of Ancona, and married to old Seignior Palmerius, whereat Morsſini 
inhnitely grieve , and Aſtonicus and Donato much wonder, He is ſtricken at the heart, at 
this ſorrowful news, and (too too ſoon for him) belicves it with as much aMiction as admirati- 
on. By this time likewiſe is Izperiz advertiſed of his and their arrival, whercat the (cerrs to 
drown her ſclfin a whole deluge of tears 5 yet not for ſorrow, but for joy of his arrival. He im- 
ploys Mercario to ker, to grant him a private viſit, the which moſt joytully the next night ſhe 
doth in hcr own houſe, her old Husband being in bed, and ſnoring Gſt a ſleep, Ar Moroſini's 
firſt ſight and enterance into her Chamber, (where ſhe all alone privatcly ſtayes for him), (he 
throws her {elf on her knces at his feet, and with ſighs, tzars, bluſbes, begs his pardon for 
her unconſtancy in marrying Palmerixs , the which ſhe no way attributes to his long Ray , but 
rather to her Father's cruelty and her own misfortune, Moroſini is as joyful of hcr hight, asfor- 
rowtulot this her crrour, and fo will not permit her to kneel, becauſe he ſees and knows, and 
2lfo affureth her, that ſhe is (till the goddeſs of his heart and affc&tion, He takes her up in his 
arms, and there embraceth and freely pardons her 3 and (othey reciprocally ſpeak cach to 0« 
ther in the ſweet Ianguage of Jove,l mean, of kifles, ſighs, and tears, with the lalt whercof, they 
again and 2gain, bedew and walh each others cheeks, as if love had made them far more ca- 
pable to ligh thin ſpeak, and to weep than figh : Here their old affection regave, and flame 
forth a new, with more violence and impetuoſity. She hath no power to deny him any thing, 

- no not her ſclf, Foras he ſwears to live her ſervant, ſo ſhe conſtantly vows to live and die his 
handmaid, and that his will ſhall ever be her Law, and his requeſts in all things her com- 
mands. Here his heart Beats for love, and her breaſts pant for joy. For as he promiſcth her, 
that ſhe (hall be his fole and only love, ſo ſhe (willingly) forgets her ſelf fo far, as ſolemnly to 
proteſt to him, thar he ſhall be more her husband than Pzlmerixs, when with many embraces 
and kiſſes, they for that night part, 

The next morning Moroſini and his two Conſorts, Aftonicus and Donato, (by the feigned 
way of a rejoycing complement) do vilit his young Miſtreſs Imperia, and her old Husband Pal- 
merius, who ( more out of his own goodneſs then their deſerts) bid them all moſt kindly and 
couricouſly welcome. They congratulate with him for this his happy match with Imperis 
for which, old Palmerixs reſpectively thanks them 3 but he knows not what dangerous ſnakes 
lurk under the grecn leaves of this their pretended fair courtefie. As for his witec Imperia, (he 
is ſo reſerved in her comportment, and focoy in her carriage towards them , that (accor- 
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ding to the cuſiom: ot Ttaly) or Husband can hardly perſwade or cauſc her to ſce and falate 

them, the which at Jait the faintly and teignedly pertorms, rather with an eye of diſdain, than 
+of reſpect. They all ſce the young Wite with love and pity. but look on her old Husband 

with contempt and cnvy3 yet Morojini then and there in fiealth fccs Imperia's heart in her 
eycs 3 whcn, in counterch2ngec , ſhe knows his heart by his enamour'd loaks and counte- 
nance, So Pulmerins ( being as innocent as aged) having diſcourſed with them abour their 
voyage, and about Txrke and Conſtantinople, and courtcouſly prayed them to be no ltrangers 
to him and his houſe, whiles the contrary winds kept them hcre in Ancona (which they rca- 
dily and thanktully promiſe him), they for this time take leave eachot other; Aftoniens and 

Donat» highly applauding the beauty. of Imperia 3 and Morofiat inhiniecly condemning and 

contemning ttc timplicity and age of her old+ Husband Palmerivs. 

But this is not all; for that very afternoon Morofini ( out of rhe intemperate heat and paſſion 
of his love ) by a conhdent Meſſenger, (ends to pray Imperiz to mcct him at three of the clock 
in her Garden, which was a pritty way diſtance trom her houſe : the wh#h the joytully grants 
him : and here it is where they meet, and where Iam entorced to fay, that in the Pavillion or 
Banquetting-houſe of this Garden, there theſe ewo youthful lovers (after a thouſand ſweet 
kiſſes and embraces) hrit received each of other thoſe amorous delights and pleaſures whicti 
modeliy will not, and chattity and boneſty cannot permit me to mcntion 3 as alfo, for that 
theſe Pi1ls ot Sugar arc molt commonly candied in bitter Worm-wood and Gall, and but too 
frequently prove Honey to the Palate, but Poyſon to the Heart and Soul, 

And here in this hcr Gardcn (I fay again) was the very trit time and place where our fair 

a, who was ſo tamous in Loreito and Ancona, for her Picty and Chattity, forgetting the 
firlt, made ſhipwrack of the laſt 3 and where,ot a Gentlewoman ot Honour, the loſt her honour 
by committing this her beaſtly fin ot ſenfuality and adultery. When the winds, which were 
contrary to Moroſint”s voyage, proved {o favourable and propitious to his Juſttul detires, thae 
be thinks not nothing Icfs than of his return to Venice 3 nor of any thing ſo much as of his ſtay 
berc in Anconz with his tair and (weet Love Imperizy who like wile tinds lefs content and plea- 
fare in the company of her Husband Palmerizs, than ſh: hoped tor 3 and now far more in her 
dear Fricnd Mvroſini, than ſhe cither dreamt or expected, In which trivial regard, and finful 
conſideration, the (in a manner) abandons the hrit, and gives her felf wholly over to the will 
and plcaſure of the ſccond 3 and fo turning the cuſtom of theſe their laſcivious dalliances, into 
ahabit, and that intoa ſecond nature, both in her garden, and her own houſe, ſhe very often 
(both by day and night) commits this bitter-ſweet fin of Adultery with Morofini 3 whetcof a 
fubtil young Nephew of Palmerixs, of ſome eighteen years old, who was his Siſter's Son, and 
termed Richrrdo, takes exatt and curious notice 3 and once among the reſt, he peeps in at the 
key-hole of his Aunt's Chamber-door , and there ſees her and Seignior Morofini on the bed 
together, and in no le(s familiarity than was requiſite or could be expected betwixt his Unkle 
her Husband Palmerins, and her (elf z whereupon ſecretly envying and hating her, becauſe 
he was atraid ſhc ſhould bcar away all, or at leaſt the greateſt part of his ſaid Unkle's Eftate 
and Wealth from him (who for want of Children, hoped that he therefore ſhould be his 
woptcd Hcir 3) h< therefore malixiouſly bears the remembrance of this object and accident in 
bis mind, with an intent, that when occation ſhould hereatter preſent the report and knows 
ledg thereof to his ſaid Unkle, he might juſily cauſe him wholly to heave and raze her out of 
of his good opinion and affection. 

As tor Morofint and Imperia, they (notwithſtanding all this ) do till ſtrongly endeavour 
toblcar the cyes of her Kusband Palmerixs, who ( thinking his Wite to be as chaſt as fair, 
and rather a Diana then a Lais) out of his good nature dorh ſometimes in his houſe feaſt 
Merofini and his two Conſorts, Aſtonicus and Donato. But they will prove pernicious and fa- , 
tal Guelis to him : ror cre long we ſhall fee them requite this hoſpitality and courtefie of 
his, wich a prodigious and treacherous ingratitude, In which mean time, all Anconz reſounds 
of the great expence and profuſe prodigality of Morofini and his two Aﬀfſociates : for they 
here rcvell itout in the bett Taverns and Companies of the City, and not only exceed 0- 
theirs, but alſo thcmſclves, in the richneſs and bravery of their Apparel; but mot eſpecially 
Morofini , whoſe Apparcl is cvery way fittcr for an Ttalizn Noble-man, then a Venetian Mcr- 
chant, Our Lutitul and laſcivious Inperia,, never well contented or pleaſed, but in his 
preſence, or her Husband's abſence. And here, to relate the truth of her heart, Moroſini is 
more her Husband than Palferizs , or rathcr, Palmerizs is but the ſhadow, and Morſini the ef- 
ſential Cubfiance of her Husband : and therefore I defire the' Reader to know and remem- 
ber, that in that rcgard and conſideration I have purpoſely entituled this Hiftory, not to be 
of Palmerins and Imperia, but of Morofini and Imperia. 


Ece Moreofini, 
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Morofini, Aftonicus, and Donato, (in their Lodging and Chambers) have many times many 
private ſpeeches and conferences, what pity it is that ſo ſweet and faira young Gentlewo- 
manas Imperia, ſhould (by the conſtraint of her unkind and cruel Father) thus be clogged and 
chained in Marriage to ſo old a Dotard as Palmerixs, (for a more tavourable Epithete their 
Vanity and Folly could not afford to give him ) and Moroſini ('in the dumb eloquence and 
Logick of Imperia's fighs and tears) apparently believes, that (in her heart and ſoul) ſhe in. 
fnitely defir-th and wiſheth, that Palmerins were in Heaven, and himſclt now her Husband 
here on Earth in his place. He reads as much in her looks and countenance 53 and is therefore 
confident, that her hcart and ambition aſpire to no ſweeter carthly felicity. He hath not loſt 
his Wit in his Aﬀection, nor wholly-drowned his Judgment either in the freſh Roſes and 
Lilliesof her Bcauty, or in the reſplendent luſter of thoſe ſparkling Diamonds and Starrs, 
her Eyes. He knows that his Eſtate is far inferior to his Birth and Extraction and yet, that 
his prodigalitics and expences ( both in Tarkze and Italy) are tar ſuperior and above his Eſtate 
he would fain (therefore) -tind out the means to bear it up. Then, Ifay, what his demands 
could not obtain of her, his kiſſes do, when ſwearing him to ſupport, and conſequently to pre. 
ſerve his Reputation with the whole world, the which he cftzems equal to his life, 'it not as 
bove it. He knows that Imperis is already more his Wite, than her Husband's; and it is very cons 
hdent, that hecan make her apt for any impreſſion, and capable of any delign, which may 
advance his own fortunes, and confirm both their contents; whereunto conjoyning the ſweet» 
neſs of her beauty, and the excellency of her feature, and the excceding great wealth ot her 
old Husband » he adding all theſe conliderations together, they here weigh him down to Hell 
and Satan, by terminating his thoughts, and hxing his heart upon this helliſh reſolution, To 
ſcnd him ſpeedily ro Heaven ina bloody Winding-ſheet 3 and no other charitable thought, 
or Chritftian conlideration, can divert him from this inhumane and bloody projc& 3; neither 
can hepollibly reap any truceof his thoughts, or peace of his heart, before he have attempted 
and hnithed it, 

To which end, the very next night that he lay and wontonizcd in bed with his Imperia, 
(for, God knows, her old Husband lay but ſeldom with her ) hnding her extraordinarily 
to ligh, he laycs hold of this advantage and opportunity, and very carnelily demands ot her what 
aylsher > whereat her tongue then fled to her heart, becauſe her heart was then flying from 
God to the Devil 3 ſo ſhe continues her (ighing, but is ſtill mute, and returns him no anſwer. 
That at laſt Moroſmi ſuſpeCting that in her, which his hopes deſired, and his deſires hoped for; 
then I ſay, what hisdemands could not obtain of her, his kifſzs do 3; when ſwearing him to ſes 
creſic, ſhe (after many far-fetch'd fighs) tells him, that ſhe loves him ſodearly . and tenderly 
as for his ſake {be either wiſheth her (elf in her Grave, or her Husband Palmerixs in Heaven ; 
which is the ſweet Mulick and Melody that Moroſint expects, and which to his unexpreſſable 

joy he now receives trom her z when paying her the principal and intereſt of this her deareſt 
love and affection toward him, with many kiſſes, he paſhonately intreats her, that ſhe will 
employ him to haiſh this plealing Tragedy 3 but the is again mute hereat; and therefore he 
again more earnelily entreats her to conter this favour on him 3 whothen taking councel of 
hcr Luſt and of Hell, ſhe grants his hrit requeſt herein, with filence 3 but his ſecond with a free 
and cheartul conſent. When (as two wretched and bloody Miſcreants ) they reciprocally 
ſwear ſccrelic herein each to other, as alſo they will ſpeedily diſpatch him, and fo in a very 
ſhort time after marry cach other 3 and no longer livein ANCONA, but in VENICE, 
But what a fatal , what a helliſh Contract was this , which they equally confirm as well 
with Oaths as Kiſſes? And how atone timedo I pity both their youth and folly, and hate 
their obſcene aftcCtions each to other, and their foul crimes unto God herein ! They cannot 
content themſelves with luſt, but with blood 3 for they are fo reſolytely inhumane and impi- 
ous, as they will necds add murther to adultery as if one of thoſe two foul fins were not (uf 
ficient enough to make both of them wretched in this lite, if not miſcrable in that to come. 
But the Devil is ſo ſirong with them, as they vow to advance, and diſdain to retire in the 
pcrpetration of this deplorable buſineſs : fo trom the matter, they proceed to the manner 
hercot. Moroſini propoſeth poyſon 3 but Imperia rejeQts this his opinion, as being dangerous 
both in the procuring and adminiſtring.

(in aofwer hereof ) he vows and {wears to her, That they are no lefs his faichtul friends and 
lexyants than he hers : them (with much alacrigy and joy) the yields chereunto x, fo they con» 
teeming this their agreement with many oaths, andſcaling ir with a world of kiffes, he leaves 
is his. fair Sweet-beart in bed, and at break of day departs from her , and {o hies him home 
ge Lodging to his two, Companions, Aftonicus and Donato, who ( the premiſes coufide- 
ted). do pertetly ' know at what Mid- night-Maſs-he hath been, what Shrine he hath-viliced, 
and what Saint he hath adored and prayed to. 
\ Some three hours after, they all call for their Break-faſts, the which as ſoon as they have ta» 
ken- and caged. (C for ſtil} as yer'the winds goncraty for them to ſer fail for Venice ) Moroſind 
prays. them forthwith to walk with him up t-the. Dome (or Cathedral Church) of that Ci»

And yer here(thinking to breath and draw fome hope among all her deſpair and for- 
wws, ſhe prays one of the Serzeants to report her humble ſervice to the Lady Honoria, the 
Padeſtate's Wife, and to pray her to oblige and honour her ſo much, as to {ee and ſpeak a word 
with her. But (hc having been informed by the Judge her Husband, that he abſolutely held and 
kelieved her to be the murthereſs of her own Husband, Scignior Palmerins, ſhe was too honou- 
nhle to grant Imperia this courtelie » and therefore (in deſtation of her toul tact) highly diſ- 
hinced to afford her this charity and conſolation, and fo flatly denics cither to ſe or ſpeak 
with her.

be the original cauſe and tatal cloud, from whence have proceeded all theſe diſmal forms 
of affliction, and tempelts of untimcly death, which ſhe fears mult very thortly betall both her 
(elf, and her ſecond {elt, Moroſinz, 

Whiles thus Aftonicas and Danato grieve at their hard fortune and danger, and Moroſini and 
Imperia do rcciprocally more lament and forrow for their ſeparation, than for their impti- 
ſonment 3 and that the Podeſtate and other Othcers of Juſtice of Ancona , are reſolved fir 
toinform the Pope, and then to expect his Holineſs pleafure for the arraignment and py# 
niſhment of theſe four Priſoners. It pleaſed God exceedingly to viſit the Town of Lorets, 
and eſpecially the City of Ancona, with the Plague , whereot many thouſands in a few 
months were ſwept away : fo, by ſpecial Commithon and Order from Rome , they Cit 
company of divers other Priſoners }) are conveyed to the City of Polignio, two ſinall dayes 
journey from Ancona, and there to be arraigned and tryed upon their lives and deaths : at

Conceal this Letter from all the world; Love this Meſſenger, but truſt 
hun not ; God proſper my health, and ever bleſs thy proſperity. 


DE LAURIER, 


As ſoon as De Laurier had delivered his Hoſt Adrian this Lettcr, and he taken leive of 
tim, Fathcr Faſtinian begs leave of De Lawrier to ſee Adrian take horie, But alafs theſe two 
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lewd Villain' do deceive his honeſt hopes, to perform their own treacherous intents and pur. 
poſes 3 for they fly toa low parlour, and then lock and bolt the door to them , where (az 
ifthe Devil had thrown them on covetouſneſs, or covetouſneſs on the Devil) they haſtily 
break up the (cals of De Lanriers Letter to his Son (which we have already ſeen and under. 
fiood,) wherein they glut and ſurfeit their hopes with joy of this new deſired treaſure, and 
diſcovercd Indies, -and fo they preſently ſacrifice it to the fire , and wretchedly reſolve tg 
make that very ſame enſuing night to be the very laſt of De Lawriers time, and the firſt of 
his eternity. To, which end Adrian huſheth himſclt up privately in his houſe from the light 
of all the world, and eſpecially from De Lawrier's knowledge, and fo here he ends his pretend. 
&d,; but not his intended journey to Dijon, before he began it : And he, having procured ex. 
ceeding ſtrong poiſon, therewith that night to ſend- De Laurier to Heaven, whereof giving a 
little to his great old Maſtiff-dog ina piece of bread. for a trial, he therewith preſently tet 
dead to the ground 3 he likewiſe ſends away Thomas his Oſtler adayes journey into the Coun« 
try upon ſome teigned buſineſs, to the end he ſhould be no witne(s of this foul and cruel fa& 
of theirs 3 and then, all things being, firſt by the Devil, and then by theſe his two execrabte 
agents, prepared in a readineſs, Father Jaſtinian goes up to De Lawrier's Chamber, and trea- 
cheroufly entertains him with the hope of his recovery of his health, the hatte of Adriar's 
journey, and conſequently with the ſpeedy return ot his Son Ds Pont to him trom Dijon, But 
I write it with truth and grief, that De Lawrier's heart and mind is preoccupated with too ma- 
ny 'obnoxions apprehenfions and tears, and taken up with too much doubt and defpair to the 
contrary. For as moſt ficknefſes and diſeaſes are moſt commonly devanced and preceded by 
their ſymptomes, ſo all that day, andall the evening he tound a ſwiming in his head, and 
his fight obſcured and darkned, as if ſome black ſcurf, orfatal cloud had been drawy and ex- 
tended before his eyes. His heart likewiſe pants, beats and trembles within him, as if it and 
his ſenſes were ina fatious mutiny cach with other at this their direful departure and fatal 
ſequeſtration.” -For Rill his fears and doubts inform him, and his apprehenſions and deſpair 
pt him, that' either Father Jwſtinian the Prieſt, or his Hoaſt Adrian, or both of them, 
conſpired to murther him: the which he ance thought to have revealed to Father Fufi- 
nian, but yet again he dares not, as holding it more folly than diſcretion, and that it might 
therefore produce him more ge than ſafety 3 he neither can, nor will cat any thing that 
day, and his heart-and mind. is {o inceſſantly perplexed with tear, that he fears he ſhall not 
out»live the next enſuing night: And now indecd comes that forrowtul and diſmal night,

Some three Weeks being paſt over, Adrian now holds it fit to ſend home for his Wife I/4- 
bella to Salynes, the which he doth 3 who much wondering at her Husbands unaccutiomed bras 
very, ſhe preſently enquires of him for Mounticur De Lawrier, as it ſhe had far more cauſe to 
think and fear of his danger, than any way to aſſure her (elt ot his ſatety and weltare. When, he 
puting On a brazen face, and ſtecling and tempering his tongue with equal fallhvod and im- 
piety, tclls her, that he departed thence ſafe and well ſome ten days fince, that he gave him fifty 
Crowns for the charges of his entertainment and lodging, and tor a token oft his love, had 
likewiſe Icft hcr and Father Fuſtinian, to each of them twenty other Crowns in Gold : But his 
Wife Iſabella (out of her goodnels and piety) deeming theſe ſpeeches ot her Husband to be as 
falſe as fatal, and verily ſuſpeCting and fearing, that he (with the afſifttance of Father Fuſtini- 
a) had ſent that harmlcſs good old man to an untimely death and Grave 3 the burits forth 
into immoderate ſighs and tcars 3as ſuſpecting all was not well, yea fearing nothing more, and 
believing nothing leſs, than that which he aſhrmed toher herein. He proffers her the twen« 
tyCrowns in Gold, but (good vertuous woman) ſhe tearing it to be the hire and price of in- 
nocent blood, her tender conſcience is too prevalent, and her harmleſs heart and foul too 
powerful with God to accept thercof, and therefore ſhe retuſeth it with as much diſdain and 
diſcontent, as he endeavourcth to give it her with affection and delire. And that the Reader 
may the more fully be informed of her integrity and charity herein. I mean to the preſent 
memory and well-wiſhes of abſent De Lawrier, whom ſhe filently fears is tor ever abſent, 
both from this life and this world 3 ſhe never goes into the Chamber where he lay ſick, but 
te facriticeth ſome ſighs to ſorrow in his behalf, and her imaginary apprehenſion of his death, 
makes her mourntully cccive, that either ſhe till ſees his living picture, or his dead ghoſt, 
and repreſentation , fuch was her charitable care of him , ſuch her Chriſtian fear for 
him, 

We have ſeen this deplorable and cruel mwrther committed on the harmleſs perſon of old 
De Lawrier, by theſe two members of Satan Adrian and Father Fuſtinian the Prieſt, and if the 
truth deceive not my hopes, we ſhall not proceed much farther in this their Hiſtory, but we 
tall ſee God's juſt judgments miraculouſly to reſplend and ſhine torth in his punithments on 
them for the ſame: For 1 may properly term murther and punithment to be individuals and 
ampanions, in regard the one tollows the other, as the ſhadow doth the body, as the tielt 
derives its original trom Satan, fo doth the ſecond from God, to whom (in a language of 
blood ) it (till crys for reſtauration and fatisfaction.

All the four Ele« 
ments arethe Miniſters of his Juſtice, yea, Men and Angels, the Sun, Moon, and Stars, the 
Fowls of the Air, and thc Bcatts of the field prove many times the Agents of his revenge; of 
which laſt fort and nature, the Reader (to God's glory, and his own intormation and __ 
tion) may here obſcrve a livcly example, and receive a molt powertul pretident, but whether 
wore ſtrange for the truth, or rarc tor the ttrangencls thereot, | know not, and therefore will 
not detine, For the ſame day month next after, that Adrian and Fuſtinian had buried the 
dead body of De Lawrier, bchold a huge and a ravening Wolt (being lately arrouſed from the 
adjacent vali woods} ſecking, up and down for his prey, came into Adrian's Orchard next

ſaw he had digged and torn up, as they fully believed from his untimely Grave : They 
therefore at firſt ſtand aſtoniſhed with grief, and amazed for ſorrow at this prodigious and 
deplorable fight, and yet ſuch was their living compunttion to this dead Corps, and conſe- 
quently chzir zcal to God's glory and juſtice, as conhdently believing that he was prodigi- 
ouſly murthercd by ſome inhumane _ or perſons : thac the odious {tinchof this long bus 
ried body, could not- hinder them from approaching to ſurvey and behold it 3 They tind 
the greatcit part of the fleſh of his body devoured by the Wolf, but (as beforc) his face whole 
and untouched, when they ſee (and extreamly grieve and forrow to fee) that it was a grave 
old man with a long white Beard, but fo beſmeared with carth and durſt, as they could not 
refrain from lighs and tcars to behold it. Here they ceas'd to perſue the Wolf, and becaule nei- 
ther of them knew this poor and miſcrable dead carkaſs, they therefore ſtep to the other end 
of the Orchard, and there conſult what is fit to be done in this lamentable buſineſs and acci- 
dent, But their opinions, as fo many lines, concur and terminate in this center, that abſolutely 
this dead body was cruelly murthered , and there, by the murtherers, privately and filently 
buried. They farther vehemently ſuſpect and believe, that becauſe it was buried in Adrien's 
Orchard, that therefore it was apparently probable, it was he, with his Wife and Servants, 
who had murthered and buried him there 3 wherefore to keep theſe ſuſpeted bloody Birds 
in their Cages, they (as wiſe and judicious Gentlemen) place a ſtrong Guard of their Ser- 
vants and Pcafantsto watch the doors and windows of Adrian's houſe, that none ifſue forth 
thence, and they themſelves go preſently tothe Criminal Judges of the Town, and acquaint 
them with this lamentable object and accident. , 

In the mean while our harmleſs and vertuous Iſabella, hearing theſe loud ſhouts and outcries 
her doors ſo ſoon in the morning, ſhe in the abſence of her Husband (who lay forth of his 
houſe that night debauching and revelling with his cups and queans) fearing that all was not 
well, and therefore her amazed and forrowful heart, not willing to know that whereof ſhe was 
infinitely deſirous tobe ignorant, ſhe lay ſtil] bitterly ſighing and weeping in her bed, becauſe 
her thoughts and mind, her ſuſpicions and fears told her, that this unſcaſonable alarm and 
noiſe might deſcend and reflect from ſome fatal news which had betided De Lawrier, andif 
this tori and tempelt fell not on her, yet alas, ſhe extreamly fears and doubts, it would fallen 
Adrian her Eusband, whom ſhe vehemently thought and feared had imbrucd and imbathed his 
hands in the innocent blood of this honeſt man, As for Thomas her Oftler, and Graceta her 
Maid, although this unaccuftomed noiſe made them ſuddenly forſake their Beds, and apparel 
themiſclvcs to receive their Miſtre(s's commands, how they ſhould bear themſelves in this hurly- 
burly, yct becauſe they were white with innocency, yea, ſo innocent as they knew no hurt or 
thought of danger, they only deemed, that it was either ſome unlawful aſſembly of Peaſants, 
of clic ſome calt and disbanded Soldiers from Flanders, who came torob their Maſter's houſe 
or Poultry in his abſencc 3 wherefore, meer fear hereof kept them from either opening the 
doors, or looking out at the Window. By this time the Gentlemen hunters bring the Criminal 
Judges on the place to view thisdead body, and with them come a great number of the Neigh- 
bours and Inhabitants of Salynes to do the like, and amongſt the relt, the Phyſician Ls Motte 
(of whom this Hiltory hath already made mention) and he of all the reſt knows.the dead bo- 
dy 3 and therctore with much paſſion and ſorrow cries out, that it was a Goldſmith of Dijon, 
named Mounſicur De Lawrier, who lay long lick in Adrian's houſe, and that he had formerly 
given him Phylick there, and ſo he ſaid and athrmed, that he perfectly knew him to be the ſame, 
and vcrily imagined that he was brought to ſome untimely end, and fo buried there, but by 
whom he knew not. 

The Judges therctore believing the report of this honeſt Phyſician La Mottez they cauſe 
theremainders of the flelh of this dead body to be ſearched and viſited , the which they find 
without any wounds, And yet nevertheleſs deeming bath Adrian, his Wife 1/abella , and 
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their Scrvants, to be the murtherers of this honeſt man they break open the doors, and miſſin 
Adrian, they ſeize on his Wife I/abella, as alſoon his Oltler Thomas, and her Maid Graceta, wm. 
then bring them to the ſight of this dead body, with whoſe murther they flatly charge them, 
and enquire what is become of Adrian himſelf, At this nnexpected forrowful news and ob- 
ze, Iſabella is all in tears, yea ſhe is ſo cxtreamly perplexed and afflicted, as wanting all other 
atfiſtance and comfort, ſhe implores that of God. Shetells them that hcr Husband Adrian lay 
not at home with her the laſt night; and freely and plainly aftrms to them, that that dead 
body was Mounlicur De Lawrier a Gold{mith of Dijon, who lay ſong lick in her houſe as he came 
from Franck ford Mart, but how he came to his end, or by whom, ſhe takes Heaven and Earth to 
witneſs ſhe knows not and with this her depoſition do her Oftler and Maid concur and agree 
in all proots and circumſtances. The Judges likewiſe cauſing a curious ſcarch to be madein 
Salynes for Adrian, it was found out that that night he lay in Father Zuftinians houſe the Prieſt, 
and two whores in their company, drinking and revelling all night 3 and upon the very fr(t 
report they heard of De Lawrier's unburial by a Wolt, they both (yalled with guiley conſcien- 
ces) betakes themſclves to their heels , and left both their two Strumpets to their repentance. 
Their flight proclaims their guileineſs of this murther to all the world, (ſpecially to the 
Judges. Who -=_ knowledge thereof, to find out the truth of this deplorable difatter, they ad- 
homas and Gracets to the Rack: as for Thomas and Graceta, their innocency makes 
them brook their torments with admirable patience and conſtancy, tor they can never be 
drawn to reveal that of which they are ignorant, nor to accuſe themſclves of that whereof 
they arc not guilty, But for Iſabella, the inceflant prayers and importunate requeſts and folici- 
tations of many of her honett Neighbors, doth ingrave ſuch dcep impreſſions of her vertues 
and picty, andot her (weet inclination and diſpolition in the hearts of the Judges, as they 
change cheir reſolutions againſt her, and fo diſpence with her tor that torture : when ſending 
every way abroad do perſue Adrian and Father Fuſtinian, they content themſelves to keep 
the Miſtreſs, the Man and the Maid cloſe Priſoners. They are ſo adviſed in their judgments, 
and ſo judicious in their advice, as they ſpeedily ſend away Poſt to Dion to acquaint Dx Pont 
the Son, with this diſaſtrous accident, which had betided his Father De Lawrier here in Saly- 
xs, who, at the firſt alarm of this ſad unexpected news, ſeems now to drown himſelf in his 
tears thereat, and ſo thereupon rather to flie than polt away from —_ to Salyner, where he 
confers with the Criminal Judges of that Town, who report to him the flight of Father 
Juſtinian and Adrien, as alſo ot their impriſoning of his Wite Iſabellz,ot her Maid Graceta,and her 
Ofler Thomas, in whoſe houſe his Father lay tick. So Ds Pont vilits the dead, ſtinking, man- 
bodv, and tinds it to be that of his Father, wherecat nature and duty preſcribe him ſo 
powerful a law, as at the ſight thereof he burſts torth intomany bitter tearsand lamentable 
cries and pailions. W hen giving hima decent and ſolemn burial in the next Church, he in- 
forms the Judges, that to his knowledge, his Father had good {tore of Gold and Jewels about 
him 3 fo he intreats them, that Adrian, and Father Fuftinian's houſe may be curiouſly ſearched 
for the fame, which is pertormed 3 but hnding no part thereof, and both of them fled, he is con- 
fdent in his hcart, that their flight proclaims them guilty ot his father's murther, and con- 
ſequently that Iſabella, her Oſftler an Maid, infallibly were accefſaries thereunto, Whereupon 
he repairs again to the Judges, and .with many importunitics prays them, that all three of 
them may be put to the Rack for .the ſame, thereby to bolt and hng out the truth of this 
lamentable accident 3 the Judges approve of Du Pont's living affection and 7eal to his dead 
Father, but (as impartial Oracles and Officersof Juſtice ) they tcll him, that they have alrea- 
dy cauſed Thomas and Gracets to be racked, and that they both have ſtrongly juſtified their 
innocency of his Father's murther, by ſuffering their torments with incredible tortitude and 
patience, Andas for their Miltreſs Iſabella, they tell him, they are tully refolved and aſſured, 
that ſhe was abſolutely innocent as well for that the was many dayes abſent with her Father 
inthe Country, when by all likelihood and circumſtance, his Father was murthered 3 as alſo 
becauſe the general votcs and voices of all her Neighbours reported her to bea very vertuous 
and religious woman, and that therefore in their hearts and conſciences, they mult needs ex- 
empt and frec her trom thole torments. 

But they told him farther, that' in honour to Juſtice, and to ſce what God and time might 
produce, they would detain themall three in Priſon tor the ſpace of three or four months, 
in which mcan time concurring with him in opinion, that Father Fuſtinian, and Adrian un- 
doubtedly were the murtherers of his Father De Laurier z they theretore perſwade him with 
all poſſible ſpeed and diligence, to perſae them up and down the Country, untill he had 
detected, apprehcnded , and brought them to jultic? 3 the which Du Pont doth , but with 
ſuch extraordinary zcal and haſte, that be torgot a lingular cixcumſiance, of no mean impor= 
GEE 3 tance 
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tance, the omiſſion whereof might very well have made his reſcarch ot ther vain. For he for. 
gat at Salynes totake with him their Pictures and Efhgies whereby to hnd them our in the 
Country, with far the more caſe and facillity, whereof he afterwards much repented himfels, 
As for our two execrable wretches, Father 7aftinian and Adrian, their guilty thoughts and 
conſciences (like ſo many Ghoſts and Blood-hounds,) ſo inceſſantly perſucd them and Rupih. 
ed their Judgments, that reſolving to ftieand ſave themſelves, trom the tree Country, into 
Switzerland, they huſh themſelves up in theday for ſhelter in ſome thick grove or Wood, and 
travelling all night from Salynes, they notwithſtanding the next morning (to their unſpeak. 
able fear and vexation) ſaw themſelves again within a little league thereot, and in this manner 
they for ſome cighr nights following, travelled a foot through unknown waycs and Woods ; 
and yet here let the Reader behold and obſerve the wondertul Juſtice of God towards them ; 
for at the end thereof, they are not as yet fully gone ſeven leagues off from Salynes, and they 
could not aſcend the leaſt Hill or hillock, but they looking back behind them, the Towers 
and Turrets of Salynes were ſtill apparent and conſpicuous to them, as it they perſucd and 
followed them : the which indeed firuck extream fear to their guilty hearts, and jntinite 
terror and amaz@nent to their foul and trembling conſciences. But the circumitance of 
God's wrath and revenge towards them , is forthwith ſeconded and followed by another; 
wherein his divine providence and juſtice miraculouſly appears and ſhines forth (with jnf,. 
nite luſture and glory) toall thoſe who ſhall read, or hear this Hiſtory. For the tenth evening 
after their flight trom Salynes, they being extreamly wearied and tired with their foot travely 
(for horſes they dared not buy any) and within a mile off entering into a great Wood, they in 
a fair plain , ſecing no body preſent, at laſt eſpicd an erring horſe, without Rider, Saddle, 
or Bridle : which reſolving to ſeize on, thereby to recreate their wearied limbs and bodies, they 
approach and ſurprize him. And then Adrian knowing him well to be De Lawrier's horſe, 
which (we have —_ ) they had formerly turncd off in Salynes the ſame night wherein t 
murdered his Maſter, they extreamly joyful of this unlooked for good fortune, make a halter 
of their Girdle and Garters, and fo caſting their Cloaks under them, they both ride away on 
him, and night drawing on,” they hope to recover the Townot Pontarlin before break of gay: 
But God is here ſtrongly bent againſt them, ſo that this horſe which they took for the cauſe 
of their joy, will very ſhortly prove the matter of their miſery, and that which they thought 
would be the matter of their ſafety, willfall out to produce their inevitable danger and con- 
fuſion. For God (in his revenging juſtice) carrying their horſe, and he them altraying, and 
making that night through contrary waycs and lanes, they thenext morning at break of day 
to their unſpeakable grict, do ſee themſelves three great Leagues off from Pontarlin, when 
their foul facts and conſciences make them till fo trembling teartul, that every buth they be- 
held, every bird they heard, and every leat they found wagging, they think arc ſo many Ser- 
zeants come to arreſt them 3, asalſo every tree they ſaw, they conhdently believe arc ſo many 
Judges come to ſentence and condemn them to death-for this their cruel murthering of De 
Laurier, ſuch was thcir prodigious diſpair, ſuch was their ominous and fatal fear for the fame, 
But hcre their horſe (orccharged with this foul and monſterous burden). begins to fail them 
ſothe more he lefſencth his pace, the more it increaſech their apprehenſion and fear : And 
kere they conſult what todo, whether to retire with their horſe into the next Wood till 
night, or e){c to advance toward Pontarlin, But their Bread and Meat failing them, and they ſee- 
ing the coalt clear, they therefore reſolve to ride thither, and far the ſooner do they aſſume and 
imbrace this reſolution; becauſe as yet they knew it was timely in the morning, and conſe+ 
quently few or no people ſtirring. Now todiſpatch their journey the ſooner , Adrian is con- 
tent towalk a foot, and Father Fuſtinian to ride, and both of them are equally reſolved to 
put chcarful faces on their perplexed and trembling hearts. And here, asI will not ſay, it 
was thcir bad, but their juſt fortune, which condufted them within leſs then one League of 
Pontarlin , without being, eſpicd or ſeen of any : So it was likewiſe the providence and 
Jaltice of God , at that very hour and place, fhrit to bring Du Pont in fight of them, who in 
twodaycs was parted from Salynes, and in all that time had left no Hamlet, Village, or 
Town unſought, to tind out and apprehend theſe murtherers of his Father z Now as he draws 
near them, his eyes tclls him, that the horſe whereon one of the two men rid, was of the very 
ſame hair and ſhape as was that of his Fathers; which ſtruck ſome ſuſpition and apprehenhon, 
in Fx hcart, that ſure theſe were Father Fwuſtinian and Adrian, and far the more, becauſe by his 
habit he knew that he who rid was a Prielt. The better therefore to be fully aſſured hereof 
. hercſolves toout-ride them, thereby the more narrowly to obſerve both the horſe and them, 
the which he doth. He paſſeth by them, and views them with his countenance purpoſely 


compoſcd more of ncgle& than of obleryation towards them. When pertectly Ay” - 
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the horſe (by his two white feet, and white ſtar in his fore-head) to be his Fathers, and there- 
fore they by all conſzquence and appearance tobe his murtherers : then, I ſay, nature and 
ce infuſed a ſecret reluctation into his heart and foul, whether he thould more grieve or 
rejoyce to ſec thern z Now, as he is loath to leave them behind him , fo he bethinks himſelf of 
4 pretty policy. For riding ſome hundred ſpaces betore them, he deſcends from his horſe, ties 
him up tothe branch of a tree, caſts down his Sword and riding Coat in the high-way, un- 
truſſeth his points, and ſteps within the hedge, as if he purpoſely meant to eaſe himſelf 3 but 
indeed it was to have them paſs before him, that ſo he might incompals them, as two mur- 
thering Wolves ina Toyl 3 At his deſcent from his horſe ( as guilty conſciences arc ſtill afrajd 
of all things) Father Faſtinian and Adrian firſt begin to tear this Stranger, as being ſenc to ap-= 
hend them, and fo reſolve to trult to their heels, and the woods tor their ſafety 3 but when 
they ſee his Sword and Coat in the way, and himſelt within the hedge with his hoſe down 
then they again take courage and heart at graſs, and fo procced on the way towards the 
Town, but itill they look back on him, as it the foulneſs of their ta&t continually made their 
fears and dangers the more eminent. This is carefully and. curioully obſerved of Du Pos; 
who (now comes after them a ſoft trot _)- contenting himſelt roſce therh a flight ſhot betore 
him 3 as well knowing that his horſe was far nimbler and ſwifter than theirs, and that there- 
fore he might fetch them up at his pleaſure. By this time they ewo arrive at Pontarlin, which 
they enter where (being hungry and feartul, and their horſe weary and hungry) they 
take up one of the next Inns, whichis at the gn of the Tyger, where, thinking themlelves free 
& him who followed them, they recommended their horle to they Oltler and calling for ſome 
Mutton, Bread and Wine, they there privately huſh themſelves up in their Camber. But the 
igilant cyc and care of Du Pont ſees where they are entered, fo he puts up his horſe to another 
Ian cloſe by, and preſently with much filence and celerity, trips away to the Tyger Inn, wheye 
they are, and knowing themto beabove the ſtairs in their Chamber at break tati, he calls fox 
the Hoaſt thereof, takes him into a cloſe low room next the door z tells him that the Prieſt 
and the other man which centred his houſe right now, had cruelly murthered his. Father in 
Salynes, and therefore moſt courteouſly and earneſtly prays him 3 to ſtep preſently and ferch 


the Criminal Officers of that Town to apprehend them for the ſame, and till his and theirs 


return that he will give him twoof his ſervants to guard the ' doors that they eſcape not a» 
my: The Hoalt of this houſe in detetion of this foul fa&t of theirs, and to the honour and 
reputation of himſelf and his houſe, ſpeeds away to the Officers, who preſently arrive with 
him, to whom Ds Pont forrowtully and paſſionately relates, That this Prieſt named Fuſtinian, 
md this Adrian who was an Inn-keeper of Salynes, and now above, had very lately in his own 
kouſe murthered his Father De Lawrier, who was a Goldſmith of Dijon, fiript and robbed him 
of much Gold and Jewels, and then buried himin his Orchard 3. and therefore (with tears 
his cycs,) conjures them ro do him juſtice by ſpeedily apprehending them for the ſame, the 
which they as ſoon grant him. So they all aſcend to their Chamber where they tind chem 
&eply tipling intheir Cups, asmuch devoid and infentible of dartger as of grace. Here Du 
Aint (which cqual pafſion and forrow) ſtrongly chargeth them both with the murther of his 
Father De Lawrier, as alſo for robbing him of his Gold and Jewels, and tor burying of him in the 
Orchard. But theſe rwo bloody faftors of Hell, with a world of ſtout looks, impious oaths, 
md fearful aſſeverations , vow and and {wear the contrary. | So the Othcers take them afide 
ad examine them ſeverally herein. But they can reccive nothing trom them bur peremptory 
denials, and prophane execrations. 

®The which Ds Pont hearing and underſtanding, he (with much affection to his Father 
hd diſcretion-to-himſelf ) to vindicate and know the truth hereof with the more facility 
ld the le time, intreats the Officers to ſearch them both narrowly tor his Father's Gold 
and Jewels , which by God's direftion they do, the one after the others when they find 
quilted up in their doubler and hoſe, fore of Gold, and ſome rich Jewels and Rings, yet 
theſe two bloody - Villains deny this murther of theirs with much audacity and impudency, 
ſwearing that they found this treaſurcin a Casket in the hiigh-way , a little League beyond 
Siler. Bur this lic of theirs is as falſe, as their murtherand robbery of honeſt old De Law* 
rler was too true, which God in his mercy and-/jultice ) will briefly bring to light and pu- 
niſhment far ſooner than thele bloody miſcreants either think or fear of. 

Dy Pont ( all this notwithſtanding ) contiantly affures theſe Officers, that all this Gold and 
Jewels, much and many more , were his Fathers, and therefore are now his both by right 
and propriety, as bcing his only Son and child, and ſo demands poſſethon thersof.. But theſe 
Officers mildly deny this requeſt of his, telling him they mult take them by an Inventory, and 


together with the two Priſoners to ſend them to the Judges of Salynes under whoſe jurif- 
diction,

diction they affirmed they were. So for that night they commit Father 7uſtinian and Adrian ts 
two ſeveral Priſons, where they ſhall find leiſure, though not enough, to repent this foul and lz. 
mentable fa& of theirs. Which was no ſooner done, but D« Pont (having thanked theſe Officers 
of Pontzrlin) ſends away a Poſt to Salynes, to acquaint the Judges thereot, of his apprehending of 
theſe the ewe murtherers of his Father,whom he carneſtly beſought to haſten their executions, 
according to his requeſtat the end of two days theſe two Priſoners are ſent tor, and brought from 
Pomarlin to Salyner, and there impriſoned, 

The very next morning the Criminal Judges {end for them to one of their houſes, and firſ 
ſeyerally private, and then publickly by confrontation, examine them on this cruelty, murther 
71 oy but the Devil is ftill fo ſtrong with them, that with much courage and vehemen. 
cy they continne and ftand firm in their negative reſolution and denial;but De Lawrier being now 

found and known to have lain ſome ſeven weeks lick in Adrian's houſe, as well by the confeſſion 
of T/abells his Wife, of Gracets her Maid, and of Thomas their Oliler, as allo of the A 
thecary La Motte, then his body found buried in the Orchard, and Adrian and Father Fu 
ftintan their ſudden =— upon the ſame , and now laſtly, his Horſe, Gold and Jewels tound upon 
them in Pontarlin by the officersof that Town, and his Son Da Pont, were cvidenccs as bright 
and apparent as the Sun: that (in honour to Juſtice, and in glory to God, trom whom all trus 
juſtice is derived) theſe wiſe and grave Judges of Salynes, do reject theſe denials of Adrian and 
Father Fuſtinian, as falſe, prophane and ympious, and therefore that very inltant adjudge them 
both to the Rack, at the hearing of which ſentence they ſeem to be appalled and daunted; but 
they being advertiſed that Iſabella his Wife was likewiſc impriſoned for this fact, the for her pan, 
by ſomefricnds of hers makes ſuit to the Judges, that ſhe mzy be permitted to ſpeak with her 
Husband, and fo doth Father Faſtinian, that be likewiſe may ſpeak with her. But the ] 
hold both of theſe their requeſts to be vain and impertinent, and therefore flatly contradict and 

them. 

= Adrian is firſt brought to the Rack, who, though he be weak of conſtitution, yet he'is ſill 
ſirong in his villany, as be will not be perſwaded or drawn to confeſs it, but with much co 

of body, and animofity of mind, ſaffers himſelf-to be faſined thereto, whereof the Judges being 
advertiſed, they in their diſcretion hold it expedient todelay his torments for a time, and ſo fxk 
to. make trial of Father Fuſtinian, to ſee if theſe his torments will make him leſs Gout, and more 
flexible in the confefficn thereof, Wherein (I write it with joy) their judgwents. nothing dev 
ceivethem, for at the very firſt wrench of theRack, God is ſo merciful to his fobl, and {6 pro» 
pitious to his new converhion and repentance, that he then and there conftefleth this lamentable 


' murther, in all its branches and circumftances (as we have formerly underſtood) affirms only hims 


{clf and Adrianto be the Authors and Actors thexeof 4 ſwears that Iſabella, Graceta and Thoms 
were every way innocent thereof, and had no hand orknowledge therein whatſoever. Wherss 
upon the Judges ſend again for Adrian, and cauſe him anew to be brought to the Rack, bur firſt 
they hold it ht eo confront him with his bloody companion, Father Fwſtinian, who boldly affirming 
and contiantly contirming all his former defpofition tohim in his tace to be {incere and truc, Adris, 
an is amazed and daunted therear, as alfo at the fight of the Rack, which was again prepared and 
brought for him, when the Devil flying from him,nd he caſting his heart and ſoul at the ſacred 
feet ct. God's mercy, he there very ſorrowfully confirmed all Fathers Fuftinian'r confeſlion to be 
truc, and then falling on his knees, he (with many bitter fighs and tears) ſaid again and again a* 
loud 3 that his Wite, - his Man, and his Maid were as truely innocent, as Father 7uſtinian and 
himſelf were alone truly guilty of this foul and cruel murtherand robbery of De Lawrier. 

When their Judges, as much rejoycing atthe detection ad conteſhon akthele their crimes, as 
they lamented and derected their perpetrations thereot 3 they condemn them both to be hanged 
theniext mornings and becauſeFather Juſtinian had violated his ſacred Order, and Adrian, the 
humanc and Chriſtian Lawsof Hoſpitality, their bodies after to be burnt to aſhes. 

$© as ſoon as Father Fwſtinian was degraded of his Sacerdotal Order and habit, and com 
wired to the ſecular powers, he together with Adrian were tor that night returned to their 
Priſon and repentance, where two Prieſts, and one Frier, of the order of the acobiner, prepare 
their ſouls for Heaven againftthenext morning. * It was a griet to Iſabells's heart to hear that 
he-was guilty of this foutand lamentable murther, but a far greater torment and hell to her mind 
to underſtand that he muſt ſuffer death for the fame, and that ſhe ſhould neither ſee nor ſpeak 
with him any tzorecither in this life, or in this world.

give him 3 he here again clears Iſabella, Gracets, and Thomas of this murther. He much la-

Ow eaſily doth malice and revenge enter intoour hearts, and how difficultly do we cx- 

pcl and baniſh it thence ? and what doth this promiſe, or rather threaten unto us, but that 

it isa wretched ftignand teftimony, that the Devil hath more power with us than God 3 that 
we more dearly aftcct Nature than Grace, and Earth than Heaven ? in many ſins there is ſome 
pretence or ſhadow ot pleaſure 3 but in murther there is none, except we defire that it ſhould 
bring gricf and repentance to our hearts, horror and terror to our Conſciences, and miſery and 
confution to our Souls : which indeed, deſpight of our carthly policy and prophane preventi- 
on, it will infallibly both ſhew and bring us.

So the next Morning this old bloody wretch Hippolitois brought to the common place of 
execution, where a very great concourſe of people repair trom all parts of the City to ſee him 
take his laſt farewcl of the world, moſt of them pitying his age, but all condemning, the 6+ 
normity of this his foul and bloody crime. He was dealt with by ſome Prieſts and t riers ig 
Priſon, whoſe Charity and Piety endeavourcd to fortitie his heart againſt the fear of death, 
and to preparc his ſoul for the lite and joyes of that to come. Butthe Devil was yet ſo 
withhim, that hc could not be drawn to contrition, nor would not be cither perſwaded or 
enforced to repentance, or toask God, or the world forgiveneſs of this his bloody fact, but as 
he lived prophancly,- ſo he would die wretchedly and defperately, for on the Ladder he made 
a fooliſh ſpeech, the which becauſe it favoured more of bealtly concupiſcence and luſt, chats 
of Picty or Religion, I will therefore btry it in oblivion, and filence, and fo he was turned 
over. ;

He hath no ſooner diſpatched theſe two Letters to his Miſtreſs and her Mother, but the very 
next day atter he enters into a reſolution with, himſelf ; that he ſhall not do well fo ſoon to 
diſoblige and-diſobey his Father, by fo ſpeedily precipitating his return from Aſnallos to Gra- 
nado, as urging this reaſon tohis conſideration, and propoſing this conſideration to his judg- 
ment,” that Dominics's afteCtion and beauty can difficulty make him rich, but that his Father's 
diſcontent and diſpleaſure towards him may eaſily make him poor : Whereupon reſolving to 
cheriſh his conſtancy to her, and yet to retain his obedience to him, he holds it no fin, if a little 
longer he diſpence with his content, and preſume to temporize for his diſcretion and profit, ag 
grounding his hope upon this conhdence, and this conhdence upon this preſumiing intallibility, 
that his Lady and Miſtreſs Dominies is as chaſt as fair, and will prove as conltant to him as ſhe is

At the receit and peruſal of this Letter, Roderigo is infinitely ſorrowtul, c{pecially when he 
confidereth, that it is only Dominica's dear affeftion to him, and his long ftay trom her, which 
hath occalioned hcr ſickneſs : whereupon his love conſulting with his honour , his honour 
with his conſcience, and his conſcience with Gods he conjureth the Mcfſenger to rerurn 
ſpeedily to Granado, to the Lady Cervantella, and her Daughter Dominicz, trom him, and 
to aſſure them, that all buſineſs of the World ſet apart, he will be there with them the next. 
day, and bring them the anſwers of their Letters himſelt 3 whereat, at the Meſſenger's re- 
turn, they both of them exceedingly rejoyce. Roderigo now (according to his promitle ) 
comes to Granado, viliteth Cervantella, and his ſick Miſtreſs Dominica; falutes the one with 
compliments, the other with kifles. Domunics intended to give him ker body, but nor ncr 
heart, diſſembleth her affe&ion to him, and trowns on him exccedingly, as it her love to 
him, and his to her were dearer to her than all the world, and far more precious than her 
life.

from Hugo, the Father of her unborn Child 3 who upon notice thereof, either for fear of ire« 
fat puniſhment, or of future danger, or that he ſhoald be conltrain'd to marry her, and {6 
tomaintain her and her Child, when he had not means to maintain himfelt ; he fled from 
Granado to Mwricia, without taking his leave of Deniſa, or any way 3cquainting her there 
vith 3 and now, when it is too late, this wretched Wench exceedingly grieves thereat, when 
kwwing his return uncertain, his affection to her doybttul, her felt poor, and her Lady and 
Miſtreſs Dominica, as then not able to maintain her or her Child , the aftumes another bloody 
«ſolution, which is, that as ſhe was formerly acceſſary to the poyſoning of her Maſter, fo 
& now will be principal ator in murthering and making away of her own Child as ſoon 
Wit ſhall be born, and neith& conſcience nor her fear are able to divert her from this her 
bloody and damnable purpoſe. For being, provoked thereunto, tirlt by her ſhame, then by 
her neceflity, but chiefly and ſpecially byher fatal Counſellor and Inftigator- the Devil, ſhe 
being delivered ( almoſt a month before her time) of a fair young Son, as ſoon as he had 
=. once ( to bewail his own miſcry, and his inhumane Mother's cruelty) ſhe as an execra- 
ble Fury of Hell, ftrangles it, giving him his mourntful and untimely death jn that very fame 
hour and inftant, which God and her (elf gave it-life 3 and the very ſame evening wrapt it in 
aclean white linnen cloath,” and with a pack-thred ties a great ſtone thereunto, and (the De- 
nl giving her ſtrength) the very fame _ carries it halt a mile off to's Pond, without the 
Eaſt-gate of the City, where ſeeing no body preſent toſce her, the (not as a Mother, no not as 
iWoman, but rather as a Fury of Hel} ) there throws it in, which before hgr departure thence,

trary) give in evidence againſt her, that ſhe was that day delivered of a Child : fo ſhe isins 
priſoned, and thenext day brought to her arraignment, where(threatned with the Rack) fhe

By the peruſal and conſideration of theſe four precedent Letters, we may. plainly perceire, 
what a frm promiſe, and ſecret contratt there was palt between the Baron of Sanifiore, and 
the Lady Urſina, and how. fervently and ſweetly they had given themſelves cach to other in 
the promiſeand aſſurance of marriage, ſo not contenting to have gotting the Daughter's good

diſcretion will noc permit me to relate it, as well knowing, that the expreiltion and publiſhing 
thereof, will every way prove unprofitable to the Reader, and no way pleating but diſplealing 
toGod : when this weak and inconſiderate Gentlewoman, loving him tar dearer than her 
pwn life, and contidently relying on his ſworn atfe&ion and fidelity to her, which he fo paſ- 
fonately and fo: often had reiterated to'her 3 the fo rafhly and fooliſhly permitcd her felf to be 
weighed down, overcome and vanquiſhed with the importunancy of his requeſts and oaths, 
that it was neither in her power or will to deny him any thing, po not her {elf; but as ſhe 
formerly had given him the full command of her heart, now ſhe likewiſe gives him the free uſe 
md poſlefſion of her body. : | 
Thus Sandifiore bereaves and' unparadiſcth his Miſtris Urſine of the moſt precious Jewel 
ch ever Lady-Nature gave hcr; mean, her chaſtity and honour: but both of them 
| ſhortly pay dear for theſe their bitter-ſweet pleaſures, (or rather tins) of ſenſuality and 
ication, and ſhall redeem and ranſom them with no lefs than ſhame and repentance : The 
manner whereot is thus, 
After hc had thus deflourcd ard taken his obſcene pleaſure of his young and beautiful Mi> 
and ſtayed an hour or two Complementing with her, he then takes his leave of her 3 when 
Inumphing more in the conqueſt of her ſhame, and his tolly, than in his own repentance for 
gecalioning theone and commiting the other: he within a week or two atter, again makes 
her ſo flexable and tractable to his detires, as he three or tour times more tamiliarly wantoni- 
zeth with her in this laſcivious manner, and ſhe with him as not contented to (tain and ble- 
mah, but wholly to dehle and pollute themfelves in this their bealtly tm ot concupiſcence and 
praication, But here now begins his infamy, and her griet and miſery : For, (as a baſe Noble- 
man) he forgetting his oaths and promiſes to her, and her extraordinary Tove and affection to 
him, and which is more, his honour, and himſelf, and his ſoul, and his God, he (by degrees } 
now begins to freeze in his affection to her, viliteth her ſeidom, and then but faintly and cold- 
lyz and when (wich cqual bluthes and tears) ſhe mentioneth him to Marry her he iscither deaf 
to her requeſts, or elſe anſwereth her ſo impertinently and ambiguoully, as (with much pertar- 
bation ot mind and affliction of heart) ſhe begins to ſuſpect and doubt with: her (elf, that ſhe 
more reaſon to fear, than cauſe to hope ot his tuture affection and hdelity towards her: 
Neither is her fear vain, or her judgment and apprehention deceived of him herein : for as 
men love Noſe-gays in the morn, and throw them away- ere night, fo this ignoble Nobleman 
Santtifiore, after he had ſurfeiced and fatiated his delire of this his intended and contracted 
Wife Urſma, he in leſs then three months after, is fo ingratetul and treacherous towards her

but how to remedy it ſhe knows not. And now (with as much ſpeed as vanity and inhdelity ) 
away goes Sandifiore to his other ſecond Sweet-heart Bertranna, whor not tor her beauty, but for 
her Father's great wealth, and his own prefling wants, he now f: to effect and court a thoy . 
ſand times more familiarly and tenderly than before, whereot ſhe Wintinicely glad and joyful, 
For having along time loved him in her heart-and mind, and therefore defiring nothing (6 
much under Heaven, as to ſee him her Husband here on earth, and having tb thatend her 
cret eyes and ſpies every where abroad upon his life and ations, ſheis at laſt advertiſed, that 
there is ſome great diſtaſte and difference fallen out between him, and the Lady Urſins, as alſo 
that being far from home, he wanteth Monies to defray his Port and Expences in Naples; 
ſhe being of 2 ſharp wit and deep judgment, thinks that the laſt of his defects was the cauſe of 
the firſt, and that peradventure $ anftifiore Inn to borrow ſome Mony of her Fa- 
ther Seignior Placedo, and received the repulle, he therefore was fallen out and become difplea- 
ſed and diſcontented with his Daughter : And although 'her conceit and judgment miſſed of 
the truth herein, yet tae better to eſtrange Sandifiore from Urfine, and conſequently the more 
powerfully and ſtrongly to unite and tye him to her ſelf, ſhe well knowing that herown Fa-

dreaming ſo fully on her youth and beauty, and on her Father's great wealth and eſtate, that he 
hath not the grace, no nor which is leſs, the will ar good nature once to think of his poor deſo- 
late and forſaken Urſin, of whom in her turn I come now to ſpeak.

The Judges demand his name of him, who tells them he is called Bartholomeo Spondy : they 
fwther enquire of him what his Father is, and where he dwels: whoreplics, that kis Father 
$a poor Butcher; named Pedro Spondy, and dwels at Naples in St. Jobn's Suburbs (which che 
ldges afterwards find true) then theſe grave Judges, perceiving the poor boy to be baſhful 
md timerous, they therefore bid him be of good cheer, and to tear nothing, tor the which 
tethanks them both with cap and knee, Then they enquire of him, it he ſaw any one to 
ame near and kill the Gentleman, to whom inplain and ruſtick terms he anſwered them, 
that from the hedge, within which he kept his Father's Cows, he ſaw this Gentleman wa!k 
tne by him felt at Icatt an hour, with a Book in his hand reading, and that then he ſaw an 
«ld Frier come to him, who as he thought begged ſome alms ot him , whom he faw did 
fot off two Piſtols at him, and therewith killed hin, for he then and thereupon preſently 
iw the Gentleman fall to the ground : They again demand of him, what atterwards bc- 
ame of this Frier 3 who tells the Judges, that a Coach came up inſtantly to him and carricd 
imaway, but where, he knows not. , They ask of him, why he had notcricd out again(t che 
Frier, when he ſaw he had killed this leman? to whom he makes anſwer, That he da- 
rdnot do it, for fear leaſt he would likewiſe have killed him with his Piſtols, The 

farther demanded of him, whether this were a white, a black, or a gray Frierz to whom 
teanſwers, that he was neitherof them, but that he wore a minime, or a fad rufſet gown and 
bood. Thereupon they thought it fir again to demand of him, how many horſes this Coach 
had; and of what colour they were? to whom he athrms, that they were two black Coach-hor- 
is. When the Judges to conclude this query, and his examination, they demand of him what 
akured cloak this Coachman wore, who tells them he wore a red cloak, and as hethought 
kane white laces upon it : The which the pregnant poor little boy Bartholomeo had no ſooner 
and ſpoken, but $ axdtifiore's Page, Hieronymo, crys out and relates to the Judges, to 
Bertranns, and her Father Scignior de Tores, where, and in what manner and acci- 
kn he fore two hours fince found the Lady Urſa, and her Coachman Sehaftiano, whom 
ke ſeriouſly affirmed wore a red Cloak with white laces, and that her two Coach horſes, which 
tey-faw firaying below in the valley were coal black, right as Bartholomeo Rad deſcribed 
them 3 adding further, that her Coach-was broken with a fall, asalſo her right arm, and his 
kſt leg, and that outof reſpect and pity to her, he had carricd both her, and him home to her 
ater Seignior Placedo's houſe, but heafhrmed he aw no Friereither in their ſight or com- 
ky: all which relationof his, was likewiſe there confirmed to the Judges by the Baron of 
iflore's own Coachman , who was alio there' preſent » the which cvidence of theirs as 
hen-as the Lady Bertrenns overheard, ſhe with a world of fighs' and tears (Cas if ſhe were 
kldenly infpired and prompted from Heaven) paſſionately crys out firſt toher Father, and 
then to the Judges, that God and her conſcience told her, that doubtleſs Urſins was this de- 
wWhſh Frier, and her Coachman iano the very ſame damiable fellow who had here thus 
ally murthered. her Lord and; Husband, whenachrowing' her (elf on her knees to their 
ſee, ſhe very carneſtly begs juſtice of them, againſt them for the ſame, who partly concurring 
athe opinion and belict with them, they do here molt ſeriouſly and ſolemnly promiſe it her. 
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To which effe&, theſe Reverend Judges, leaving her Father , her ſelf, and her Page 
and Coachman decently to convey her Husband's dead body home to their houſe in N 
they themſelves make great haſte thither before, and preſently ſend their Officer and Ser. 
jants to Seignior Placedo's houſe, there to apprehend the Ladv UVyfins bis Daughter, ang 
their Coachman Sebaftiano , whom they both opportunely find iſiuing forth his Gate 
in a freſh Hackney-Coach , ſpeedily flying to Patzeole to her Aunt Mellefants, for pro- 
re&tion and SanQuary » fo theſe fierce and mercileſs Serjants do preſently divert and alter 
their courſe, yea, they furiouſly and ſuddenly ruſh upon them, apprehend and conſtitute 
them cloſe Priſoners in the Common Goal of that City , placing them in two ſevera] 
Chambers; to the end they ſhould not * prattle or tell tales each to other 3 where they ſhall 
find more leiſure than time, both to remember what they have done, and likewiſe to know 
what hereafter they mult do. 

Whiles thus all Naples generally reſound and talk of this mournfull fact, and deplorable 
accident, and Seignior Placedo particularly grievs at theſe his Daughter's unexpected crof. 
ſes and calamitics, as alſc of rhoſe of his Coachman Sebaftiano, the which he fears, he cn 
far ſooner lament than remedy 3 our ſoxrowful Widdow Bertrannz ( with the athiſtance of 
her Father De Tores) gives her Husband the Baron of Sanfifiore a folemn and fiately burial 
in the Fucilantes Church of N.pler, correſpondent to his Noble Degree and Quality, And 
then within two days after, at her carneſt and paſſionate ſolicitation to the Judge, Urfuy 
and her Coachman Sebaſti ano, are ſeverally convented before them, in their chief Forum 
Cor Tribunal) of Juſtice, and there ſtrongly accuſed by her, and charged to be the authors 
and aQors of this cruel murther , committed on the perſon of Santiifiore her Husband, 
the which both of them doſtoutly deny with much vehemency and conhdence, and when 
the little Boy Bartholomeo, is face toface called into the Court, to givein Evidence againf 
them, he there maintains to the Judges, what he had formerly depoſed to them in the 
helds, but ſays he thinks not that this Lady was that Frier 3 nor can he truely ſay, that this 
was the Coachman who carried him, although when his Cloak was ſhewed him, he could 
not deny but it was very like it 3 but Bertranna havirg now ſecretly intimated and made 
known to the Judges, all the paſſages that had formerly paſt between Unſina and her Hw- 
band Senfiifiore, as his getting of her with Child, and then (contrary to his promiſe) ref 
ſing to marry her, they do therefore more than half believe, that it was her diſcontent 
which drew her to this choler, her choler to this revenge, and her revenge to this mur- 
thering of him, asalſo (that in favour ct forme Gold_) ſhe had likewiſe ſeduced and draw 
her Coachman Sebaſtiano to be conſenting and acceſlary herein with her : Whereupon the 
next day they will begin with him 3 and ſo they qfjdidge him to the Rack 3 the torments 
whercot he endures with a wonderful foxtitulJe a tience, fo that (remembring his oath 
of ſecrecy to his Lady Urſa) he cannot thereby be drawn toconteſs any thing, but denies 
all, whercof ſhe having ſecret notice, doth not a little,rcjoyce and inſult thereat 3 now the 
very next enſuing morning, Urſina her ſelt, is likewiſe adjudged and expoſed tothe Rack, 
the wrenches = torments whereof, as ſoon as ſhe ſenſibly feels, God proves then fo pro- 
pitious and merciful to her foul, that herdainty body, and tender limbs cannot poflible n- 
durcor ſuffer it, but then and there ſhe to her Judges and Tormentors, confeflceth her ſelf to 
be the ſole author and aRor of piſtoling to death, the Baron of Sandifiere, in the ſame 
mannerand form, as we have already underſtood in all its cixcumitances, but in her heart 
and ſoul ſhe ſtrongly affirms te them , that her Coachman Sebgſtiano was not acceſfary 
with her hercin; upon which apparent and palpable conteſſhon of hers, her Judges (in ho- 
nour to ſacred Juſtice, and for expiation of this her foul crime) do pronounce ſentence of 
death againft her, that ſhe ſhall the next morning be hanged at the place of Common 
Execution , notwithſtanding all the power and tears of her Father and Kinsfolks to the 
contrary. 

So the is returned to her Priſon , where her Father ( not being permitted to fee 
her that night ) ſends her two Nuns , and two Friers , to prepare and dirc& her 
ſoul for Heaven , whom in.a little time , through God's great mercy , and their 
own pious perſwaſions, they found to be wondertul humble , repentant and forrow- 
ful. She privately ſends word to her Ceachman Sebaftiane , that ſhe is thankful to 
him for his reſpe&t and' fidelity to her on the Rack, and wils him to be affured and 
confident , that ſhe being to dy to marrow , her Speech at her death, ſhall no way 
prejudice , but ſtrongly confirm the ſafaty and preſervation of his life.

the young Gentlewoman who followed him; likewiſe gave him'a low and graceful cour- 
the, De Mora ſurprized with the ſuddenneſs of their arrival, and the ſweetneſs of theſe 
their alutations, riſeth up, and having hrſt faluted him, and kifſed her, heprays his name, 
who tells him he is a Gentleman that dwelt ſome three Leagues off, termed Emannet de 
Gwſero: De Mora demands of him it this young GentJewoman be his Kinſwoman or his 
Daughter ? who tells him ſheis his Daughter : when De Mora again enquires of him, if ſhe be 
artied or no, and what name and age ſhe is of 3 Curſors replies that ſhe is unmarried, of 
fame twenty years of age, and hername Bellinda; De Mora again tells him, that he is very 
kppy in having fo ſweet and fair a young Gentiewomanto his Daughter, whereat the Fa- 
ther inileth for joy, and the Daughter bluſheth for baſhfulneſs and modeſty.

brance of her freſh and delicatÞ beauty, do ( in his conceit) ſeem to make his age young, and 
to-give the lic to thoſe infinite number of white hairs, which time had ſnowed on his head, 
= ſhowred on his beard. He a thouſand times repents himſelf of his former error and 
crime in living {© long ſingle, and is now affured and conhdent, that there is no earthly 
plcaſure, or. heavenly delight, comparable. to the heart-raviſhing kiſſes and imbraces of his 
ſivect Bellinda.: he is ready tolay down all his Lands and Lite at the feet of her commands

Children by her, fo that he is ſo deeply enamoured with the {weet youth of our Bellindz, 
and his heart fo faſt chained and entangled in the trefles of her hair, and the lures of her 
alluring beauty, thathe; upon his fir{t ſight of her, inceſſantly thinks of her by day, dreams 
of her by night, and neither thinks nor dreams of any thing but of her, and of his love to 
her : ſo now he advanccth and raiſeth the ſtandards of Venzs and Cupid, as high as ever he 
formerly dezeRted them, and dclights in nothing more, yea I may truely fay, in nothing elſe 
hut in feaſting his eyes and ſurfeiting his heart upon the heavenly Tdez of her Angelical face 
and feature, kethinks ſo much oft love, as if he were now wholly compoſed ot love, and 
therefore purpoſely made to love Bellinda, and none but her.

©-- Theperuſal of this Letter, and the affeQion of Palers demonſtrated in chis his reſolution, 
makes Bellinds as glad, as the jealoufie of her Lordand Husband De Mors ſorrowful, and 
now ſeeing his rage ſo realonleſs, and his malice-and obftinacy fo implacable towards her, 

s . he 
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he abandoneth her ſighs and tears, reſolves to make trial of a contrary experiment, and (6 
under a female face, aſſuming a maſculine courage and reſolution, the flights him and his jea- 
loake, as much as he doth her and her levity, and bears her felt more highly and imperionſy 
towards him then ever ſhe did heretofore; but this animoſity of Bellinds produceth not that 

effect which ſhe expets from her Husband De Moya, for he attributing this pride of 
—_ proceed from ſome bad counſcl givert her by her minion Palzrs, it doth the more en-

i hath ſyllables, for this Letter and this branch of this Letter confirms his jealouſic, and 
ww makes him fully aſſured and confident, that his Witc and Palwrs havedefiled his ho+« 
nour, and his bed, by committing adultery together 3 when vowing a ſharp and ſpeedy re- 
e hercof, he (with a panting heart, and trembling hand, lays the Velvet eagainin 
the Cabinet, then locks it, as alſo her Cloſet and Chamber door, having fir{t left the keys again 
inthe Pocket of his Ladies Gown, and ſo comes down into the Hall among his Servants , as 
if he were happy to know that , which it is his miſery, becauſe he cannot be ignorant 
thercof.

- The youth and beauty of his young Wife and Lady Bellinds, arming him with jealouſie 
and this jealouſie with irreconcileable malice and revenge againſt Palurs, he cruelly reſo}. 
ving to make his Body and Lite pay dear for it, rides away towards his houſe near Arraial. 
lor, and ſtaying ſome half a quarter of a League from it ina fair green Meadow, ſends his 
man Ferallo tohim, and prays him ſpeedily 'ro take his horſe, and come' ſpeak with him 
there, about a buſineſs which, much imports his good 3 Ferallo, (knowing, leaſt of this 
rel, whereof his Lord and Maſter De Mora thought moſt ) finds out Don Palur 
houſe, and in reſpectful terms , delivereth -him his meſſage 3 which Palwra 
ing, his guilty conſcience, makes him exceedingly to doubt, and wonder of De More's in.

De Mora calls his Man Feral to him, and privately 
commands himtoride a Meadow or two off, and not to dare tooffer, either to tir or draw 
whatſocver he ſee paſs berwixt him and Palwra, the which his Man Ferals obeys, but with 
much wonder and admiration, what this buſineſs might meanor produce between them, 
Here De Mora very patlionately and cholerickly chargeth Palwra for abuſing and diſho- 
nouring of him, by committing adultery with his Wite Belinda ; the which Palurs re- 
torts to him as a foul ſcandal, and falſe aſperſion, and (as an honourable Gentleman) in 
his ſpeeches and anſwer to De Mora, makes his own innocency, and his Wife the Lady Be.

I have ſent her Rufhan and Adulterer Palurs to Heaven, and within fix dayes atter come away 
tome at Lisbon, whether I am now poſtingz when throwing him ſome Gold for his jour- 
ney, he takes leaveof him and away, and at the very next Town drefſeth-his wounds, which 
prove hopeful and not dangerous. ; t 

Now doth Ferallo ( according to his Lords commiſſion and order:) inform Palars's Servants 
of his death, and of his ſaid Lord and Maſters victory, but - (for his konourand reputations 
fake ) conceals that he baſely and treacherouſly kiffT him with kis Piflots3' they are ex- 
treamly (orrowful for this his misfortunate 'end: fo while they fetch homehis breathleſs 
body, and prepare for his decent Burialz Feral returns. home, and truffly 'and punually 
gelates to his Lady Bellinds the iſſue of this combat 3 as alſo of his Lord De- Mors's ſpeeches 
which he commanded him to tell her, whom, poor Lady; is all in tears for thedeath of her 
Lover Palrra; and well the might, in regard ſhe loved hima thouſand times dearer than her 
own life. Soupon the receit ot this ſforrowtul news, ſhe ſhursher (elf opin her Chamber, 
and for many days together, her griet and lamentations-for his death are infinite, as ſhe 
will admit of no company, counſel, or conſolation whatſoever z ſhe confidereth howdeeply 
the misfortune of this diſaſter will ſcandalouſly refle& on her honour, and fall'on her repu-

ed 3 when at laſt, having nothing elſe capable ro comfort her , or' to give truce to/ 

tears, but the ſight of Palurs's aforeſaid Letter ſent to her , the which in tender 
affection to him, ſhe tor his ſake had fo often peruſed and kiffed; ſhe thevefore paſſionately 
and penſively flies to her Cloſct, and with attedtion and forrow to her Cabinet; to feaſt her 
eyes with the ſight, and to delight and comfort her heart with the peruſal thereof; -when

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Chamber , which is over-heard in all the” houſe, but e{pecially the Lady Bellindz her 
ef, who {o artificially diſlembled her joy , and fo pathonately makes demonſiration 
of extream grict and affection, tor this deplorable death of her Lord and Husband, both 
to her Servants and to God , that the is all in tears, and cannot, becauſe ſhe will not 
he comforted thereat : they hnd the Chamber Door locked , the Key within-lide , and 
kis own bloody - Knife on his Pillow, and therefore they calily refolve and conclude , 
that this their Lord and Maſter Ferzi> hath wiltully made himſelt away , and is un- 
doubtedly the Author of his own death; which opinion and reſolutions of the Servants, 
their Lady and Mitltrels Bellind.z ( lecretly to her felt ) reliſheth with much applauſe and 
approbation 5 and to make her afflictions and ſorrows the more apparent to them , and 
in them conſequently to the world, ſhe doth not refrain from exceflive weeping and 
fohing, They leave the dead Corps untouched in the Bcd , to acquaint the criminal 
Corrigadors ot Stremos with this pittitul accident, who come , and being amazed at 
this bloody diſaſter and accident of Feralls 3 they , viewing the inhnity ot his Ladics 
tears, and the ſorrowtul complaints and exclamations of his Servants, as alſo conſji-

Amongſt the reſt under- 
tk of the Lady Bellinds's great wealth and dignity, he therefore hop2s-, that het 
new. ſorrows and mourning for the untimely death of her Husband , wilt now © make 
her as compaſſionate to his poverty in her houſe, as lately ſhe was diſcourteous and 
uncharitable to. him in the ficlds : whereupon, he repaires thither to her , bus for 
three daycs together, he is not ſo happy to ſpeak with her, or to ſee her; 'buc being 
fill preſt by his poverty; and again emboldened by- the confideration of what he: ſaw 
ker caſt into ghe Pond , he the fourth day finds her walking in the next Meadow ad 
ſoyning to her houſe, attended by two of her men-ſ{crvants_, .and-.two waiting-Gentle--/ 
women , all clad in Mourning Apparel : when C with-:a boldneſs worth. ot a poor 
dftreſſed Souldicr ) he advanceth to the Lady Bellinda ,-: where! (interrupting her pri- 
rate -walks, and difiraing her: ſecret. thoughts and , meditations ) he with 7much ob- 
krrance, again begs ſome chafity of her 3 whereat ſhe- being: offended, © becauſe her 
heate and mind neither thought, nor cared tor an old Souſdier, but” where wholly tix- 
on ſome defired new Gallant young Husband , the. very cholerickly / diſdains him 
wd. his requeſt, and with much paſſion and indignation (. to-uſe her own words) com- / 
wandeth ber Servants to ſee this bold beggerly Souldier depart” and pack. away, both 
fom her and her houſe.  Roderigo hearing theſe her harſh . and diſcourteous ſpeeches, 
'ad ſceing her Servants unkind uſage and enforcement towards him , he - with much 
Wontent and choler leaves her houſe, but in requital thereof, vows that his revenge 
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ſhall not ſo ſoon leave her : for this her ſecond affront to him , puts him all in cholex 
and fire towards her, ſo that he vows to God , and ſwears to himfelf to uſe the beſt 
of his power , and to work the chicfclt of his Wits to perpetrate her diſgrace, When 
ſecretly and effeftually jntorming himfelt from others , that Don Gaſper de Mors , who 
-was Nephew , and general heir-to her firſt Lord and Husband , Don Alonſo de Mor; 
was at great variance , and bitter contention in Suit of Law with his Aunt Bellinds a. 
bout ſome Lands, and much rich Moveables and Utenſils , -which ſhe unjuſtly detain. 
cd from him; and therefore that he would be exceeding glad to entertain any inven, 
tion or propoſition whatſoever , which might heave her out of the quiet enjoying and 
fleffion thereof , and thereby procure her utter diſgrace and ruin... He repairs tg 
im, and ſecretly ( yet conſtantly.) acquaints him, that ſome three weeks ſince , and

You may believe of them as you pleaſe, that they were chaſte, vertu- 
ous, and both of them Platonicks, that they ſpent their time in Diſcourſes, and kiſſing of 
one anothers hands, and looking Babbies in one anothers cyes, as your tine Romantick Lo- 
vers are wont to do 3 but others, who have known theſe Countries, tell us they wo afrer 
mother manner, and that theſe, being Speniſþ Lovers, did not ſoidly fpend their time, but 
went abour pleaſing themſelves more ſolidly, and that they did inyoy one another, as Spa- 
aſh Lovers uſe to doz and this we knew from I/abella's own mouth afterwards, when ſhe 
'Eurſt the kour in which ſhe firſt became Criminal, and Marletts, that had inſtigated her to fin, 
and to the committing of folly, and had added fewel to her luſiful fire , by her wanton 
diſcourſes, and more wicked contrivances. 

Non Roderie returns, after ſome hours ſpent with his dear I/abells, full of content, and with 
a thouſand thanks, and ſeveral rewards to Moarietts, and is let out unſeen at the Garden Wi- 
cket, haſting home, and huging his good Fortune, thought this the happieſt day of his Life. 
Bur his joyes arefalſe and his pleaſures momentany, they are not of thoſe ſolid things, that 
are laſting, and uncorrupted. He miſtakes his ppineſs, for what he calls is but the 
Gate of Miſery. Young man, thou art now in a pleating Sea of _ , but thou art waft. 
ed thereon to an Hell of Torment, and a Purgatory of Danger. is not pleaſed with chy 
polluted rapturess he will turn thy bliſs into wo, and thy joy to a ſudden ſorrow, it thou 
perſiſteſt in thy evil courſes. 

The impudent Marletts returns to her Miſtreſs triumphing in her treachery, who,bluſhing 
at what ſhe had done, could ſcarce look on her, and was half angry, yet ſhe chid but ſoftly, 
*twas not incarneſt, and the ſeetning breach between them was ſoon made up. And now 
all their care was, how tp continue this private Amour from the knowledge of Ximener, 
and all the world. There was now a League offenſive and defenſive entex'd into between 
Don Kednric and Iſabells, and ſhe had agreed to all his , and fi with a thou« 
fand kiſſes, new amorous Contracts : the management of which, Marietta takes upon her, 
and as long as Ximenes is abſent, there is no manner of interruption of their pleaſures, and 
the two Lovers, more endeared to each other by reciprocal Carefſes, even glut themſelves 
with love, and in the ſame place, meet every night with great Security.

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had not time,for hearing the Garden door bat againlt by Ximenes,ard both Iſabella and Marlette 
defiring him to fly, as well to ſave his own Life, as the Honour of 1ſabells, he began t0 retreat, 
when the furious Ximenes, not finding ready admittance, cauſed the Gate to be in pieces 
with a great beater,that ſtood ready at hand,and which ſerv'd to beat and ram down the ones in 
the Court yard, which was then new paving with this Inſtrument «hey had ſoon beat down 
the Garden door, before Don Juan could get Croſs the Garden, who being perceived by eight

the more ſecurely enjoy her Don Roderic. Tho the knows not how to believe her, yet the 
could not but tind comfort in her bold promiſes, ſhe knew ſhe was witty, and that het 
Love now, was grown fo ſtrong, that ſhe would not ſtick at any bold undertaking, to 
accompliſh her ends. But they are troubled to know, what was become of Don Roderic, 
and how Don Fazn (for they had found it was he) ſhould come in his ſtead. But they were 
ſoon (atisficd by a Letter, which Don Roderic hagl ſent to Marletts by his Fogtman, who 
had dilligently watch'd the door till Marletts came forth, which gave her a full account, how 
he had been wounded, tho he knew not by whom 3 ſhe alſo ſent him word by his Boy of the 
fad adventure had hapned to them by means of Don Fan, who, ſhe believ'd, was the per- 
ſon, that had wounded him, with advicenot to ſtir abroad till he heard further from her.

he ſhclters himſelf under the thick hedges of the Garden, not far from the Window, where he 
expected his Wives Gallant would enter. And indeed DorfRoderic, having notice of Ximenes 
being abſent that night, woulg not miſs the opportunity of flying into the Arms of Iſabella, 
and to teap thoſe delights he was uſed to do. Marlettz let him in, and preſently the grate 
was taken in, anda Ladder of Cords being let down, Don Roderick thounted up, and Mar- 
letts returns by the Garden door. All this Xinenes ſaw, and now having the beaſt fat in 
the toyle, he goes into Eleanors, who by .his order, had furniſhed four or fivemen, with 
Swords, and Piſtols, theſe without any noiſe he plants under the Window, with a fri

Having thus ſecured that paſſage, taking three men with him well arm'd, up he mounts to I.

The dreadful voice of Thunder, 
or the hollow whiſtling of cnraged Winds in a ſtorm at Sea, was not fo terrible as the Voice 
of Ximenes at the Chamber door. Don Roderic, withal the haſte he could, retreats to his o1d 
Burrough the Chelt, believing he could not get timely away thorow the Window, the grate 
being put up.

ſpecially of ſuch a forward perſon as Judrria ſeem;d, to be, This the firſt addreſs, 
that was made to her in that kind, ſhe was not a littfe ud of it, and tricking up hex (elf, 
to add what ſhe could to hcr natural charms, ſhe ho to take the Captain from her Lady, 
and hcarkned to his private Courtſhip, with much ſeeming modeſty and addreſs. Greatr.» 
ſo far wheadlcd himſelf into the affetion of the; Widdaw. , that ſhe began to have a like- 
ing to him, and his hopes food very fair. tor the qbrajning, her, had not this real paſbon, 
which he had for Judirina, ſpoyled that feigned one he lhewed for the Lady.

home., and gazing t00 much on the beauty of this fair Fwdirins, but he ſoon lolt him(elf, 
and was more puzl'd, than with the Logick of R amus, or. the Philoſophy of Ariſtstle. Ir 
is 4s natural for young people to be in Love, as it 1s for the Sun to lhine, or the hire to 
burn. Love is implanted by Nature, and floweth in the blood, and is as ſoon inkindied by 
Beauty, as Sulphur by a ſpark of tire. The young Walter, (tor fo we will call him.) tound 
greater dclights in the converſe of Judirinathan in all his books, and on aſudden he was 
very deeply in love, and the Rival of Captain Grantzford.

Walter. That paſſion no ſooner enters the heart and ſubdues the freedome of the mind, but 
it blindfolds the eye of the ſoul, and reaſon becomes faint, and weak in all its ations. The 
whole bent, and ſcope of Lovers, is toobtain the fruition of their Loves, or the conſum- 
mation of their pleaſures, cicther by lawtul or unlawful means. Thoſe who are fortitied with 
vertues and Religion , and it may be with principles of Honour and reputation, do often- 
times make ſtrong Reſiſtance againſt the irregular affaults of Love, they are able at leati 
tocombatre their paſſions, and to rehiſt/their exorbitant defires, and thothey cannor be victo- 
rious, and altogether ſubdue their paſſions, yer they fall not into Crimes, and they ſeek their 
{atisfaction by juſt and lawful meancs only : But Jadirins is not oneot theſe, who by cduca-

now as the hrit is the-whitencts and purity ot Virgins, and becomes: them better than Lil- 
lics or white Roſes, 'the latter fiill expoſes thoſe ſpotleſs flowers, to-a contamination, and 
knows not how to. defend them from being plucked by rude hands. © Fadirinz therefore 
working on the fimplicity. ot her young Lady , inttcad of ſeeking to imother her pation, 
and to put ſoite ſtop to its: flame, ready to burit forth, the contrives means to promote it. and 
endeavours to advance it. | | 

The Widdow had been'very civil, and reſpectful to: Captain Graztzford, notwitſtand- 
ing his folly, and as ſhe had no paſſon for him, ſhe had-torfaken hign without malice or re- 
gret. But however, leaſthe might debauch her Maid, (tor that was all the could ſuſpect } ſhe 
kept a ſtrict eye over  Fudirina, when: ever Grantzford came to her houſe, but it was not pol- 
ſible for her to watch them ſo ſtrictly, but that the Captain got ſome opportunities of ſpeak- 
ing to Judirina, and of making known his Love for her. And indeed he was fo much in love 
with her, that he could not torbear to expreſs all the little tollies of thoſe immerged in that 
paſſion, neither could he have any thoughts of any oneelſe, or ot any thing but of enjoying 
Fudirins, This Wench having her mind quite cfiranged trom the Captain , and bcing 
now in the hight of enjoying her amorous pleaſure with Walter, thought of the fatisfacti- 
on of Editha, and as a great ſecrecy told Grantzford of her great Love and affection rowards 
him, that he might make his advantages ot it, and that ftince tor her fake he had loſt the 
Mother, he might, if hepleaſed, by her means get the Daughter. This knowledge of Edi- 
ths's love ought to have been kindly recciv'd, at leaſt by Grantzford, and he ought to have 
eſicem'd it a mark of the kindnels of Jadirins, in wiſhing him fo well; But Grantzford 
look'd upon it quite otherwiſe, and it had almoſt daſh'd all his hopes of obtaining his ends 
on Fudirina, by fecing her fo ready to T5748 the intereſt of another in his hcazt.

But yet, ſhe told her, 
that it ſhe pleaſed, ſhe might take an advantage of his Folly, and both fatishe her deſires, 
and obtain him for het Husband, if ſhe could conſent to put a cheat upon him , and which 
ſhe might calily effe&t by her contrivance. | 

After that Juidrins had percciv'd , that her young Lady greedily attended the (e. 
quel of her ſpeech, and that by her ſilence ſhe ſeemed to conſent, ſhe went on, and began 
to let her know, that. the Lady her Mother would never conſent ſhe ſhould marry Cap-

She commits 
the Rudder into her hands ſhe bids her ſtecr a courſe that may bring her to obtain her de- 
lires, She tells her ſhe cannot live without Grentzford, and ſhe leaves her {elf wholly t- 
her direction, and promiſes to be ſwayed ,, by her countels, and to be ruled by her advice. 
But ſhe has put her {elf into evil hands, and the fullied heart of Fudirins cant yeild nothing 
but black and ſmoky thoughts : and her advice and. counſel muſt needs be bad, and of evil 
conſequenee. She is nota perſon that knows how ſufficiently to valuc Honour, or prize 
virtue, Her thoughts, like the heart from whence they procced, are black and infetious 3 
and the intreague the had wrought in her working head ,to entrap Grantzford, was treache- 
rous and diſhonorable.

The plot is thus laid betwixt them, and the cunning Fudirins ſeems to hearken more 
willingly to the cobrtſhips of Grantaford,, She accepts his gold, ſhe fecms ro believe his 
oaths and promiſes, and at laſt to be overcor by his flatterics, love, and kindneſſes, and 
rogrant his deſires, There is nothing in the world fo joyful as the Captain really was, 
at the conſent of Fadirina, and the content of bis mind might be caſily read in his cycs. 
He a thouſand times embraces his dear Jaulirinz, and gives her as many thanks and kites, 
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for whathe is not like to obtain, How calily are perſons full of deſires deceived ! they are 
apt to believe what they would have to be, and what they mach hope for. He thinks he 
has won Fudirina to fatishc his luſttul pleaſures, and we may ſee what fort of detiled love 
poſſeſſed his foul, and enflamed his Breaſt: He has no regard to Virtue , but ſeeks the 
ruine of the chaſtity and virginity of her he pretends to love, It is no matter therefore it 
this Criminal be deceived, and that he miſſes of thoſe aimes he ſhoots at. The atgnation is 
at laſt rnade beewixt them, the Captain to take away all ſuſpition is to depart, and that 
night by the means of a key, which ſhe delivercd to him, he was to enter the houſ: at a back 
door, and to aſcendone pair of ſtairs backward, which he knew led to her Chamber, which 
was next tothat of her Ladies, where he hould find the door openy. and her in Bcd, and in 
thedark, and that he ſhould return with all the ſecrefie, and with gs little noiſe as might be 

for fear of awakeing her Lady. All this is conſented to, and Grentzford takes his leave full 
of hopes and fatisfaction. Night comes, and young Editha ſupplying the place of Taudirins, 
obtains her deſires, and fpends the night in the Armes of Grantzford 5 who at the ſame 
time thought he had embraced his Mikrels.

Fudirina having, brought a fair Daughter into the world, and recovered her lying in, the 
Child, by order ot the Widdow, the Grand-motherot it, was taken from her, and put to 
nurſe in thoſe parts, and ſhe was turnedout of doors, to ſeek her fortune, with fome ſmall 
Pirtance of Silver, ſcarce enough to carry her to Amſterdam , whither ſhe extreamly long'd 
ro go, hopcing to get into ſome ſervice, or by making an advantage of her Beauty, to 
inveagle ſome Tradeſman to marry her. With this intent, Jadirins hires a horſe and a 
man, to carry herto Bruſſels, and from thence in the Hackny Coach, and by boat, ſhe gets 
to Amſterdam. By that time ſhe gets hither , her mony is almoſt all ſpent, ſome good 
Cloaths ſhe had, which ſhe had got in her ſervice, to fer her off but that which ſhe mot 
depended on was her Face, which ſhe believ'd had charms enough, to make the men kind 
ro her : and the was reſolved, not to want, fo long as ſhe could provide tor her felt. She

Jadirins was ſornc- 
what weary with her journcy, and therefore deſirous togo-to bed, as well to reſt her (clf, 
as to conſider what” courſe ſhe ſhould take. 

There isa ſecondary fate, that attends upon the Actions of perſons in 'this World, and 
tho we are not able to'penitrate into-the myſteries of it, or indeed to give anyerue, and juſt 
reaſons | why things happen fo and fo, and therefore we-call it accident,- and- fortune 3 yer 
we may believe, that 'we are guided, cither by the inflaences of our ſtars, or by the in- 
viſible hand of our genius, which ſo orders the little affairs of every perſon, according to 
their good or evil inclinations, and” that is it we call opportunity. Judirins was full of 
evil Inclinations, and we may believe that ſhe, who could not be virtuous and Chat, in 
the Country, would:not be fo in the City, where the trequency of occalions to be other- 
wiſe, and the temptations that dayly aſſault the fernal Sex, are ſo very numerous and po- 
tent, It was alfo her intention to proſecute that in the City, which the had begun in the 
Country, and to live in the world above the rank and condition the was born ul.

-The news the tad fram 
the' City, of the fueceſſion of another Loxd Mayor or Proveft, who: followed not the ty- 
rannical fieps of the former, and that ſhe might now fately returr{ thither, where the de» 
lired ro be, raade her ſoon forget rhe atright and. danger thebad been in, and the ſorrow 
for che drowning of hex. Maid, She prelently bids adue- to-che country, and her fock of 
Coyn growing low, (hg haſtes to the City, and falls to her old trade, her wicked and adul- 
terous way of-livings But now the Aniger of God is come to its hight againſt her, and 
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Heaven :rcſolves to forbear her no longer, but to leave her a mark, and" example of his 


Revenge, and diſpleaſure, againſt this 'aborninable fin, She had not continucd long in her 
evil way, before ſhe had mer with ſome who had renew'd her old diftempers, and caſt her 
againintothe Tub, atid- under the torment of fluxing.** She had undergone this courſe (6 
otten,.and was ſo unſound, that her whole blood and Body was now wholly purriticd , 
and. corrupted 3 and o- many filthy Ulcers , and ſtinking and running fotes broke our 
all over her body, that ſhe became ſuddenly nauctous, and not fit to be converſed with. And 
now all /her Lovers, and adorers fly from her, and thoſe who bowed to' the Idol of her 
beauty, will not look on her, or if they do, it is with abhorrency. She has no more plkea- 
ſarc and delight to give them, and they have no more mony and fervice to return her : ſo that 
in the midſt ot her miſery, the 15 aſſaulted with poverty- and penury. 'All goes now to. 
ſupply her. wants, and thoſe glutenous morſels, ſhe had often miſpent on her Carcaſe, and 
the profuſe Ryot, and Luxury ſhe had wallowed in, made this want moxe- grievous, arid 
biting-. - She now ſees her ſelf reduced to extremity, and'in a few months ro Become mi-, 
ſcrable, and the molt fad obje&t of Gods juſt Vengeance. All night ſhe rorry our with the 
roxrments of - her pains in her bones and in her Sinews 3 all day ſhe is encompaſſed wirk the 
ſtinks, of her putritied ſores, and running Ulcers, that eat and conſume her fleſh. This" 
may let us {ee of what filthy matter the greateſt beauty of fleſh and blood is made : Koſens's 
tair and pump checks were now grown lean and nagged, the ſmouth $kin {htivelled, ard 
diſcoloured, tholc bright and twinkling ftars, that had ſo many charms, and fo much luſtre, 
were now-ſunk, and wholly obſcured, grown limped, and running with matter't her Teeth 
which were like orient pearl for © whiteneſe, were black, and fallen out, her pretty mouth 
dishgur'd, her noifec caten quite away, and a running ſore left only in the place of * her an»: 
gellick voyce, now odious and wap mm, pallat of her mouth, and Epiglottir bcing 
catcn, away, with a'Cancer :' her whole body covered with boyles, botches, and blayns, 
that (he was a moſt deplorable, and loathed ſpectacle, ſhunned of others, and hated by her (elf. 
' Buthis is not all the puniſhment-that-Heaven inflits on this adulterous wretch; this tife, 
more grievous and terrible than any Death, continues, and ſhe is enforced, not only to bear this 
niſhment, but what isgreatcr, the ſhame and publique ignominy of this, that ſhe might 
Hos example-to others, and a warning to Criminals, and amarkot Gods Vengeance, juſtico 
and indignation. In this condition ſhe1s forſaken by all, and her miſcries conrinuing long ; 
ſhe is reduced tothe condition of beggery, or to ſtarve, Thoſe that had releiv'd her at firfi 
out of Charity, were grown weary, arid her ſores being patch'd up by the Chiturgions of the 
Hoſpital, ſhe was turn'd intg the ſtreets, to beg the Charity of good people, to keep her from 
ſtarving. I have ſeen this beautiful Roſana, who had attracted the cyes and hearts of all the 
Gallants in that City, and who had been fo gay and rich in cleaths, who had liv'd in that 
hight of Luxury, Voluptuouſneſs, and fintul pleaſure, begging publiquely inthe ſame place, 
and in thoſe fireets, with an old patch'd Ridcing-hood on her head, an old red Petticoar 
inficad of a mantle about her Shoulders, a worſe about her hips , dirty ragged linnen next 
her skin, pieces of Rockings about her legs , without any ſhooes on her feet, with a xcd wol- 
len Cloath covering the Ulcer of her noiſe, and in this manner, to beg about che lireets, to 
maintaine wretched hte. 
$ce now and conſider, the ſevere, and juſt Revenge, that God inflited on this wretch, 
far beyond RN workkot deaths, and by it take warning in time, and forſake, and abomi- 
nate. this filthy fin of Adultery, which ſooner or later will be ſure to render the Crminal 
wretched, / and forclorn,.miſcrable, and odious, both toGod and man. Betimes endeavour 
to moderate your paſhons, Luſts, affections , —_— and tofet bounds to, and re- 
gulateall their inordinances, tor being once launch'd torth into the cuſtome of linning, it will 
be difficult fax thee to_retuxn by repentance.. This poor, and diſtreſſed wretch, notwith- 
ianding all her miſcry,: and aMiction, gave little figns of remorſe, but as if her conſcience 
were feared, the little ſhe got, $rom thecharity of ſome of her old Lovers, and other people 
ſhe ſpent after an'cvil ſort, in drink, Wine, Syder, and Brandy: cither to pleaſe her evil and 
vicious apperite, or to mitigate her ſorrow: by the intoxication of thoſe Liquors. And thus 
the contjaned, till ſbe-dyed, . and was buriedat the charge of the Pariſh, And this was the 
cnd of Adulterous, Fudirurs, who began with Fornication, continued in adultery, and ended 
ip Rottenncs, andmilcry : and may herlife, aud end, be an example, and looking glaſs 
tor others, that they may therdm fee, the hithineſs and odiouſheſs of this abotninable fin of 
Agultcry, and God's ſcverc panithment and Reverige againſt Adultery, 
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
